Here and There 

Inside the 'Chronicle' and out, we're looking for open minds

HERE* Obviously, the Chronicle Web edi- 
tion is going to have to become its own entity, 
not just a reflection of the weekly published 
issue. Crucial to this goal is to make the Web 
edition interactive. The Chronicle comes out 
of the community and is published for it. 
Therefore we need to make it as easy as we 
can for people to interact with and participate 
in the Chronicle. 

On the Chronicle Web home page there 
is now a link to Chronicle Forums (austin 
chronicle.com/forum). I realize this is like 
unveiling the Model T in a time of solar-pow- 
ered cars, but we are well aware that this is 
just a way of beginning. 

In order to participate in these forums, you 
do not have to register; there is no password 
to remember. You can immediately send 
a response. You can also critique a movie, 
disagree with a Chronicle review, plug a local 
band, discuss the art scene, vent on the 
Middle East or worry about Austin. Basically 
these are open forums with suggested general 
categories. You can respond to something that 
appeared in the Chronicle or offer your own 
thoughts on some completely new tangent. 

Dealing with new forums, as with initiat- 
ing interactivity in general, we encounter the 
classic publication chicken-and-egg problem. 
Unless there are a lot of people posting inter- 
esting new pieces on the forums, generating 
substantial traffic to read and contribute fur- 
ther will be difficult. If traffic is slow, people 
won’t be regularly reading and answering 
new observations/thoughts/opinions, which 
means that, consequently, few others will be 
adding new posts. And so on. 


Oops! Last week’s “Naked City” bul- 
let about the Meet Your Match Canine- 
ality Adoption Program contained an 
incorrect figure for the number of adop- 
tions the program had fostered in July. 
The correct number as of last week was 
70. The Chronicle regrets the error. 


The Chronicle by its very nature is designed 
to invite widespread discussion and participa- 
tion. Certainly in this community this is true, 
by definition, of just about every publication, 
even if not explicitly intended. This is an 
engaged, perhaps even overly engaged, town. 

So, we plan to offer more arenas for dia- 
logue and debate because this is both inter- 
esting in and of itself, and healthy for the 
local culture. Considering the Chronicle as an 
entrance point - because of those who read it 
and how they do so - these exchanges should 
be lively and informed. 

Please make the extra effort and help 
prime the pump. Read through the forums 
of interest to you, post comments, and offer 
replies. Sure it’s in a very early stage, but over 
time, we are hoping that this should mature 
into an ongoing, open, and open-ended com- 
munity dialogue. 

AND THERE: In the next couple of 
weeks I want to return to talking about some 
major ideas that drive this column. On the 
way there I want to offer some assumptions 
that are basic to my overall arguments. There 
is no expectation that these arguments will 
change minds or invite agreement but simply 
that they may make things a bit clearer, elicit- 
ing more discussion and comment. Under the 
best of circumstances, clarity is a description 
rarely applied to this column. Trying to speak 
clearly, honestly, and broadly (considering 
objections and more fully rounding thoughts 
within initial discussions), I often confuse or 
lose myself when writing it. Usually I then 
rewrite and refocus, abandoning loftier points 
for simpler ones. Things are usually edited 
and smoothed out before you read this. 

There are many basic assumptions, each 
impossible to explain in a single column. 
Rather than accumulate too many of them 
unexplained, I’ll roll them out slowly. 

1) The world of “I” is very different from 
the world of “you.” Which is considered a 
bit below. 


2) The past is not just a fiction but a lie, 
the present is misunderstood, and the future 
is unknowable. This I began to approach 
in a previous column (“Constitutional 
Conventions,” June 9). 

Okay then, 1) The world of “I” is very dif- 
ferent from the world of “you.” Most people 
argue very much from their own perspective 
without even considering that it is a perspec- 
tive. Self-interest is instead viewed as com- 
mon sense. The standard is personal, argu- 
ments start and end with one’s views. Words, 
terms, facts, and so on are simply weapons 
marshaled to achieve ends; they have little 
external meaning. Those who screamed the 
loudest for “objective” news have been prov- 
en to have actually wanted the news to be 
even more extremely subjective. Only they 
want it in harmony with their own beliefs, not 
opposed to or questioning them. 

Starting on very basic levels, let’s consider 
how certain things are viewed. “Nepotism” is 
when someone you don’t know gives a rela- 
tive or a friend a job. “Deserving” is the label 
when it happens to you. People with lax mor- 
als get away with disobeying the law because 
of inept, soft-hearted cops and liberal judges. 
When you are stopped for speeding it is an 
outrageous example of misplaced priorities. 
(“Yes, I was speeding but only about 8 miles 
over the limit; isn’t there something better 
cops could be doing with their time?”) Other 
people who complain about being discrimi- 
nated against or having bigoted mispercep- 
tions perpetuated in the culture and/or by 
speech are overly sensitive, politically-correct 
obsessives who are more interested in person- 
al privilege than a truly democratic and open 
society. When it is happening to you (your 
religion, nationality, ethnic group, etc.) it is 
an outrageous show of oppressive prejudice 
being perpetuated for the worst reasons. In 
context, for example, white people complain- 
ing of “reverse” race discrimination are doing 
exactly what they hate about the logic behind 
affirmative action. 


People writing to the Chronicle often accuse 
me of some of the many-more-than-seven dead- 
ly sins of secular humanism - moral relativism, 
not believing in good or evil, not believing there 
is an objective, knowable truth, and so on. 

There is, of course, a difference between 
believing there is a clear good and a clear evil 
and knowing exactly which is which. The 
former implies that one is on a lifelong voyage 
toward knowledge and toward God, hoping 
to come to an understanding of good and evil. 
This view takes religious belief, sacred texts, 
and learned teachings as marking the begin- 
ning of a quest, suggesting the acceptance 
that there is something unknowable about 
life, the universe, itself, and God’s plan. 

But those who write are almost never inter- 
ested in this difference or are even distantly 
suggesting the former. Their belief in the 
absolute isn’t about asking questions but, as 
is soon made obvious, knowing answers. The 
letter writers are not just certain that there is 
a very clear, unchanging good and an equally 
clear, unchanging evil but that they concretely 
and absolutely know them. 

This leads to a corollary of statement 1): Just 
because people claim to believe in absolutes 
doesn’t mean they actually respect them or 
even try to do so. My experience with those 
who insist that there are moral absolutes is 
that they are just better at shaping an argument 
about any circumstances so as to fit their vision. 
They don’t act or respond differently, but their 
ability to rationalize and handily categorize their 
behavior and intentions, as well as everybody 
else’s behavior and intentions, is flawless. 

I do not believe the people who tell us how 
religious they are, how much more they believe 
in God, and what a better relationship with the 

deity they have than does (fill in 

the blank). Instead, this very bragging seems 
presumptuous and blasphemous, offered by 
hypocrites so actively and firmly criticizing 
others they don’t really have the time to worry 
about or work on their own behavior, morality, 
actions, and righteousness. ■

Helmets for Car Drivers? 

Dear Editor, 

The city of Austin claims to support clean 
air and clean transportation. Purchasers of 
electric or hybrid cars get a year’s free parking 
Downtown. People who walk for transporta- 
tion get nothing, and now those who bicycle 
are threatened with a mandatory adult bicycle 
helmet law. As Bill James notes [“Postmarks,” 
July 21], the state (not the city) has an adult 
motorcycle helmet law, but most motorbikers 
are exempt from it, and police do not chase 
motorcyclists for riding bareheaded. Should the 
proposed law pass, police will chase bicyclists, 
but not motorcyclists, for riding without helmets. 
Would the City Council consider a law requiring 
riders in electric and hybrid cars, but not in regu- 
lar gas-guzzlers, to wear race-car helmets? 

Helmet law proponents, such as former Mayor 
Todd, are nearly always sport bicyclists, not 
utility bicyclists. For them, bicycling is a sport 
that comes with sports gear. In cities like 
Amsterdam, where utility cycling is mainstream, 
people ride bicycles in suits, tight skirts, high 
heels, and so on. They don’t usually wear hel- 
mets. And they have far lower death and injury 
rates than helmeted American bicyclists. 

Why do some sports cyclists feel they must 
force helmets on all utility cyclists? Amateur race- 
car drivers don’t try to put race-car helmets on 
ordinary motorists, although such helmets would 
no doubt save lives and reduce medical costs. 

In 1996, Austin’s City Council unexpectedly 
imposed an all-ages bicycle helmet law. While 
circulating a petition to put this law to a vote, 
I spoke with a young nurse. She said she liked 
helmet laws because she had seen head trauma 
in some injured bicyclists. I said, “I bet you’ve 
seen a lot more head trauma in people injured in 
cars.” She said yes, that was true. I said, “Would 


you support a law requiring people in cars to 
wear race-car helmets? It would save lives and 
reduce head injuries.” 

“For cars?" she squeaked, in a voice that 
went up two octaves. “No!” Then she actually 
ran away.

Drug Laws Not About Health 

Dear Editor, 

Regarding Jim Hightower’s thoughtful July 21 
column [“The Hightower Report”], if health out- 
comes determined drug laws instead of cultural 
norms, marijuana would be legal. Unlike alcohol, 
marijuana has never been shown to cause an 
overdose death, nor does it share the addictive 
properties of tobacco. Like any drug, marijuana 
can be harmful if abused, but jail cells are inap- 
propriate as health interventions and ineffective 
as deterrents. 


The first marijuana laws were enacted in 
response to Mexican migration during the early 
1900s, despite opposition from the American 
Medical Association. Dire warnings that mari- 
juana inspires homicidal rages have been coun- 
terproductive at best. White Americans did not 
even begin to smoke pot until a soon-to-be 
entrenched government bureaucracy began fund- 
ing reefer madness propaganda. 

By raiding voter-approved medical-marijuana 
providers in California, the very same U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration that claims illicit 
drug use funds terrorism is forcing cancer and 
AIDS patients into the hands of street dealers. 
Apparently marijuana prohibition is more impor- 
tant than protecting the country from terrorism.

Gentlemen's 

Disagreement 

Back to the future at City Hall

Fledgling Member Mike Martinez caused a 
flutter in the City Council dovecote last week 
by raising a perennial, thorny local issue: sin- 
gle-member council districts. More precisely, 
Martinez told In Fact Daily that he plans to 
propose a community task force to consider 
council government in general, and specifically 
changes in the structure of representation to 
some form of “hybrid” system. “What I envi- 
sion is both at-large and geographic districts,” 
he told IFD. “I don’t want to call it single-mem- 
ber districts. There’s more to it than that.” 

Initially, Martinez’s colleagues reacted as 
though someone had suggested cleaning out 
their garages - it may well need doing, but 
nobody is volunteering for the job. Betty 
Dunkerley said that while she doesn’t oppose a 
discussion, she no longer supports single-mem- 
ber districts. Fellow freshman Sheryl Cole said 
that while she isn’t opposed to considering the 
question, her primary concern is protecting rep- 
resentation for African-American residents, now 
so dispersed throughout the city that it’s hard to 
draw a majority African-American district. 

The strongest negative reaction came from 
Brewster McCracken, who said most council 
members oppose a change because “single- 
member districts would produce ward politics. 
... Such a system would cause the voters of 
Austin to be disenfranchised in six of seven

NAKED CITY 


Travis Co. District Judge Gisela Triana ruled on July 19 that the city violated 
the free speech and assembly rights of members of the activist 
Democracy Coalition in 2001 when Austin police barred them from gather- 
ing across the street from the Governor’s Mansion to protest against 
President George W. Bush. The ruling, at the end of a three-day trial last 
week (the second time in three years that the case has been heard in 
Travis Co. court), cites the city for discrimination against the protesters, but 
does not award any monetary damages, nor require police to rewrite any 
specific policies. The activists claimed that APD, by enforcing city policy and 
procedure, violated their free-speech rights by denying them access to the 
traditional protest area directly across from the Governor’s Mansion - even 
though pro-Bushies had been allowed to cross to show their support for the 
prez. Although a jury in 2003 cleared two APD officers from any individual 
liability in the case, District Judge Margaret Cooper pre-emptively removed 
the city from that suit, thereby blocking jurors from considering whether any 


city “custom, policy, or practice” of dealing with protesters had violated 
their rights of free speech and free assembly. The activists appealed, and 
the 3rd Court of Appeals ruled that Cooper had erred and that the protest- 
ers had a right to have a jury decide the matter. - Jordan Smith 

With council anxious to get the meter running, it looks like a lottery - draw- 
ing names out of a hat - will indeed be how the city selects its newest taxi 
franchise. In response to the acquisition of Roy’s Taxi by Yellow Cab, the 
city created 55 taxi permits for a new cab company; three companies - 
Capital City, Lone Star, and Longhorn - applied and were found to have met 
the minimum qualifications. Having met these meager requirements, under 
changes to the city charter in 2003, the franchise stands to be awarded via 
lottery. The system seemed haphazard to the urban transportation commis- 
sion, whose members rapidly assembled a subcommittee to change the 
award process to a more ranked, weighted system. But they may have run 
out of time; going into today’s meeting, it appears Councilmember Mike 
Martinez doesn’t have the votes to opt out of the system. Of course, coun- 
cil is under no directive to act, so if Martinez’s motion finds a second (and 
third, and fourth), the decision could be delayed. - Wells Dunbar 

When council returns from hiatus today, July 27, it’s one day after a historic 
occasion for disabled Americans: July 26 marks the 26th anniversary of the 
Americans With Disabilities Act. To commemorate the day, the Austin 
Mayor’s Committee for People With Disabilities has honored eight business- 
es for their commitment to accessibility. They include the AMC 14 Barton 
Creek, Amy’s Ice Creams on South Congress, Jo’s Hot Coffee, Mangia 
Pizza’s Burnet Road location, Nordstrom, Opal Divine’s Penn Field, 
Schlotzsky’s West Canyon Drive store, and Sears Grand. The news isn’t all 
good, however - yesterday, the Texas Civil Rights Project filed 16 lawsuits 
across the state against establishments they feel don’t meet ADA code, 
including three popular Austin haunts: Oilcan Harry’s, Vicci, and Six Lounge, 
partially owned by Lance Armstrong. - W.D. 

Seventeen Garza High School students “graduated” July 21 from the joint 
AISD/APD CSI: Garza forensic science program. The six-week program 
offers students class instruction on a host of forensic science topics - 
including crime-scene investigation, crime-scene photography, evidence col- 


seats.” Even Martinez acknowledged that Austin 
voters have rejected single-member or hybrid 
systems several times, most recently in 2002, 
when a charter amendment proposing a system 
of eight single-member districts and four at- 
large members (including the mayor) was 
soundly defeated. (Another charter amend- 
ment election could not be held before 2008.) 

Words to Buzz 

Martinez remains undaunted, saying he has 
continued to talk with his colleagues about his 
proposal and expects to put it on the council 
agenda “in the near future.” “The rhetoric is,” 
he said, “‘we voted on it six times; it was voted 
down six times.’ But did you do any work, did 
you actively put something down that people 
could sink their teeth into?” He called the 
2002 defeat misleading because members who 
nominally supported the proposition didn’t 
like proposed district maps and helped defeat 
the measure by indifference. “I think we can 
and will convene a task force,” he continued, 
“to start to dig into this and see if there is 
something that can improve our government 
and improve the opportunities for diversity. If 
it doesn’t improve our government and the 
opportunities for diversity, and if it harms 
African-Americans, then it’s not something I’m 
going to be supporting. But I believe we can 
improve those opportunities, and enhance

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those opportunities. We’ve proven that 
minorities can be elected citywide. So 
you’d also think if you’ve drawn some 
geographical boundaries, you’d improve 
your chances for diversity there.” He added 
that by “diversity” he means not just in 
ethnicity but diversity in neighborhoods, 
value systems, issues, and points of view. 

Martinez described worries over the 
potential for “ward politics” as exaggerated 
or misdirected. “‘Ward politics’ is a buzz 
word,” he said. “It’s the kill word that 
people use when they don’t support a dis- 
trict system. This is a hybrid system [I’m 
suggesting]. Ward politics exists where 
there are only wards. . . . There is nothing 
more parochial than committing to some- 
thing as a candidate and then retracting it 
as an elected official.” 


What 'Gentlemen'? 

It’s not surprising that Martinez should 
be the member raising the issue, since 
Hispanics have been most vocal in their 
complaints that the Seventies-era “gentle- 
men’s agreement” of two minority seats - 
one Hispanic, one African-American - on 
the seven-member council has long out- 
grown its usefulness, especially with the 
Austin Hispanic population now estimated 
at 35-40%. “This ‘gentlemen’s agreement’ 
is an archaic system, everyone agrees, but 
nobody wants to work on how to get 
beyond that. We need to get beyond the 
Seventies,” Martinez said. “I’ll settle for 
1995.” He added that he’d heard similar 
complaints throughout the city on the 
campaign trail, from all sorts of voters. 


While reiterating her caution about pro- 
tecting African-American representation, 
Cole said she’s not opposed to appointing a 
task force and that “ward politics” is not an 
inevitable result of a district system. “I don’t 
believe the [district-based] county commis- 
sioners don’t work together or are not 
respectful of each other or that they don’t 
work for the good of the whole county. It 
just doesn’t have to be that way.” 

Loose Talk 

Asked to elaborate his opposition, 
McCracken was slightly less adamant but 
reiterated, “I’m not interested in looking at 
it again.” He said that in light of Austin’s 
growth, it might be worthwhile to expand 
the council to nine members, but other- 
wise he prefers a system in which 
“the council’s dynamic is now that 
we all consider the bigger picture, 
and in part we do that because we 
answer to all the voters every- 
where.” He acknowledged that the 
expanding Hispanic population “is 
by far the most compelling reason 
that we need to do something dif- 
ferent than we’re doing at the 
moment.” But “just brainstorm- 
ing,” McCracken suggested that 
either expanding agreed Hispanic 
representation to at least two seats, 
or else installing a “place” system 
under which members would live 
in designated geographical districts 
but still run citywide would be 
preferable to single-member districts. “The 
discussion is certainly appropriate,” 
McCracken said. 

Martinez says the discussion, now 
joined, will certainly continue. “I do not 
want to sugarcoat this issue; I am not try- 
ing to fill some campaign promise with 
smoke and mirrors. I believe we need a 
different form of government. Now, what 
that looks like and what that means, I 
don’t have all those answers. That’s for the 
community to decide.” 

And he’s looking for citizens willing to 
work on the question. “This isn’t a two- 
month process. It’s going to take some 
time and a lot of work. If you care about 
your municipal government, I want to hear 
from you.” ■

BESIDE THE POINT 

Pick Your Conspiracy Week! 

Austin’s clapboard jungle of boards and com- 
missions deals with everything from solid waste 
to day labor to historic zoning - the city spawns 
innumerable stakeholders’ groups, not to mention 
their flowering subcommittee fauna. And in their 
finer hours, their results can cut revealingly 
through the council’s conflict-free exterior. This is 
especially true of their Pyrrhic victories - when 
heartfelt recommendations to council fall on deaf 
official’s ears. 

Rightly or wrongly, the Environmental Board is 
seen as possessing such a history, and last week 
the board urged council to take a 30-day breather 
in its sprint to build Water Treatment Plant 4. 

Today, July 27, council considers two relevant 
items: an amendment to the U.S. Fish and Wild- 
life Service permits letting the city move the pro- 
posed plant to the Cortana tract southwest of the 
original proposed site at Lake Travis, in northwest 
Austin (Item 8); and delivering the first $10 mil- 
lion of an expected $40 to 50 million to Carollo 
Engineers for plant assessment, engineering, and 
construction (Item 38). No one doubts Austin’s 
expanding water needs, but the plant-selection 
process has settled cloudily in board members’ 
cups. “I’ve been on the environmental board for 
six years,” says Phil Moncada. “I have seniority. 
And I was seriously considering withdrawing from 
the board because of the lack of information.” 

A lack of information has pervaded the project, 
says Moncada. Now the move from the original 
site to Cortana has happened so fast as to 
obscure any environmental concerns. Crushed 
under the wheels may be the black-capped vireo; 
at its meeting last week, the board heard from 
biologists saying the tract is one of the endan- 
gered bird’s last remaining habitats. Sympathetic 
is Council Member Mike Martinez, who com- 
plained of being abruptly saddled with the WTP 4 
vote at his first meeting. He thinks the city 
should determine the precise level of threat at 
Cortana: “If we’re going to damage [the vireo] 
habitat, can it be mitigated, and how?” 

Staff argues that WTP 4’s uphill location will 
expend less pumping energy, but Moncada specu- 
lates a bait-and-switch, even suggesting that the 
abandoned original plan - the radioactive propos- 
al of a new plant at Guerrero Park - was inten- 
tionally so ham-handed as to build alternative 
momentum for WTP 4. While it’s a stretch to pre- 
sume a private conspiracy involving everybody 
from Mayor Wynn down to the Austin Water Utility’s 
Power Point jockeys, it’s imaginable that Green

might have died due to willing negligence. (While 
we’re on the subject, does the AWU possess any- 
thing resembling a strategic vision, or will all its 
future decisions be steered by the seat of Council’s 
pants?) Whatever the actual backstory, it’s the 
duty of commissions and boards to review and 
stretch the parameters of debate - especially 
with groupthink so firmly grounded on the dais. 

Speaking of conspiracies, council is also con- 
sidering a camera darkly: Martinez, Jennifer Kim, 
and Lee Leffingwell want to ask the city manager 
to mull installation of traffic cameras for 
remote ticketing of red-light runners (Item 93). 
Martinez says cameras might improve safety, but 
when reached regarding the proposal, sounded 
more curious than determined. On privacy issues, 
he did argue the “opposition is misguided when 
they say [the proposal’s] coming from Big Brother.” 
Not so, says the ACLU’s Debbie Russell. Aside 
from their uncertain constitutionality, due to dif- 
fering civil (ticket in the mail) vs. criminal (getting 
pulled over) enforcement, she says the cameras 
have actually increased rear-end collisions else- 
where, as drivers spot the cameras and slam on 
the brakes. “People see this as a cash cow, and 
not really there to improve public safety,” she 
says. And she worries about a slippery slope to 
biometric (i.e., facial recognition) cameras. 
“People will start getting tickets, saying, That 
wasn’t me driving,”’ says Russell. (In fact, under 
the civil statute, the owner is ticketed, not the 
driver.) “They’ll say, ‘We need better cameras.” 
Hmm. Do we really want to light a bigger fire 
under Alex Jones? - Wells Dunbar 
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lection, bloodstain-pattern and fingerprint identification, and DNA analysis.

The Housing Authority of Travis County was recognized with four awards 
by the National Association of Housing and Redevelopment Officials at the 
group’s recent annual conference in Denver. Two of the awards are adminis- 
tration-related, largely recognizing the authority’s innovation in affordable 
housing planning, while the other two recognize specific housing efforts: the 
authority’s work in finding affordable housing for Hurricane Katrina evacuees, 
and a program the authority runs with the Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation, in which mentally disabled clients are placed in housing 
authority duplexes. - Cheryl Smith 


BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


The Republican Party has stepped up efforts to have its onetime hero, former 
U.S. Rep. Tom DeLay, removed from the November ballot. Last week, Texas 
Attorney General Greg Abbott entered the fray, filing a brief with the 5th Circuit 
Court of Appeals, arguing that U.S. District Judge Sam Sparks erred when he 
determined that the state Republican Party doesn’t have authority to declare 
DeLay ineligible for the ballot, after the congressman resigned his seat in 
June and officially transferred his residency to Virginia. DeLay still maintains 
a home in Sugar Land. Attorneys for the state Democratic Party argue that 
DeLay’s actions were simply a ploy to let the state GOP hand-pick a replace- 
ment nominee to run for the congressional seat against Democrat Nick 
Lampson of Houston. The Harris Co. Republican Party is also circulating a 
petition urging the federal appeals court to reverse Sparks’ ruling. In other 
DeLay developments, the ex-congressman will pay a $115,000 fine for cam- 
paign-finance violations and shutter his once-powerful fundraising arm - 
Americans for a Republican Majority - as part of an agreement struck with 
the Federal Election Commission. The FEC’s investigation into ARMPAC 
stemmed from a complaint filed by the watchdog group Citizens for Respon- 
sibility and Ethics in Washington. - Amy Smith 

Despite all the public hand-wringing, Texas colleges and universities are fail- 
ing to meet the state’s goal of substantially increasing the enrollment of 
Latino students. A report by the Texas Higher Education Coordinating Board 
shows the number of Latino students in higher education grew by just 
more than 11,000 from 2004 to 2005 - the smallest increase in five years. 
The THECB had set a target to enroll 340,000 Latino students by 2005, as 
part of its “Closing The Gaps” initiative, but Texas schools fell short by more 
than 20,000. Some local institutions are working to do their part. Austin 
Community College is aggressively targeting first-generation college students 
as part of its “College Connection” program in local high schools.

Democrat Chris Bell last week rolled out a four-part environmental platform 
that would, among other things, dismantle some Austin-bashing state laws 
that give developers the edge in challenging local water-quality and land-use 
regulations. The enviro plank would also elevate the role of local community 
leaders in decisions ranging from urban sprawl to inner-city neighborhood 
planning. If the proposals sound like they were made in Austin, a good many 
of them were, in fact, crafted with assistance from local environmental advo- 
cates, as well as Austin-based leaders of several state organizations. But the 
hot-button issue of late concerns Gov. Rick Perry’s decision to put a rush on 
the permitting process of proposed coal-fired power plants, 16 of which would 
land in the Dallas-Fort Worth area, with TXU leading the charge on 11 of 
them. Bell chided Perry’s pollution record during a series of campaign stops 
last week as he unveiled his “Healthy Texas Environmental Tour,” and called 
on the governor to end his policy of fast-tracking the state permitting of coal- 
fired plants, which pollute the air and wreak havoc on the health of children, 
older adults, and others with unstable immune systems. - A.S. 

Independent gubernatorial candidate Carole Keeton Strayhorn echoed many 
of Bell’s clean-air comments this week in a far-reaching environmental state- 
ment released Monday, vowing if elected to reverse Gov. Perry’s executive 
order fast-tracking the permitting of new coal-burning power plants, and prom- 
ising to “change the state’s permitting process in order to fight air pollution,” 
and “look to clean-burning natural gas, wind energy, other renewables and 
energy conservation” to meet the state’s electricity needs. Strayhorn also 
came out in favor of drastically cleaner coal gasification, a technology none of 
the proposed Texas plants currently employ. Democratic opponent Chris Bell’s 
campaign was quick to point out the $43,000 in contributions Strayhorn 
received from coal-burning utilities from 2000-2005. Tom “Smitty” Smith of 
Public Citizen, a point-man in the fight against the coal plants, said 
Strayhorn’s “on the right track,” commending her for being the first candidate 
to mention global-warming-inducing C0 2 , noting that while industry contribu- 
tions are always suspicious, Strayhorn’s coal-reform comments all but guaran- 
tee such political giving will stop, while demonstrating that she’ll take the 
issue seriously. Strayhorn’s campaign couldn’t be reached at press time.

Third Court of Appeals candidate Mina Brees is recovering from a heart 
attack suffered July 23 at her South Austin home. Brees, a Democrat, will 
undergo corrective surgery next week, and doctors expect her to make a full 


recovery to continue her run for office, according to the campaign. She is 
challenging incumbent Republican David Puryear. Brees, 56, reportedly suf- 
fered chest pains while doing yard work in 100-degree heat. - A.S. 

Endorsing the establishment of a U.S. cabinet-level Department of Peace 
and Non-Violence, the American Ethical Union - a nationwide organization 
dating back to 1876, whose founding principle is that the supreme aim of 
human life is to create a more humane society - announced this and other 
resolutions passed at its 2006 national assembly. The Department of Peace 
concept was conceived by U.S. Rep. Dennis Kucinich in his 2004 presiden- 
tial campaign and took the form of HR 3760, presented to Congress in 
2005. The AEU also passed a resolution opposing the Iraq war and called 
on the U.S. government to treat enemy combatants in accord with the 
Geneva Convention, renounce intentions of establishing permanent bases in 
Iraq, quickly draw down and remove forces, relinquish all Iraqi natural 
resources and public goods to the country’s duly elected government, and 
encourage multinational agencies to manage reconstruction. - D.M. 

According to information obtained last week by The Salt Lake Tribune, Leroy 
Jeffs - the elder brother of fugitive polygamist prophet Warren Jeffs, head 
of the Fundamentalist Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints - has 
been sitting in federal prison in Arizona since April in connection with his 
refusal to testify before a grand jury investigating the polygamist church. 
Leroy Jeffs served as the FLDS’s lead accountant, and as such has the skin- 
ny on details of life inside the secretive church - including info on its vast 
property holdings, its tithing scheme, and detailed records of the sect’s plu- 
ral marriages, reports the Tribune. Last year Warren Jeffs - who has been on 
the lam for nearly a year, dodging state and federal charges for arranging 
marriages between married men and teen girls - reportedly banished big bro 
Leroy to Oklahoma to “repent” and then reassigned Leroy’s wife and children 
to other men in the church, the daily reports. Leroy was served a subpoena 
at home in Oklahoma earlier this year but has refused to testify - as have 
four others; all five remain in federal custody on contempt charges. -J.S.

The film “Who Killed the Electric Car?” - which, in murder-mysterylike 
fashion, investigates why General Motors’ popular, emission-free electric car 
has disappeared - opens this Friday in Austin at the Arbor Cinema at Great 
Hills. The story goes like this: Inspired by a 1990 GM announcement of an 
electric vehicle prototype, the state of California’s Air Resources Board creat- 
ed the Zero Emissions Mandate, requiring 2% of vehicles sold statewide to 
be emissions free by 1998 and 10% by 2003, in response to the state’s 
auto exhaust-driven pollution crisis. The GM EV1 was launched in 1996 and 
was hugely popular, requiring no gas or oil changes and infrequent mainte- 
nance, while costing the equivalent of three cents per gallon to operate. 
Thanks to bogus grassroots PR attacks and lawsuits from automakers and 
oil companies throughout the 1990s, the Zero Emissions Mandate was mar- 
ginalized. GM took back its fleet of leased EVls and by 2006, most of them 
had been crushed in the Arizona desert. For more info, see www.whokilledthe 
electriccarmovie.com.

The Austin Immigrants Rights Coalition is holding a public forum 
for concerned citizens and worried immigrants on Thursday, July 27 at 7pm 
at Cristo Rey Catholic Church, 2201 E. Second. 

The mandatory bike helmet ordinance rages on at 7pm Tuesday, Aug. 1, 
in a debate at the Alamo Drafthouse South, 1120 S. Lamar. Squaring off 
against the ordinance will be Patrick Goetz, a member of the city’s Transport- 
ation Commission, co-founder of the League of Bicycling Voters, and a leader 
in the fight to roll back the original short-lived ordinance in the mid-1990s. 
Speaking in favor of the ordinance is Bruce Todd, the former Austin mayor 
(1991-97), who spearheaded passage of the original ordinance and last year 
gained firsthand insight into the issue by falling off his bike and severely 
busting up his head, which required a lengthy hospital stay. Admission is $8 
at the door or in advance at www.dionysium.com.

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Graduation 
at Escuelita: 

How much longer? 

If there is a cloud of foreboding over the 
200 block of Congress Avenue, you couldn’t 
tell it from the happy and noisy festivities 
Friday evening, behind the Copa Bar & Grill. 

A couple of days before, the formal announce- 
ment had finally come that the Finley Co., 
owner of most of this block, had indeed 
signed a long-term lease to White Lodging 
Services Corp., which plans to build a mul- 
tistory hotel complex on the site (see “My 
Migas, My City,” July 21). 

Nevertheless, a couple hundred parents and 
relatives crammed the Copa’s patio to cele- 
brate the “graduation” of all the preschoolers 
at Escuelita del Alma Learning Center, 
which on most days keeps school next door. 
One class after another of the multicultural, 
Spanish-immersion day-care center marked 
the august occasion by singing and dancing in 
honor of tortugas (turtles), abejorros (bumble- 
bees), and several other miscellaneous fauna. 
The youngest nihos jumped up and down with 
abandon, the eldest (students range from 
infants to pre-K) flourished a hip-swinging 
assurance; very few froze at the sudden 
appearance of an actual adult audience out- 
side the curtain. Only one poor, overwhelmed 
bumblebee howled at the prospect of all those 
suddenly unfamiliar faces beyond the stage. 

“This kind of diversity is Austin’s future,” 
said Jim Walker, who, with his wife Scheleen, 
was among the applauding parents braving 
the evening heat to watch their youngsters 
perform. (Four-year-old Jimmy Boone Walker 
was a most graceful tortuga in green and 
white.) The Walkers have helped organize an 
Escuelita parents group in hopes of finding 
some accommodation with the planned hotel 


development. “No one is against develop- 
ment,” Walker said. “The larger question is 
how can we work with that development, the 
result of our own success, to preserve what 
has sustained Austin? We need to engage in 
that bigger conversation.” 

Last Wednesday, the Statesman published 
a rendering showing three Marriott Corp. 
hotels proposed to fill the block where 
Escuelita, Las Manitas Avenue Cafe, and 
Tesoros Trading Co. now stand (along with a 
couple of other buildings, including Copa, not 
directly subject to the project). At least in the 
proposed version, it is not apparent what 
might happen to the existing small business- 
es, although White Lodging President and 
COO Deno Yiankes told the daily, “As hotel 
owners, we will directly benefit by successfully 
working with these longstanding and impor- 
tant institutions of downtown Austin as they 
are a significant part of Austin’s unique flair 
that keeps so many visitors and convention- 
eers coming back year after year.” The compa- 
ny’s local representative is Armbrust & Brown 


attorney Richard Suttle, who did not return 
calls requesting comment but has invited the 
existing business owners to meet with him to 
discuss how they might be accommodated in 
the new development. Dina Flores, director 
of Escuelita del Alma, said she hopes to 
meet with Suttle soon. 

White Lodgings vice-president for communi- 
cations Judy Bronowski described the proj- 
ect as “in the early stages,” and with three 
hotels (1,000 rooms in all) designed by HOK 
Architects, it will be among the largest proj- 
ects the company has undertaken. Ground- 
breaking is planned for next year, with a 
scheduled hotel opening for summer 2009. 
She reiterated that the company hopes to 
“get all the parties together and figure out 
what is best for everybody involved,” empha- 
sizing that White has “a pretty big presence” 
in Austin and intends to be a good corporate 
citizen. (The company’s Web site lists 14 
Austin hotel properties, managed for Marriott- 
related chains.) Because of the company’s 
broad experience here, Bronowski said, “We 



understand the unique place and environment 
[of Austin], and we want to do whatever we 
can to help maintain that.” 

For their part, Walker said the business 
owners and the parents group hope that a 
“win-win” can be worked out with the develop- 
ment project, promoting economic progress 
for Downtown while preserving the unique 
character of the city’s multicultural threads. 

He emphasized the special nature of Las 
Manitas and Escuelita - “there are only two or 
three day-cares in the city that offer Spanish 
immersion, and that’s increasingly a neces- 
sary skill” - not to mention the opportunity for 
children of all racial and economic groups to 
attend school together. For Walker, the situa- 
tion raises a larger question about the city’s 
priorities and future. 

“We’ve got to get more serious as a com- 
munity about that question,” Walker said. “It’s 
not even primarily a city-politics or City Council 
question. It’s a question of what kind of com- 
munity do we want to have. ... It’s for all of 
us. We can’t just throw up our hands and say, 
‘Well, it’s the market doing this,’ and let irre- 
placeable cultural institutions disappear. Now 
it’s Las Manitas; what happens next if it’s the 
Hoffbrau or Katz’s? If the city can’t do it [pre- 
serve them], then the community should.”

Stratton Says Farewell

Mocking the dreams of young girls 
with fine enunciation everywhere, Fox-7 
co-anchor Linda Stratton is voluntarily 
leaving her seat at the anchor desk 
and quitting the glamorous world of 
local TV news. While conspiracy theo- 
rists may speculate that Stratton is 
being nudged out the door, the latest 
casualty in Austin’s escalating news- 
reader catfight, she insists the decision to leave KTBC was 
completely her own. “I decided it was time for me to make a 
career change,” said Stratton, who will remain on the air until 
her contract expires at the end of August. 

Stratton and perky Mike Warren were brought in to lead 
the station’s news effort only two years ago. They replaced the 
duo of Carrie Schumacher and Austin TV news elder states- 
man Dick Ellis, representing a major new initiative from the 
station’s news department. With Stratton playing the role of 
stern news maiden to Warren’s breathless, gee-whiz guy next 
door, the results have been, as they say, mixed. The station 
usually trails ABC affiliate KVUE and NBC’s KXAN in most 
head-to-head time periods. 

Stratton was offered a new contract but turned it down. “I 
was surprised,” said news director Pam Vaught. “We wanted 


her to stay.” Stratton says the move primarily represents a 
“lifestyle” change, a chance to get away from the demanding 
and unpredictable dog-eat-dog world of TV news. In 11 years 
as an anchor/reporter, she already lists stops in Midland, San 
Angelo, Spokane, and Las Vegas on her resume. She plans to 
return to Las Vegas where she has family and friends to pur- 
sue a career in, perhaps - gasp! - public relations, the life- 
style choice of many former TV news hounds. “I’m looking for- 
ward to doing something less public and something with more 
normal hours,” Stratton said. 

Her decision to leave comes at time of turmoil and anguish 
in local TV news. In recent weeks, two of the four network 
affiliates fired their general managers, and veteran snappy 
dresser Ron Oliveira jumped from KVUE to KEYE, signaling 
an escalation in the throw-down competition among the fur- 
rowed-brow-news-reader set. With Stratton’s departure, TV 
news gossipmongers will now turn their attention to the status 
of Warren, who manages to annoy a large swath of serious 
news viewers, except those who think he’s “dreamy.” Warren’s 
contract was also up in a few weeks, but he has inked a new 
deal, Vaught said. “He’ll be staying with us,” she said. 

No More Geography? 

Time Warner Cable subscribers continue to find a black 
hole on Channel 51, the prime channel slot most recently 
filled by the National Geographic Channel. Several weeks 
ago the cable system dumped the station from its standard 
channel lineup (although it’s still available on the more expen- 
sive digital tier), infuriating fans of the network’s beloved 
nature films and archeological peep shows. Systems in San 


Diego and Syracuse have made similar moves, apparently rep- 
resenting another miniskirmish in the ongoing war between 
cable systems and programmers over broadcasting fees. 

Local Time Warner spokesman Roger Heaney says the sys- 
tem, which raised prices last year, didn’t want to increase pric- 
es to subscribers for National Geographic, suggesting that 
National Geographic was raising its fees. “Absolutely not,” 
said National Geographic spokesman Russell Howard. In a 
written statement, he said the channel, which is two-thirds 
owned by Fox Cable, “strenuously objected” to the move. “For 
the record, we have not increased our costs to Time Warner,” 
he said. 

When told of Howard’s statements, Heaney refused to com- 
ment. “We don’t talk about business negotiations,” he said. 
The local cable system’s programming deals are negotiated at 
a national level, where Fox Cable is trying to hash out fees for 
a wide variety of channels. Heaney characterized the program- 
ming negotiations as “ongoing,” which might explain why TWC 
is taking its time finding new programming for Channel 51. 

Not to Mention Hurricanes ... 

KVUE-TV political reporter Lee McGuire is leaving to take a 
reporting job with KHOU-TV, the CBS affiliate in Houston. 

KHOU and KVUE are both owned by Belo Corp., so there’s a 
good chance he’ll still be seen on the air in Austin in the 
future. In an e-mail blast to friends and colleagues, the native 
New Englander says he’s decided to stay in Texas, “despite 
the fact that I am now allergic to just about everything, am 
deathly afraid of fire ants, and look terrible in boots.”

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City v. La Bare: Think about the joggers! 


It may seem like a no-brainer - La Bare is 
a club where guys do sexy dances in their 
underwear. Wouldn’t anyone call it “adult-ori- 
ented”? City officials say they would - and as 
such, the Riverside club is just a hair too 
close (under existing ordinances) to both the 
Town Lake hike-and-bike trail and the 
Texas School for the Deaf. Kevin Cox, the 
appropriately named owner of Austin’s only 
ladies club, disagrees. Yes, the zoning code 
forbids “Adult-Oriented Businesses” from 
operating within 1,000 feet of a school or 
public park; but no, he says, La Bare is not 
an AOB. And while he faces class C misde- 
meanor charges for the zoning violations, the 
city faces an injunction plea from La Bare to 
knock it off. La Bare’s injunction goes to court 
Aug. 7; Cox’s court date hasn’t been set yet. 

According to La Bare attorney Jeff Kelly, 
the city had its chance to classify the club as 
an AOB last fall, when Cox began the Texas 
Alcoholic Beverage Commission alcohol 
permit process. “If they would’ve done that at 
that time, we wouldn’t have been damaged,” 
says Kelly, “because we would’ve automatical- 
ly been kicked to a TABC administrative hearing.” 
Instead, the club’s permit application, 
despite acquiring zoning and APD approval in 
October, has been in a “holding pattern” for 
nine months. “Our hand was forced,” says 
Kelly. “We had to file.” 

Without a liquor license, La Bare has oper- 
ated on a BYOB basis since its Dec. 30 grand 
opening. The bartenders serve the occasional 
soda or setup while the waiters, in their white 
tux blouses and black bow ties, wander 
among the tables like eager busboys. 


Meanwhile, an apologetic sign at the door 
announces a “temporary” $20 cover. “We’re 
just trying to keep the lights and the phone 
on,” says Cox. 

That was easier at the La Bare franchise in 
Dallas, where Cox worked for 25 years. It’s 
classified as a bar - just like Austin’s club 
was during the permitting process, and just 
like Oilcan Harry’s or Coyote Ugly, where 
wet underwear contests and body shots could 
be considered more salacious than what hap-

pens at La Bare, Cox argues. The comparison 
isn’t lost on the club’s clientele. “I can get 
more bump and grind at a bar than I can 
here,” says Teri Kilgore, a regular at the 
club, who prefers La Bare to other bars 
“because here guys don’t grab you.” 

The question remains whether a judge will 
determine that La Bare is an AOB. On May 
25, APD filed a formal protest with TABC 
against the club’s application, alleging that 
during a January undercover visit, officers wit- 


nessed adult-oriented behavior. According to 
city ordinance, an AOB primarily offers live 
entertainment emphasizing aroused human 
genitals, acts of masturbation or intercourse, 
or erotic touching of the human genitals, 
pubic region, buttock, or breast (of the female 
variety). A business can also be classified as 
adult-oriented if the genitals, pubic regions, 
buttocks, or female breasts found within it are 
“less than completely and opaquely covered.” 
You’d think a quick review of La Bare’s 
dancers would help clear up the debate. La 
Bare is not the male-dancing equivalent of a 
female strip club - where you’re unlikely to 
see a dancer wearing knee pads and showing 


off her popping-and-locking skills, as featured 
La Bare dancer Kal and his hard-bodied col- 
leagues did last Saturday night. Perhaps sur- 
prisingly to those hapless innocents jogging 
along Town Lake, a lot of the performance at 
La Bare is pure Justin Timberlake, and even 
the groin thrusts don’t surpass standards 
established by Elvis or Michael Jackson. 

It’s unclear, however, whether the sexual 
innuendo built into the La Bare scene - a 
dancer dressed as a cop accused a bachelor- 
ette of violating a “penile code” during a per- 
formance last Saturday, for instance - really 
counts as mimicking a sexual act. Also, the 
officers who visited the club say they saw lap 
dances, which could be construed as violating 
the city ordinance. Kelly says he has exonerat- 
ing video footage from the night in question, 
as well as corroborating affidavits from 
women who were there, many of them for a 
birthday party. Parties make up a large part of 
La Bare’s business - at least half of last 
Saturday’s crowd was there to celebrate birth- 
days and weddings, and they’d decorated their 
tables with balloons and streamers. 

“They keep apologizing that it’s BYOB,” said 
Angie Hagar, who was celebrating her 
friend’s bachelorette party. “But we like that. I 
just don’t like that you can’t touch the danc- 
ers.” Regardless, she said, “We definitely 
need a club with men dancing in Austin.”

Finley Murder Update 

A Travis Co. grand jury indicted Karen Bunton and 
William “Tony” Holmes on July 19 for capital murder in the 
death of Bunton ’s 22-year-old niece Latoya Finley. Travis 
Co. Sheriff’s investigators had charged the pair with murder, 
but the grand jury upped the ante based on a finding that 
the couple had also robbed Finley, making her death a capi- 
tal offense and making Bunton and Holmes eligible for a 
death sentence, or life in prison. (Whether the state will seek 
the death penalty is up to District Attorney Ronnie Earle.) 
According to the grand jurors, Bunton and Holmes robbed 
Finley (police said Bunton tried to pawn several items), then 
stabbed and beat her before smothering her to death. 


Finley’s mother Vickie reported her daughter miss- 
ing on March 5; Finley left Austin on a weeklong trip 
to Los Angeles, where she hoped to make music 
industry contacts, but never returned. Investigators 
quickly turned to Bunton to help locate Finley - Bunton 
was supposed to help Finley get packed and started 
off on her trip, Vickie reported. But several weeks into 
their investigation, as police continued to question 
Bunton, she cut off all contact with deputies and dis- 
appeared. In April, Abilene police caught up with the 
pair driving Latoya’s car and, after a short chase, 
pulled them over; in the trunk, investigators found 
human remains later identified as Latoya. (For more on 
the story, see “Finley Murder Mystery Unravels,” April 28.)

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Austin Reaches Biodiesel Big Leagues 


Thanks to a new partnership between local 
biodiesel distributor Austin Biofuels and 
local fuel retailer Triple S Petroleum, Austin 
now has more B20 biodiesel pumps than 
any other U.S. city. Austin Biofuels struck a 
deal last July with Triple S Petroleum to make 
the blend of 20% biodiesel and 80% petro- 
leum diesel - usable in any diesel vehicle with 
modification - that has been available at all 
of Triple S’ 19 Signature Austin conve- 
nience store gas stations since May. 

Among the notables on hand for an official 
announcement about the agreement, made at 
the Signature Austin station on 1-35 and 
Slaughter last Friday, were Texas Agriculture 
Commissioner Susan Combs and State Rep. 
Mark Strama, along with ABF founder Jeff 
Plowman. In the background were a Merced- 
es-Benz sedan and a huge box truck fueled up 
with B20, the price of which is generally close 
to regular diesel’s. Before the event, Plowman 
said ABF still intends to build a biodiesel 
production plant in Austin, which would help 
Austin retain some of the 99% of fuel dollars 
currently leaving the community. He also said, 
however, that he has shifted ABF’s focus 
toward biodiesel distribution and market- 
ing, as plants are in the works all over the 


Texan” stamp, since ABF’s biodiesel is made 
in Texas. Combs also said Texas biofuel pro- 
ducers (including biodiesel and ethanol) are 
eligible for a state incentive that will net them 
16.8 cents per gallon, up to 18 million gal- 
lons over 10 years. 

Rep. Strama emphasized his desire to see 
Texas “remain on top of the global energy 
industry,” noting that California has plans to 
tax oil and gas companies doing business 
there, many of which are Texas-based, in 
order to subsidize its developing renewable 
fuel industry. He favors similar moves here 
and said that “if we’re smart, we won’t fight; 
we’ll lead the movement to new fuel technolo- 
gy.” Asked why transportation fuels weren’t 
included in the Legislature’s special session 
boosts to the state’s renewable energy goals 
last year, Strama said “there was no market 
to justify the mandate.” 

But that seems to be changing. ABF is now 
selling 1 million gallons of biodiesel a year, 
up from 30,000 gallons last year and 3,000 
the year before. (In addition to its Signature 
Austin B20 pumps, Austin Biofuels operates 
two local 99% or 100% biodiesel pumps.) The 
company serves a variety of fleet customers 
too, including Real Ale Brewing, Texas School

state, yet there’s still a relatively small num- 
ber of gas stations with biodiesel pumps. 

“The industry is changing, and we knew we 
had to get out in front with alternative fuels,” 
said Triple S President Ford Smith of the 
partnership with Austin Biofuels. Smith also 
said his retail and fleet biodiesel sales have 
both been very successful and that commer- 
cial customers tell him “their trucks run better 
and get better mileage.” Biodiesel has higher 
ignition quality and thus better lubricity than 
petroleum diesel, while decreasing nearly all 
regulated polluting emissions, depending on 
its blend ratio. 

To further aid ABF marketing efforts, Combs 
announced at Friday’s event that the compa- 
ny’s pumps would be tagged with the “Go 


for the Deaf, Aqua Water Systems, El Sol 
Landscaping, and Texas A&M. And they 
recently made a deal to help supply Austin 
Airport Fast Park’s entire fleet with B100. 

The National Biodiesel Board’s Jenna Hig- 
gins said Texas is the nation’s No. 1 producer 
of biodiesel, making 96 million gallons a year 
(tripling last year’s production). Biodiesel may 
have sailed into the perfect storm of high fuel 
costs due to compounding Middle East blood- 
shed and Americans’ collective realizations of 
the havoc petroleum emissions are wreaking on 
our planet. “Americans see domestic energy 
security as the number one reason to use bio- 
fuels, even more than the environment,” Higgins 
said.

Officers cleared 

Joe Vinson Thornton died with a dream, 
and two bullets in his heart. The 29-year-old’s 
childhood wish to go out in a “blaze of glory” 

(as he told a friend) was fulfilled on June 16, 
when he drew a gun on two Williamson Co. 
Sheriff’s deputies after a chase in a corn- 
field east of Georgetown. The deputies fired 
12 shots, hitting Thornton five times. 

Police found $2.06 in his pocket and meth- 
amphetamine in his system. He was a wanted 
man, with a protective order filed against him 
by his own mother. “Something else had 
taken control of his life,” Thornton’s father 
told police. “It’s always a loss,” said Sheriff 
James Wilson, adding he regretted the 
deceased had not had contact with mental- 
health services. q 

On June 20, a Williamson Co. grand jury no- 3 
billed Lt. James David and Deputy Barry “ 

Simmons in the shooting death. The sheriff’s g 
office called a press conference that day, to | 
announce the ruling and to release copious 
details, including, for the first time, the offi- 
cers’ names. The department had been criti- 
cized, especially by the Austin American- 
Statesman, for waiting so long; the state attor- 
ney general’s office is considering a complaint 
that WCSO filed an incident report late. 

The press conference was a multimedia 
production, including a PowerPoint presenta- 
tion on use of force, two-camera police foot- 


age of the shooting, and a 2-inch-thick batch 
of documents. Wilson and District Attorney 
John Bradley stood next to the dirt bike on 
which Thornton took his last ride. They 
thanked reporters for their “patience.” “This 
is one of the most well-documented shootings 
I have ever seen,” Bradley said. According to 
Bradley, the department had withheld informa- 
tion to prevent public censure and protect the 


integrity of the investigation. But most depart- 
ments, including the APD, routinely release 
the names of officers involved in a shooting. 

“I don’t get into what other departments 
do. I work for Williamson County. Our stan- 
dards are different,” said Detective John 
Foster, WCSO public information officer. 

The documentation exonerated the officers. 
“It looked like ‘suicide-by-cop, said Detective 


District Attorney John Bradley 
stood next to the dirt bike 
on which Thornton took 
his last ride.

"This is one of the most 
well-documented shootings I 
have ever seen," Bradley said. 

Mike Sheffield, president of the Austin 
Police Association. Sheffield says he sympa- 
thizes with WCSO, as the media has “vilified” 
APD officers involved in shootings. It’s argu- 
able, however, that withholding the names did 
a disservice to officers by suggesting they 
might be hiding something. If the case is so 
clear-cut, why the secrecy? 

Included in the press packet were numer- 
ous commendations, including poignant hand- 
written letters thanking Simmons for his kind- 
ness. Only Simmons will have to bear any 
unresolved negative publicity - documents 
said he’d been put on probation in 2002. 
However, Derek Howard, Simmons attorney, 
questioned the release of that information. 
“The sheriff immediately overturned that 
action. WCSO knows this,” Howard said. So 
should the media - a memo to that effect was 
also in the packet. - Patricia J. Ruland

New Orleans natives 
Christine Braud, her 6- 

year-old daughter Angel, 
and her mother Carolyn 
make up one of about 
600 local hurricane-evacu- 
ee households slated 
Tuesday to lose the rental 
assistance they’ve been 
getting for several months 
now from the Federal 
Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency. Come Aug. 

1, 593 families will stop 
receiving federal emergen- 
cy housing funds via the 
city of Austin’s Neighborhood Housing and 
Community Development Office. They’re 
among thousands of evacuees nationwide 
FEMA has deemed ineligible for further 
rent help. 

“I don’t know what I’m gonna do,” said 
Braud, who claims she applied in late June for 
FEMA’s Individual Assistance Program, 

which evacuees all over the country have 
been transitioning to in order to continue 
receiving rental assistance. As of press time 
Wednesday, she had not heard from FEMA 
whether she was eligible or ineligible for indi- 
vidual assistance. 

“We need to get a sense of exactly what 
happens next,” NHCD Director Paul Hilgers 
said. “Every family has their own unique story 
and their own unique needs.” Although the 
Austin-Travis Co. Health and Human Ser- 
vices Department will stop assessing evacu- 
ees’ cases with the end of the emergency 
assistance program, Hilgers noted that social 
service providers from various local organiza- 
tions have been coordinating and collaborat- 
ing to fill any case-assessment void. 

Sam Woollard, associate director of the 
Community Action Network, a public-private 
collaboration of local organizations focused 
on community issues, said in an e-mail that 
area nonprofits “are conducting workshops at 


apartments to ensure that evacuees are com- 
pleting their paperwork correctly - the low lit- 
eracy level of some evacuees has resulted in 
them not completing all the paperwork even 
though they are eligible for on-going assis- 
tance.” Woollard also noted that local non- 
profits are seeing “an increase in the num- 
bers of evacuees who are seeking assis- 
tance, many for the first time. ... There is an 
increasing number of evacuees reporting that 
they are receiving eviction notices.” 

Meanwhile, FEMA has been on a PR tear 
this week, announcing, among other things, 
that they’re working with the Texas 
Apartment Association and landlords “to 
reach Hurricane Rita and Hurricane Katrina 
evacuees who have not recertified for contin- 
ued rental assistance.” 

Braud said she has enough cash to cover 
her three-bedroom Southeast Austin apart- 
ment’s $805 rent for August, but she’s uncer- 
tain beyond that. She said her landlord plans 
on holding a meeting with her complex’s 
remaining evacuee tenants, but that she isn’t 
aware of a date having been set. “You just 
don’t know on a daily basis whether you’re 
going to get that eviction notice,” Braud said.

More Cantu Controversy 

Questions of unfair bias have hit the Bexar Co. District Attorney’s Office in the wake of 
the publication of comments by DA investigators conducting an inquiry into the possible wrong- 
ful conviction and execution of Ruben Cantu, telling a former San Antonio police sergeant how 
they felt about witnesses who claim Cantu was innocent. Both the Houston Chronicle and the 
San Antonio Express-News reported the contents of phone conversations between investigators 
for Bexar Co. DA Susan Reed and Bill Ewell, a former SA policeman who investigated the 
1984 robbery murder for which Cantu was convicted and put to death. The investigators, Mike 
Beers and James Moore, were recorded while talking to Ewell at work at the North East 
Independent School District where he is police chief; calls there are routinely recorded, the 
papers reported. 

The tapes recorded the investigators calling the witnesses who claim Cantu is innocent “bas- 
tards” and “liars,” and telling Ewell - also a witness, whose conduct in the original case is part 
of the investigation - that the Cantu inquiry is “going to go forward with the fact that [the con- 
viction and execution were] justified and everything was correct, and that’s the way it is,” 
reports the Houston Chronicle. The latest revelations have added more fuel to the argument 
that Reed’s office should not be allowed to conduct such a critical investigation in which not 
only her office but also Reed herself, as a former district judge who played a role in reviewing 
Cantu’s conviction, played a significant role. So far, the DA’s office appears to be dismissing 
the latest controversy, however: “We’re going to do our investigation and let the chips fall 
where they may,” said Reed’s First Assistant DA Cliff Herberg. - Jordan Smith 
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There Goes the Sun 

The city’s solar ambitions have long been predicated on an 
Austin Energy-commissioned “Value of Solar Study,’’ 

designed to determine what decentralized, solar energy is 
worth to Austin. But ever since the study was released publicly 
in May, it has been criticized by members of Austin’s environ- 
mental community, who believe the 119-page document under- 
values solar energy. 

“The study’s number one flaw is that it doesn’t appropriately 
value conserving fuel like natural gas,” said Andrew Donoho, 
a member of the city’s Resource Management Commission, 

which advises the city on renewable energy issues as well as 
energy and water conservation. Since natural gas cost was 
such a major factor in the study’s calculations, critics erupted, 
calling the research’s figures specious when the utility refused 
to make its cost-projection models public. Donoho said that 
while solar’s long-term costs are apparent, the uncertainty of 
gas’ cost and largely imported supply should have added more 
value to solar. The study’s numbers, he said, might as well be 
based on “voodoo and chicken entrails.” Michael Kuhn, presi- 
dent of Imagine Solar Int’l., and one of five consultants who 
worked on the study, said, “Given the inability of the industry 
to forecast natural gas prices in the past and the required 
major industry transformation to liquefied natural gas termi- 
nals,” which are causing controversy in coastal communities 
nationwide, natural gas’ value “could be much higher than 
what was used in the study.” 

Critics also complain that solar gets no credit for its air qual- 
ity, climate change, and energy security benefits. And they fear 
that because sun-made power is undervalued in the study, 
Austin Energy will be unwilling to install significant amounts of 
solar-generating capacity anytime soon and will miss the 
opportunity to lay the groundwork for a local solar industry. 

AE was dragging its solar heels long before the study was 
released, say local renewable energy advocates, who balked 
last year at the utility’s slow progress toward its own goal of 
15 megawatts of solar energy by 2007 (100 by 2020) - 
given that not even one whole MW was online last year. (Now 
we have 1.15MW online.) The response from AE’s Deputy 
General Manager Roger Duncan was that everything depend- 
ed on the study’s results. 

Duncan, a respected, veteran environmentalist, has publicly 
stated his preference to hold off on major solar investment 
until new, “second-generation” solar technology hits the mar- 
ket. He says so-called “thin-film” photovoltaics, which are 
expected to be integrated into roof tiles, windows, and siding, 
will be “substantially cheaper than what we’re putting on roofs 
now.” John Langdon, marketing VP for local startup HelioVolt 
Corporation, said current PV production is like carving tablets 
in stone while his firm’s rapid thin film manufacturing method 
is more like a printing press, reducing costs with faster, more 
efficient production. He expects the technology to be commer- 
cially available by 2008. Today, Duncan puts the cost of con- 
ventional solar at $6 per watt - a cost of $84 million to meet 
AE’s 2007 goal immediately, a figure he can’t justify. As for 


While few disagree that the thin-film photovoltaics, or second- 
generation solar panels, pictured on this Shell Solar/U.S.

energy capital" of the nation. - D.M. 

gas prices, Duncan said that beyond trusted New York Mer- 
cantile Exchange five-year gas futures, prices are anyone’s 
guess, though he did add that “our natural gas supply is one of 
my principal concerns for the future of the utility.” But he also 
said the utility plans to move forward, rather than argue over 
the study’s contents, by putting out a request for proposals to 
meet the utility’s solar goal. “I’m optimistic we’ll receive bids 
within the [price] range of the study,” Duncan said. 

Jane Pulaski, spokeswoman for Solar Austin, a nonprofit 
whose members include the heads of virtually all of Austin’s 
enviro groups, is markedly less optimistic. She said AE “was 
narrow in its hunt for answers” and was “looking for every rea- 
son not to come up with a favorable value for solar. ... Until we 
change our attitudes about how we consume energy, [solar] 
will always be too expensive.” Donoho, a Solar Austin member, 


said solar’s high capital investment is too 
often stressed, while fossil fuel genera- 
tion’s high, long-term operating expenses 
are overlooked, and that climate change- 
related carbon taxes are an inevitable 
future cost. He noted that under ques- 
tioning, the study’s main author agreed 
that by changing environmental, safety, 
and gas cost assumptions, solar’s value 
could double from the study’s 11 cents 
per kilowatt hour to 21 cents. 

And while the study highlighted solar’s 
unrealized capabilities in disaster recov- 
ery situations (even stating that such 
applications could increase its value by 
up to 50%), and in cooperation with the 
AE-initiated plug-in hybrid vehicle cam- 
paign - using the experimental vehicles’ 
beefed-up batteries to store solar energy 
- those factors didn’t actually impact 
solar’s value. A second, smaller study, 
conducted to analyze the “Economic 
Development Benefits of Solar 
Manufacturing & Installation” in 
Austin was also commissioned by AE and 
released in May. It detailed how installing 
solar locally would create jobs and encourage local manufac- 
turing. Under questioning at the Resource Management 
Commission, this study’s author told commissioners that eco- 
nomic factors could boost solar’s value up to 41 cents per 
kWh, double its current market price. 

In May, the RMC passed a resolution asking that future city 
energy acquisitions (including power from coal, natural gas, 
and nukes) be subjected to the “Value of Solar Study’s” rigors. 
Said Donoho, “let’s get all the economic justifications on the 
table to help the citizens of Austin make good economic deci- 
sions.” And they passed another resolution last Tuesday advis- 
ing City Council to monetarily weigh the environmental and 
energy security values the study left out, while considering all 
types of solar - including concentrating solar plants (which 
use reflective troughs in the desert to heat gas or liquids that 
propel turbines) - when AE brings its requests for solar pur- 
chase proposals to the dais. And Donoho joined a handful of 
others in recommending that the city immediately establish a 
plan to reach the 100 MWs needed for AE’s 2020 goal, includ- 
ing yearly solar budget items of about $17 million. 

Excluding more nuclear energy and considering the state’s 
less-than-urgent development of its wind-power infrastructure 
(not to mention an increasing difficulty in reconciling coal’s 
toxic and heat-trapping emissions with its cheapness), natural 
gas-generated energy is the cleanest energy option AE has on 
tap, next to solar. But while the sun will remain, radiating 
unlimited power, reasonably priced supplies of the natural gas 
we depend on to meet our electricity and heating needs may not 
keep shining, given rising demand and the geopolitical mayhem 
of late. As Imagine Solar’s Kuhn put it, “Does the city of Austin 
have the foresight to prepare for the future?” - Daniel Mottola 
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Psst! Wanna buy some (slightly ruined) eight-liners? 


In early June, the Austin Police Depart- 
ment made headlines when it announced the 
largest seizure of illegal gambling machines 

in city history. Just after 10am on June 8, 
Austin police, with help from Travis Co. 
Sheriff’s Office deputies, hit a string of 23 
“gaming rooms,” seizing nearly 1,000 eight- 
liners - slot machine-like equipment with 
screens that display a tic-tac-toe configura- 
tion, offering gamers up to eight ways to win 
on a single play. The raid - dubbed Operation 
Flatliner - was prompted by citizen complaints 
and by the number of robberies police say are 
associated with the rooms. In 2005, police 
reported 26 robberies at game rooms, 
although detectives suspect more went unre- 
ported; as of June of this year, police record- 
ed 10 game-room-related robberies. 

The individuals facing jail on illegal gam- 
bling charges are yet to be prosecuted, says 
Travis Co. Attorney David Escamilla, because 
his office is still investigating. But meanwhile, 
some of the evidence of the alleged crimes - 
that is, most of the gaming machines - may 
have been inadvertently destroyed. For more 
than a month the nearly 1,000 eight-liners 
sat outside, on the ground, exposed to the 
weather - save for a network of green tarps 
draped over them- on the driving course at 
APD’s training academy in Southeast Austin. 
So the electronic machines, whose sides are 
made of particleboard, have been exposed to 
the elements - both rain and heat. Whether 
they still work is anybody’s guess. (Police say 
the machines were finally moved to indoor 
storage late last week.) 

Why were the machines left outside for 
more than a month? The answer depends on 
whom you ask. Assistant City Manager Rudy 
Garza says he was told that Escamilla’s 
office had “accepted responsibility” for stor- 
ing the eight-liners, but failed to secure space 
to do so - a circumstance Garza says the 
APD was not informed of until shortly before 
the raid. The County Attorney’s Office alleged- 
ly told APD, “Oops, [we] didn’t secure a loca- 


tion,” Garza says, but that APD “had to contin- 
ue” with the planned raid. Once the machines 
were seized police “had nowhere else to put 
them but at the academy,” where they 
remained for weeks. “It’s my understanding 
that [the machines have] gotten wet,” Garza 
says, “but we rented a huge tarp and we 
don’t know if they’re damaged or not.” If the 
machines are damaged or destroyed - which 
appears likely - it isn’t the city’s fault, Garza 
said, because “the other agency was not able 
to fulfill what they said they’d do.” 

Escamilla’s version is rather different. In the 
weeks before the raid, Escamilla says APD 
asked (likely by Cmdr. Duane McNeill, who 
was actually in charge of Operation Flatliner, 
according to APD spokesman Kevin Buchman) 
whether the county would be able to store the 
seized machines. Escamilla says he told the 
police he didn’t think that would be possible 
but that he tunneled the question to the coun- 
ty officials for a final answer. And “they said, 
‘No,’” Escamilla recalls. Escamilla says police 
told him they’d “handle” it on their own. 

Under state law the agency that does the 
seizing is normally responsible for safekeep- 
ing any evidence, and under APD policy, it is 
the “duty and obligation” of police to “proper- 
ly seize, control, care for, store, process and 
dispose of property and evidence that may 
come into their possession.” The policy man- 
dates that evidence be collected in a manner 
“conducive to maintaining its integrity.” 
Buchman insists that the department is “pret- 
ty confident” that they’ve handled the 
machines properly, and any weather damage 
“isn’t important” because the machines were 
“pretty much damaged during the [raid]” 
because officers had to break into many of 
them in order to “secure the money” inside - 
“that’s what’s important, the money inside the 
machine,” he said. 

Yet the machines aren’t city property unless 
the accused are ultimately convicted - isn’t 
property destruction before the fact a prob- 
lem? Buchman told the Chronicle that McNeill

would have to answer additional questions; 
McNeill said that after Escamilla’s office failed to 
secure space for the machines, as promised, 
the county attorney approved McNeill’s backup 
plan to wrap and store the eight-liners out- 
side. In short, he said, the whole dustup is 
really a nonissue. 

Possessing the machines isn’t illegal, but 
using them for cash-prize gambling is. (Their 
only legal use, the Texas Supreme Court has 
ruled, is to award noncash prizes worth no 
more than $5 or 10 times the cost of a single 
play, whichever is less.) The raided establish- 
ments were allegedly dealing in cash, and lots 
of it; police say some of the rooms were pull- 
ing more than $5,000 per day. But that is still 
an allegation that needs to be proven, and 
until that happens, the machines aren’t the 
city’s to destroy. And even should the owners 


be convicted, in theory the authorities could 
resell the machines to legitimate vendors - if 
they remained functional. 

Escamilla says that while it would’ve been 
better not to leave the machines outside, the 
current state of the equipment won’t have 
any effect on his cases. Fie says there are 
just 32 machines directly related to his cases 

- machines specifically identified by under- 
cover police who gambled at the various 
establishments in the weeks prior to the raid 

- and they’ve been kept under lock and key 
with the county. Therefore, the hundreds of 
machines at the academy aren’t technically 
considered evidence in his office’s cases, he 
says. “This was a successful raid, [with just] 
one black mark,” Escamilla said. “The one 
problem with eight-liner [cases] is that the 
logistics are staggering.” - Jordan Smith

Homegirl Carole Keeton Strayhorn is still running ... 
and running ... and running, after all these years

At a press conference last month outside her 
campaign headquarters, Carole Keeton Stray- 
horn was zipping through a string of run-on 
sentences at breakneck speed when a low 
rumble of thunder suddenly boomed in the 
distance. Any other politician might have 
responded to the midsentence noisemaker 
with a little humor, but Strayhorn never even 
broke pace. She merely dialed up the volume. 
“Let the race begin!” she hollered. 

On this warm June afternoon, the two-term 
comptroller was trumpeting her confirmation 
on the November ballot as an independent 
candidate for governor. After waiting more than 


two months for the secretary of state to validate 
her voter-signed petitions, Strayhorn wasn’t about 
to let thunder steal a celestial moment in her 
political career. “If I look like I’m floating, I am,” 
she gushed, sounding more like a giddy school- 
girl than the “tough grandma” moniker that’s 
helped carry her through two previous state- 
wide elections. “I couldn’t be more excited.” 

To witness those few hyperkinetic moments 
in the life of Strayhorn that day - defying an 
approaching storm one minute, defying gravity 
the next (speed talking all the while) - was to 
understand at once why people either love or 
hate the diminutive but imposing spitfire who 
lets nothing stand in the way of her leapfrog- 
ging political ambitions. Now, after a long, 
colorful journey from Austin school board 
president, to Austin mayor, to railroad commis- 
sioner, to comptroller, and from liberal 
Democrat (by Texas standards) to conservative 
Republican, to independent, to who knows 
what next - at 66 years old, Strayhorn is just 
getting warmed up. 

She has now set her sights on the governor’s 
office and, as with every other political chal- 
lenge she’s taken on, Strayhorn relishes the 
fight as much as the prospect of winning a race 
with very long odds. Her prime target in this 
five-way contest is Republican Gov. Rick Perry, 
who, despite voter-approval ratings that range 
from low to mediocre, is at this writing well 
ahead of Strayhorn and three other rivals - 
Democrat Chris Bell, independent Kinky Fried- 


man, and Libertarian James Werner. No matter 
who’s side you’re on, the entertainment value 
alone - thanks to Friedman’s snap and Stray- 
horn’s bluster - could be just the ticket to get 
voters, even traditionally nonvoting voters, to 
the polls on Election Day. 

Strayhorn’s biggest handicap right now is 
uncertain name ID - an odd conundrum for a 
veteran politico who in 2002 captured more 
votes than any other statewide elected official, 
including Perry. She has run successful cam- 
paigns in Austin as “Carole Keeton McClellan,” 
and statewide as “Carole Keeton Rylander,” but 
never as Strayhorn. (She married her third hus- 
band, former high school sweet- 
heart Ed Strayhorn, shortly 
after her 2002 re-election to 
comptroller.) She had hoped to 
build on her successful “One 
Tough Grandma” campaign slo- 
gan by adding “Grandma” to 
her name on the ballot, but 
Secretary of State Roger Wil- 
liams, a Perry appointee, ruled 
that “Grandma” is a slogan, not 
a nickname. A few days later, 
Strayhorn accused Perry of sticking his nose in 
the ballot decision and sued to have the ruling 
reversed. Spokesman Mark Sanders, referring 
to the campaign’s internal polling, said they 
[the Perry campaign] “were screaming bloody 
murder because they know our numbers go up 
10 points when we use ‘Grandma.’” 

Strayhorn, who recently welcomed a sixth 
grandchild to her extended family, frequently 
offers anecdotal evidence to back up her argu- 
ment that “I am not a slogan. I am Grandma!,” 
a declaration that in itself has begun to sound 
like a slogan. “I can go in grocery stores all over 
this state and people know me as ‘Grandma,’” 
she says. She recounts a Saturday morning a 
few weeks ago when she stopped by a 
McDonald’s to fetch some breakfast for her 
campaign staff and a “wonderful Hispanic 
woman” greeted her at the drive-through win- 
dow. “She said, ‘I know you! I don’t know your 
name, but you’re Grandma.’ And I said, ‘You 
are absolutely correct.’” 

She Vouches for Carole 

The Grandma factor - or its official absence 
- may help explain Strayhorn’s thus far under- 
whelming performance in statewide polls. 
SurveyUSA’s June numbers (and all such early 
numbers need to be taken with a considerable 
grain of salt) show Perry at 35% (down six 
points from May), Friedman up five points to 
21%, Bell up two points to 20%, and Strayhorn 


down one point to 19%. In other words, Perry 
could easily win the race with less - much less 
- than 50% of the vote, which could be embar- 
rassing for him. And think how the rest of us 
would feel. 

“At the end of the day, I think it’s going to 
be Perry, Bell, Carole, and Kinky” (i.e., in that 
order), said Austin lobbyist Bill Miller, a Perry 
supporter who enjoys a good deal of sway at 
the Capitol under the current administration. 
“Carole hasn’t shown yet that she can beat 
Perry, and not until she can clearly and 
unmistakably show she can beat Perry will 
she be able to pick up Democratic votes. 
Otherwise,” he said, “the Democratic voters 
will default to the home boy [Bell], and he’ll 
do well accordingly. ” 

That’s why the Democrats - or at least those 
publicly true to the home team - are working 
overtime to drive up Bell’s numbers and to hold 
Strayhorn at 20%. “She has name ID that we 
envy, and she’s stuck in the high teens,” said 
Bell spokesman Jason Stanford. “And now she’s 
trying to prove that she hasn’t overpoliticized 
the word ‘Grandma,’ which just makes her look 
silly. Every time I think this race has gotten as 
weird as it’s going to get, the sun rises again 
and we reach new levels of absurdity.” Stanford 


elaborated, “Rick Perry just signed the biggest 
tax increase in state history. Kinky Friedman is 
trying to put out serious policy, and Carole 
Strayhorn is asking the state to certify that she’s 
a grandmother. We don’t have to convince any- 
one that Chris Bell is the sanest choice in this 
election. That’s not our challenge.” 

Indeed, that’s the least of Bell’s challenges. A 
former U.S. congressman from Houston, he 
doesn’t have the instant (and free) celebrity 
media advantage of Friedman, or the institu- 
tional (and free) media access afforded office- 
holders Perry and Strayhorn. For now, he’s 
trying to keep Strayhorn, a former Democrat, 
from cutting into his fundraising turf. She has 
built the second largest war chest behind Perry 
by tapping into the tills of big-wheel Democratic 
establishment figures like former Lt. Gov. Ben 
Barnes, Waco philanthropist Bernard Rapoport, 
and Laredo millionaire Tony Sanchez, the 
unsuccessful Democratic candidate for gover- 
nor in 2002. She’s also hauling in campaign 
cash from major trial lawyers who have tradi- 
tionally backed Democrats. 

Strayhom’s advantage as a former school 
teacher, along with a widely held belief that 
she’s the strongest candidate in the Anybody- 
but-Perry field of contestants, has allowed her

- Strayhorn spokesman Mark Sanders 
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to splinter the labor vote with political endorse- 
ments from the Texas State Employees Union, 
the Texas State Teachers Association, and, most 
recently, the Texas Federation of Teachers. The 
larger collective labor prize - the Texas AFL- 
CIO’s endorsement - went to Bell. 

In part to maintain that crossover money 
and potential vote, Strayhom has consistently 
tried to paint the contest as a two-person race 
between Grandma and Perry. As the last guber- 
natorial candidate to address the Texas Class- 
room Teachers Association last month in 
Austin, Strayhom made an effort to distinguish 
herself from the rest of the pack by providing 
what were then the most current financial bal- 
ance sheets for each of the campaigns. Perry, 
she said, had more than $9 million in the 
bank, while she had over $8 million in ready 
cash, followed by Friedman with $271,000, 
and Bell with $98,000. “It costs a million dol- 
lars a week for TV in Texas,” she told the 
crowd, “and $98,000 won’t get you governor.” 
(Friedman and Bell have since posted balances 
of $491,000 and $654,000, respectively.) That 
was Strayhorn’s way of proving what she had 
just told them: “This is a two-person race. You 
can have four more years of Rick Perry, or you 
can have Carole Keeton ‘Grandma’ Strayhom, 
a teacher, in the governor’s office.” 

On one high-profile issue 
after another, Strayhorn's 
critics point to a history of 
the candidate coming down 
hard on one side at first, 
and then later, with a shift 
in political winds or her 
own ambitions, chiming in 
just as hard from the other. 

Strayhom and Bell - who earlier that morn- 
ing called education his “top priority” and 
denounced “high-stakes testing” - both scored 
audible points with the TCTA audience. As 
campaign styles go, Strayhom is without ques- 
tion the grandmother of folksy charm. She can 
move a crowd, work a room, draw you in, hug 
your neck, and crack up an entire assembly 
hall with the same cornball jokes she’s been 
telling for years. Before she took the podium, 
Strayhom yukked it up with a couple of women 
in the hallway, sharing with them the oft-told 
tale of why she talks so fast. See, whenever she 
helped out in the kitchen at home, her mother 
would let her lick the beaters on the electric 
mixer - but she wouldn’t turn it off. The 
women loved that story. 

Addressing the teachers group, Strayhom 
opened with some down-home humor before 
jumping feet first into the issue of public edu- 
cation, starting with her own history in the 
classroom. “I’ve had a lot of firsts in my life,” 
she said, ticking off a laundry list of mile- 
stones: “First woman president of the Austin 
school board, first woman president of Austin

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Community College board of trustees [then 
governed by the AISD board], first woman 
elected to the Railroad Commission, first 
woman comptroller. ... But what I’m most 
proud of - first I was a public school teacher, 
and I never forget my roots!” 

The teachers ate it up. She then turned on 
Perry, accusing the governor of “turning his 
back” on public schools while positioning a 
private voucher program to become the viable 
alternative. “My bottom line - vouchers are off 
the table,” she vowed. “As governor I will veto 
any plan or any legislation that puts a single 
dollar into any voucher program, period!” By 
the time Strayhom wrapped up her 34-minute 
speed-spiel at the mic - hammering Perry at 
every turn - Grandma’s gift for gab had earned 
her three standing ovations and more than 20 
applause lines. For Strayhom, it was all in a 
day’s work. 

Seeking Higher Ground 

Before she was Carole Keeton McClellan or 
Carole Keeton Rylander or Carole Keeton Stray- 
horn or Carole Keeton “Grandma” Strayhom 
. . . she was just Carole Keeton, a homegrown 
Austin girl, one of about 30 kids in Miss James’ 
art class at O’Henry Middle School. Carole 
wasn’t just any kid. She was the daughter of 
Page Keeton, the revered dean of the UT Law 
School. Her teacher, Geraldine James (now 
Jerry England), was practically a kid herself, 
having just landed her first teaching job. “Of 
course I knew who she was because she was 
Dean Keeton’s daughter,” England recalls. “The 
entire school was just filled with faculty chil- 
dren.” England eventually married and moved 
out of state, returning to Austin 50 years later 
in 2004, and - surprise! - discovered Carole 
Keeton in her living room one night. “I saw her 
on TV and I thought, my gosh, that’s little 
Carole Keeton from O’Henry!” And England 
reports that, save for the spectacles she now 
wears, little Carole Keeton looks just the same. 
If Strayhom demonstrated any artistic genius 
in those early years, her work didn’t make a 
lasting impression on England. “She was just a 
nice, sweet little girl,” she recalls. “I can still 
remember where she sat, and she was always 
there, and smiling.” 

One of two children bom to Madge and Page 
Keeton, Strayhom and her brother Richard, now 
a high-profile Houston attorney (and, of late, 
part of Tom DeLay’s defense team), grew up in a 
household keen on intellectual debate, educa- 
tion, and public service. As Strayhom is fond of 
saying, “My father taught the law, my mother

was the law.” Carole Keeton’s three dominant 
traits - she’s competitive (in 1957, she ranked 
No. 2 in the state in women’s doubles tennis), 
extraordinarily energetic, and super ambitious 
- combined to deliver her first political victory 
when she ran for student council president in 
1956 at Stephen F. Austin High School. 

In those days, Austin High tradition held that 
boys ran as president and girls signed on as 
their mnning mates. Strayhom, then serving a 
nonelected role as cheerleader, decided it was 
time to shake things up. “I went to my dear 
friend Richard Castmita - Richard and I did the 
Maypole dance together at Pease Elementary - 
and I said, ‘Richard, how’d you like to mn as 
vice-president?”’ Richard, the head cheerleader, 
agreed to take the No. 2 spot on Carole’s ticket. 
The cheerleading duo crafted a catchy campaign 
slogan - “Eureka! Keeton and Castmita” - and 
clinched the race. 


(Backstory: Strayhom shared this anec- 
dote at a press briefing one morning after a 
reporter asked her how she intends to attract 
Hispanic voters. The comptroller responded 
with an entertaining tale - spiced with the 
Hispanic-sounding name of a “dear friend” 
- and said absolutely nothing about her 
strategy to get out the Hispanic vote. “So,” 
Strayhom concluded with a smile, “my 
friends are all Texans. That’s who I am. I will 
be all over the state.” With that, her ever- 
present press agent Mark Sanders called the 
briefing to a halt.) 

Strayhom’ s lengthy political resume is highly 
impressive, but it’s also suggestive of a strong 
impulsive streak. Throughout her career, she 
has quit one elected post after another in pur- 
suit of the next big thing. 

In a nutshell: She had one year remaining in 
her term on the Austin school board when she

resigned to mn for mayor. Four months before 
the end of her third two-year term, she quit to 
serve as former Gov. Mark White’s appointee 
on the State Board of Insurance. She followed 
with a complete 180 - not only did she quit the 
insurance board with three years left in her 
term, she switched to the Republican Party and 
mounted a campaign to mn against Jake Pickle, 
the long-serving (and it turned out, unbeat- 
able) Democratic giant of an Austin congress- 
man. Pickle died a year ago, on the day Stray- 
hom announced her candidacy for governor - 
stealing her thunder once again. 

“Probably the big mistake she made that put 
her on the sidelines was the Pickle race,” says 
Miller. “That knocked her out for a while.” But 
only for a while. In short order she bounced 
back and ran for a seat on the Railroad 
Commission in 1992 against Barry Williamson 
in the Republican primary. Williamson went 
on to beat Democratic rising star Lena Guerrero 

- thanks in large measure to Strayhom, whose 
campaign handed Williamson’s political hench- 
man, none other than Karl Rove, the gift of 
gold: documents showing that Guerrero had 
lied about graduating from college. Strayhom 
was more than happy to let Rove take the 
credit for nailing Guerrero. Her reward would 
come later. In 1994, GOP party bosses got 
behind Strayhom in her bid for the Railroad 
Commission, and, of course, she won. Shortly 
into her first full term, she began laying the 
groundwork to mn for state comptroller, win- 
ning in 1998 (with a hefty financial boost from 
San Antonio voucher proponent James Leinin- 
ger, who stopped supporting Strayhom when 
she stopped supporting vouchers). She won 
re-election four years later. 

Even before then, it was clear where she was 
headed next. But to get there, she needed 
incumbent and fellow Republican Rick Perry’s 
head. On a platter. When she announced in 
January that she would mn for governor as an 
independent, GOP leaders offed her head, too 

- right off the wall of the Republican Party of 
Texas headquarters. No telling where her 
framed mug ended up. 

Nailed to the Nuke 

After graduating from UT in 1961, Strayhom 
entered the world of public service as a school 
teacher at McCallum High. She married her 
first husband, attorney Barr McClellan (father 
of her four sons; they divorced early in 
Strayhorn’s first term as mayor). If there are 
two personal characteristics that genuinely 
distinguish her from her gubernatorial rivals, it 
is her intrinsic bond with school teachers and 
single mothers. “I don’t think she slept,” said 
her son and campaign manager Brad McClellan. 
“She’d sometimes be up, doing work, doing 
laundry, getting our lunches together. I think 
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she gave up her social life, too. ... It was kids 
and it was work. ” 

Frustrated with the lack of direct teacher 
representation on the Austin school board, 
Strayhom took matters into her own hands and 
mounted her first citywide campaign for AISD 
trustee in 1972. “She was head and shoulders 
above the other candidates,” says former Mayor 
Gus Garcia, who made his first bid for trustee 
the same year, becoming the first Hispanic 
elected to the board. “She was very hard-work- 
ing, very smart, very connected. She was Old 
Austin, so to speak. And she knew the issues 
because she had been a teacher.” Garcia and 
Strayhom were part of what was then consid- 
ered a dream team of a school board; it also 
included its first African-American woman, Wil-

helmina Delco, who went on to represent East 
Austin in the state House of Representatives. In 
Garcia’s admittedly Austin-centric view, Stray- 
hom’s performance on the school board ranks 
among her greatest political achievements. 

Having been a tennis competitor in high 
school, one of Strayhorn’s pet projects as an 
AISD trustee centered on Title IX issues pro- 
viding opportunities for girls to take part in 
school athletics. (Perhaps in part as a way of 
showing her appreciation to Strayhom’s sup- 
port of women athletes, UT Lady Longhorn 
basketball coach Jody Conradt signed Stray- 
horn’s petition to secure a place on the ballot 
in the governor’s race.) 

Strayhom was “very meticulous” on curricu- 
lum issues, Garcia says, and she could always 
be counted on to support matters pertaining to 
civil rights. “She had a lot of friends in both the 
Hispanic and black communities, and she did 
her homework,” he says. “She basically worked 
with us, and we could always count on her votes 
[on minority issues].” Even now, with their 
political differences - Garcia is a hardcore 
Democrat - he and his family have maintained 
a lasting friendship with Strayhom. “I’m not 
particularly enamored with the idea of her 
being a Republican,” he says, “but more than 
likely I will vote for her, and so will members of 
my family.” And Garcia echoed the widely held 
belief - and a growing source of irritation for 
Bell supporters - that the race is between Stray- 
hom and Perry. “If anybody can beat Perry,” he 
insists, “it’s Carole. . . . And if she can’t beat 
him, she’ll make a Christian out of him.” 

Strayhom began her political metamorphosis 
during her tenure as Mayor McClellan, a title 
she held from 1977 to 1983. Before taking 
office, she had campaigned for Jeff Friedman, an 
early voting-rights advocate and anti-Vietnam 
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War activist who was a City Council member 
before advancing to mayor in 1975. Friedman 
served one term in the mayor’s seat and then 
campaigned for Strayhom, in those times the 
liberal challenger to conservative candidate Jack 
McCreary. “My introduction to her was, in part, 
through her dad,” said Friedman, who recalled 
meeting her shortly after he graduated from law 
school, where he had become a huge admirer of 
Dean Keeton. 

Asked whether Strayhom shared many of her 
father’s traits, Friedman paused for a moment. 
“Her bona fides were there, so she may well be 
similar to him in a lot of different ways,” he 
said. But there was one noticeable difference 
between father and daughter, as Friedman con- 
siders it now. “His compromises were based on 
the concept of doing the right thing, as opposed 
to, how [the compromises] would help him get 
ahead.” On social issues, at least in the early 
part of her administration, she remained true 
to her values. “She never gave us any problem 
when I was trying to get Brackenridge Hospital 
to perform abortions,” Friedman said. “And 
she was very actively oriented toward public 
input and citizen involvement, which is not 
too different than how she is now.” 

But more than any other decision she made 
in all her years as mayor, Strayhom is most 
remembered as the person who - as former 
Austin Chronicle writer Robert Bryce phrased it 
- “nailed us to the Nuke.” As Bryce recounted 
in a 1998 piece, city voters in 1979, just a few 
days after the nuke meltdown at Three Mile 
Island, faced a mayoral race as well as two 
opposing propositions on the ballot. One pro- 
posed that the city should sell its interest in the 
South Texas Nuclear Project; the other called 
for keeping the marriage intact by issuing 
$215.8 million in new debt to continue par- 
ticipating in the Nuke. Strayhom served as the 
pro-Nuke cheerleader, taking out an ad in the 
Austin American-Statesman, one day before the 
election, that said, “The only way - the only 
way - to insure that your utility bills will be as 
low as possible is to vote to stay in the South 
Texas Nuclear Project.” Voters on both sides 
turned out in droves, and the majority gave 
Strayhom everything she wanted - re-election 
to another term and a pro-Nuke victory on the 
propositions. “That has more or less plagued 
her in the progressive community,” Friedman 
says. “She was an absolute fan [of the Nuke], 
and when we had a chance to vote against it, 
she came out, just after Three Mile Island, with 
total support, and I think that was poisonous. 
That pretty much set her off in many people’s 
minds that she wasn’t a tme-blue progressive.” 

Her support for the Nuke was a slap, but her 
switch to the Republican Party, followed by her 
dramatic shift to the right, confirmed her rift 
with progressives. “I was just dumbfounded,” 
Friedman recalls of her transformation. “She 
never expressed, let alone lived - at least what 
the public saw - a Republican approach. But I 
think if you were going to take on a congress- 
man as deeply seated as Jake, she had to do 
something different.” Still, he says, “I don’t 
think her dad would have made those choices. 
He just said what was right. And there are times 
when she exhibits the same type of greatness.” 

With the exception of the Nuke issue, Austin 
environmental matriarch Mary Arnold largely

gives Strayhom good marks as mayor. “I guess 
one of my biggest disappointments was when 
she switched to the Republican Party” she 
said. “By then she wasn’t involved in city issues 
as much, but I’d run into her every once in a 
while, and we’d have a nice little visit. But am 
I supporting her? Noooo. I’m sticking with the 
Democratic Party.” 

Eastside activist Larry Jackson says he dis- 
agreed with Strayhom’s Nuke stance and a 
number of other issues, but he’s bullish on 
Strayhom for governor and even refrained from 
voting in the primary to keep his name valid on 
her petition. “As mayor, she had a real sensitiv- 
ity to the plight of African-Americans,” he says. 
“Even when she switched parties, she didn’t 
switch the kind of sensitivity needed to high- 
light the situation of African-Americans, then 
and now.” 

The Permanent Campaigner 

Shortly after Strayhom took over the Comp- 
troller’s job in 1999, her Democratic predeces- 
sor, John Sharp, offered her some friendly 
advice, written in the form of a letter and pub- 
lished in the June issue of Texas Monthly. “One 
of the realities of your job,” he wrote, “is that 
the public will generally be unaware of how 
much you do. Everyone from the governor on 
down will take credit for your work . . . That’s 
okay. You serve the public’s interests, not your 
own. Anything is possible if it doesn’t matter 
who gets the credit.” 

Has Strayhom followed Sharp’s lead and 
served the public’s interest? The consensus is 
generally yes. Has she served her own interests 
in the process? The consensus is, overwhelm- 
ingly, yes. Just two months after Sharp’s letter 


appeared in TM, Strayhom (then Rylander) 
showed up at Antone’s - Austin’s beloved music 
venue - one bustling Saturday night in August. 
She hadn’t come to hear guitar legend Monte 
Montgomery. She was there to steal the show, in 
a media-orchestrated tax raid with plenty of 
camera-ready visuals: state agents seizing cash 
registers seeking $22,000 in back liquor taxes 
while the comptroller stood outside and pro- 
vided sound bites. About 400 people went 
home really pissed that night, because they had 
paid $10 at the door to see Monte, and all they 
got was Grandma. The tax police collected 
$8,221 from the cash boxes, and Strayhom got 
her picture on the front page of Sunday’s Austin 
American-Statesman, next to a quote from a 
patron comparing her actions to the Gestapo. 
Most everyone else in town agreed. 

In the years that followed, Strayhorn’s 
media events have largely centered on the 
comptroller’s drawing lines in the sand with 
Perry and/or the Legislature. Her revenue 
estimates, released before each regular ses- 


sion of the Legislature cranks up every other 
January, served as her best outlet for airing 
whatever dirty laundry had piled up during 
the off season. In 2003, when she dropped 
the bombshell of a $10 billion budget short- 
fall, she laid blame at the Legislature’s door- 
step, saying lawmakers had “thrown a party” 
in the 2001 session and “left the taxpayers 
with a hangover.” 

It was classic “fiscal conservative” rhetoric, 
but it also fit a pattern that became character- 
istic for Strayhom’s political behavior, the often 
double-edged swords of her permanent cam- 
paign. She would blast the Legislature and the 
governor for spending too much money - 
always a dubious charge in a state distin- 
guished by one of the stingiest per capita 
budgets in the country - and would sternly 
advocate program “reforms” (for example, to 
children’s Medicaid) designed to slash rising 
costs. Then, when those draconian reforms 
and others like them were duly instituted by 
the Republican-dominated Legislature and

endorsed by Gov. Perry - Strayhom would 
blast the Lege and the governor for balancing 
the budget by cutting children’s health care, or 
teachers’ pensions, or some other broadly 
popular program.

There 
are plenty of Texas Republicans, Rick Perry 
among them, who were once stoutly proud 
Democrats, but Strayhom - in this current 
political year a newly metamorphosed 
Republican “independent” - seems to have 
raised the state’s turncoat tradition to a new 
level of expediency.

You can fault Carole Keeton Strayhorn for a lot of things, but you can’t fault this single mom for rais- 
ing four nice, well-behaved boys who stay out of trouble. Strayhorn’s own enemies will give her that 
much. Here’s what’s become of them: 

Mark McClellan - The only doctor in a family of lawyers and teachers, Mark oversees Medicare and Medicaid 
Services in the Bush administration. Today, he’s still working out the kinks in what was supposed to have been a 
new and improved Medicare program. He’s considered the true bipartisan in the family, having crafted health-care 
policy in the Clinton administration that Al Gore had hoped to implement in his. 

Dudley McClellan - Dudley is assistant general counsel for the State Bar of Texas and previously served as the 
RunTex counsel. The former captain of the Harvard University cross-country team, Dudley is a regular on the Town 
Lake trail. 

Brad McClellan - Twin brother of Dudley, Brad is managing Strayhorn’s campaign, a job he took after leaving 
his assistant attorney general post at the state. 

Scott McClellan - “Scottie baby,” to his mom, recently left his gig as Bush’s press secretary and dropped his 
deer-in-the-headlights look. He’s kicking back now, offering campaign advice via phone to his mom. Scott 
managed many of Strayhorn’s campaigns before then Gov. George Bush summoned him to his team. -A.S. 


When she publicly fought the Lege, payback 
was just around the corner. Lawmakers snuffed 
her ambitious TexasNextStep program, which 
would have provided free tuition for students 
attending community colleges. Once the ses- 
sion ended, Strayhorn grabbed another head- 
line. She refused to certify the budget because 
it wouldn’t balance - budget writers had inad- 
vertently axed $200 million from a highways 
fund. It took nearly an act of God to broker a 
compromise to get her to certify the thing. 
When Perry called lawmakers back to town 
that summer for what turned into multiple 
special sessions on (no, not school finance) 
congressional redistricting, Strayhorn saw two 


of her agency’s most visible programs - e-Texas 
Performance Review and the Texas School 
Performance Review - transferred out of her 
office, effectively shutting down her (and future 
comptrollers’) best vehicle for influencing pub- 
lic policy and getting some press out of it, too. 
Strayhorn was furious. She accused Lt. Gov. 
David Dewhurst, and Perry, too, of greasing the 
wheels that moved the measure through the 
Lege. The maneuver was punishment, she said, 
“because I told the truth” about the $10 billion 
shortfall and the budget being out of whack. 

People familiar with the workings of the 
agency agree that the programs, particularly the 
School Performance Review created under Sharp, 
belong in the comptroller’s office. “I don’t think 
that would have ever happened under Sharp or 
[former comptroller and Lt. Gov Bob Bullock],” 
said one former employee who worked under 
Sharp and briefly under Strayhorn. 

Of course, a legitimate argument could be 
made that Strayhorn’s gender, not to mention 
her “one tough Grandma” personality, might 
also figure into her strained relations with the 


boys at the Capitol. But then, the former staffer 
went on to explain, “Bullock and Sharp were 
creatures of the Legislature, having served 
there, and they knew the limits. They knew if 
they pushed too hard, the Legislature would 
push back. And I don’t think she ever under- 
stood the give-and-take of that arena.” 

In Strayhom’s case, when the Legislature 
pushed back, she just pushed back harder, and 
- boom! - another bloody war ensued. For 
now, though, Grandma is content just to battle 
with the big chief, the one she needs to toma- 
hawk to get to the governor’s office and thereby 
complete her extraordinary Texas political odys- 
sey Her ability to tap deep campaign pockets 
remains undiminished, 
and the big institutional 
endorsements - especially 
from teachers’ organiza- 
tions - reflect that there 
are plenty of Texans so 
desperate to defeat Perry 
that they’re willing to for- 
get (or ignore) more than 
a few abrupt reversals in 
course by their de facto 
standard-bearer. 

The problem for Texas 
voters, come November, is 
that “Grandma” Strayhorn sticks to her rhetori- 
cal guns as stubbornly as she sticks to her well- 
worn script. One on one, she comes across as 
incredibly friendly, funny, and animated, in a 
just-us-girls yakkin’ kind of way. But when she 
leans in and stares intently into your eyes as 
though she’s going to wander off that script 
and actually say something, anything, that she 
hasn’t already said literally thousands of times 
before . . . she’ll grab a sound bite out of her 
mental database and declare - “I run with the 
people!” or “This governor has [fill-in- the-blank 
outrage]” - or toss out a quote from Sam 
Houston before the battle of San Jacinto: “We 
are nerved for the contest and must conquer or 
perish.” She inevitably follows that solemnly 
with “I, too, am nerved for the contest.” 

Carole Keeton Strayhorn, Grandma for 
Governor, has certainly been at the state politi- 
cal game quite long enough to persuade Texans 
that she is more than sufficiently “nerved for 
the contest.” What they still may not be clear 
on is precisely what sort of governor they’ll get, 
should she win. ■

A maestro 
of two cities 

What is it Austin and 
Cleveland have in common? 

State capitals? No. Pro 
sports teams? No. Opera 
conductors? That’s it. Richard 
Buckley, who has been con- 
ducting Austin Lyric Opera 
productions for three sea- 
sons as ALO’s artistic direc- 
tor, is now taking his baton 
up to the Ohio metropolis to 
serve as principal conductor 
for Opera Cleveland, a profes- 
sional company formed in 
April by the union of 
Cleveland Opera and Lyric 
Opera Cleveland. Seems

'KAZILLIONAIRE': 

Divorced from reality 

Here’s the world of Kazillionaire, the world called 
Kazillionaire, as created by the godlike Father Space 
and Mother Time, two uber-deities who have recent- 
ly sundered their nuptial and other ties due to, it 
seems, irreconcilable differences. Here’s a comedy 
show created and performed by Jeremy Lamb 
(Father Space) and Madeline Malka (Mother Time), 
who have been around the performative block a 
time or two. 

Lamb’s a veteran of the Well Hung Jury, an inno- 
vative and (in improv comedy circles, at least) leg- 
endary Austin troupe of years past. Lamb, who’s 
freshly back from three years in Chicago, where he 
trained with members of Second City and 1.0. (for- 
merly known as the ImprovOlympic) is also part of 
the Available Cupholders and performs successfully 
on his own as Bearded Lamb. 

Malka, likewise, returns to Austin from Chicago 
and from a brief but storied history of national 
improv festivals and competitions and marathons. 
The UT grad has previously worked with the likes of 
Rubber Repertory and Kitty Kitty Bang Bang here in 
A-town and has been lauded while plying her trade 
upon many a local stage. 

And now here are the two of them, back together 
in the Live Music Yadda Yadda, as Kazillionaire. It’s 
a sketch show because there are prewritten (and 
sometimes prerecorded), rehearsed parts; it’s an 
improv gig because there are many parts that, while 
hewing to the mimsy, mystical backstory, are con- 
jured on the spot. 

Dying is easy, they say; comedy is hard. Also diffi- 
cult is reviewing a show that’s as equally and stark- 
ly divided in quality as it is in content. Because the 
parts of Kazillionaire that were irrelevant to the con- 
cept of Kazillionaire ? The parts of the show that 
were wordless and built entirely of physical come- 
dy? Those parts were genius. Those parts were the 
equal of Andy Kaufman in idea, beyond Jim Carrey 
in execution. Those parts - Lamb and Malka per- 
fectly synchronized, dancing all spastically hip-hop 
and juggling hamburgers to a Japanese McDonald’s 
soundtrack; Lamb performing a live caricature (not 
an impression, a caricature : as if the work of Steve 
Brodner had been animated) of that idiot in the 
White House; Lamb, on video, playing air guitar 
naked - inspired admiration and forced helpless 
laughter. The phrase “comedy gold” has been long 
devalued through overuse; in a world where a team 
of crazed Superman clones was trying to rape and 
murder you, the physical-comedy parts of 
Kazillionaire would be comedy kryptonite. 

But then came the Father Space/Mother Time 
backstory, again and again. And each time Lamb 
and Malka started talking, each time those improv 
pros assayed what must be their stock in trade, 
well, Christ, I was stunned. Because I’ve seen less- 
er talents do some really bad improv; but I’ve rarely 
seen anything quite as relentlessly awkward and 
dull as the talking parts of Kazillionaire. And how 
those two distinct parts of the show can be so 
unequal, especially knowing how good Lamb and 
Malka have been in other improv situations, espe- 
cially having witnessed comedy magnificence scant 
seconds before ... well, such conjecture may not be 
beyond Space and Time, but it’s way beyond me. 

So I can’t recommend Kazillionaire as a worth- 
while experience. Were its creators to forget the 
snooze-worthy Father Space and Mother Time shtick 
and do a new show based solely on the distinctly 
good parts, I would drag everyone I know to see 
brilliance as it happens live (or recorded) on stage. 
As it is, this review aspires to be a big fat brick in 
the wall to keep people away. - Wayne Alan Brenner

Lear 

Jaunt 

Matthew Radford explains 
how a professional British 
actor wound up playing 
Shakespeare in a Central 
Texas barn

The Bard is back at the barn. Shakespeare 
at Winedale, the UT English department pro- 
gram that has been mounting Shakespearean 
plays in a 19th-century bam near Round Top 
for 36 years, has another trio ready for your 
pleasure: King Lear, As You Like It, and The Two 
Gentlemen of Verona. But there’s something dif- 
ferent at Winedale this summer. In a departure 
from the program’s custom of casting students 
with little or no stage experience, the title role 
in Lear is being played by Matthew Radford, an 
actor who’s been performing Shakespeare pro- 
fessionally in the UK for 15 years. He came to 
Austin to get a graduate degree in the English 
department, although he’s kept his hand in 
the profession by performing with the Austin 
Shakespeare Festival. (His performance as 
Buckingham in ASF’s Richard III earned him a 
2006 Austin Critics Table Award.) Shakespeare 
at Winedale alum Clayton Maxwell spoke with 
Radford about his summer at Winedale, what 
he’s learning from it, and how Lear puts his 
iambic pentameter to the test.

Austin Chronicle: You originally came to Austin 
via the touring Shakespeare group Actors From the 
London Stage. Tell me about that and how it led to 
playing Lear with Shakespeare at Winedale? 
Matthew Radford: I discovered Winedale in 
1999 when I first toured with Actors From 
the London Stage - a group that does pretty 
much what the name suggests. I toured all 
over the States with a few other actors perform- 
ing Shakespeare. I came back with AFTLS in 
2001 and 2003, and each time I came through 
Austin. During my first tour, James Loehlin 
[Shakespeare at Winedale’s current director] 
and Doc [James Ayres, the UT English profes- 
sor who founded the program in 1970] told me 
about the bam. I asked them, “Why don’t we 
do our show out there?” They said no, it’s too 
far away, the space is too small, etc., and I said, 
“No, we can do it anywhere.” And the next 
year, AFTLS did perform at Winedale. Then I 
came back in 2001, and we did Midsummer 
Night’s Dream there, and I thought, “This is a 
fantastic place.” We had four hours to totally 
reblock the entire show, but we did it. It was 
fantastic. So when I came to the university for 
a Ph.D. course last year, I became James’ teach- 
ing assistant, and we did the spring Winedale 
class. Then he asked if I’d come out for the 
summer, and I decided to give it a go. It’s a big 


commitment. I had no idea it meant getting up 
at 5:55 every morning. He kept that all quiet. 
AC: You didn’t know about the boot camp? 

MR: Or the Bard camp, as they call it. No, I 
didn’t know much about the rigors of Winedale 
when I accepted. Anyway, James asked me 
about playing Lear, and I thought, “That’s 
ridiculous, I’m half Lear’s age.” James kindly 
reminded me that I’m twice the Winedale stu- 
dents’ age. You’d really have to ask James why 
he wanted to bring me out here, but I think 
the idea was just to approach Lear as a profes- 
sional actor would. In one sense, I am a pro- 
fessional actor, but I am also a student at the 
university. And I knew, from previous classes, 
two-thirds of these students. So I’m not some 
external actor/commentator just inserted into 
the equation. And I’m one of the assistant 
directors in two of the shows. [Dan Keegan 
is the other.] Because the students know me, 
it’s not alienating. If I thought I was bringing 
too much professionalism into this world, I 
wouldn’t have come. We’ll wait and see if it’s 
going to be successful or not, but it’s not been 
a problem so far. 

AC: What type of acting did you do in England? 
MR: I : Ve been based in London for the past 
15 years, doing mainly theatre, loads of 
Shakespeare. Shakespeare chose me; I didn’t 
really choose Shakespeare. I didn’t understand 
it at first. I never would have done anything 
like Winedale when I was these students’ age 
- would have scared the life out of me. I didn’t 
get a good understanding of Shakespeare until 
my fifth professional production. Suddenly, 
I had the lightbulb moment, and it just 


made sense. I was 27, doing Macbeth at the 
Hong Kong Festival, and it suddenly was like 
- this is fantastic! And I can’t get enough of 
it now. Subsequently, it’s been nice that I’ve 
been able to work in Austin as well, with the 
Austin Shakespeare Festival and Richard III and 
Hamlet. It’s been good to do Shakespeare with 
the acting community in Austin. 

AC: Is theatre in Austin significantly different 
from that in England? 

MR: It is different. In England, the government 
subsidizes theatre. It’s not a lot of money, you 
understand, but a living wage. That means 
you can just act, that’s what you do most of 
the time. Here, most actors just can’t earn 
enough money; it’s not there. So everybody 
has a day job, which means rehearsals are at 
night. That’s a shocking experience. Because 
everyone’s tired. Because you have to rehearse 
until 1 1 o’clock at night, then get up early, do 
a full day’s work, and go back and do it again. 
I have nothing but admiration for how people 
actually do it. It does mean there’s a lot less 
rehearsal time than I’m used to, so it’s kind of 
done on the fly. If you’re an actor, it’s your only 
choice, which means that some things are far 
more creative and adventurous because people 
have to jump out and say, let’s try this. So it’s 
not better or worse, it’s just very different. 

AC: Isn’t your coming here to perform Shakespeare 
kind of like my going to London to two-step? 

MR: Coals to Newcastle, as we say. Well, I don’t 
think it’s surprising as all that. Shakespeare 
is not that popular in our country. It’s not 
done as much as people think. You have 
the famous companies: the Globe and the 


Royal Shakespeare Company. And the National 
Theatre will occasionally put on a production. 
But outside of that, the repertory theatres or 
the regional theatres all over the country will 
only do Shakespeare every one or two years. 
And they won’t dare put on the more radical 
ones, just Romeo and Juliet or whatever is on 
the school syllabus - so that the kids will come 
in. You’re sure not going to see Henry VI, Part 
II. But in the U.S., because people are doing 
Shakespeare for the love of it or as part of sum- 
mer festivals, there is a lot more Shakespeare 
done here. In the summer, I am amazed at how 
many hundreds of productions are going on 
across the country, and they’re done in all sorts 
of different ways. So I think in some ways there 
is a greater appreciation of Shakespeare here 
than in England. I really do. When I came with 
AFTLS, we got that feeling almost from the out- 
set. People really like and care about it here. 
AC: Are the students in the US. also more appre- 
ciative of Shakespeare? 

MR: Absolutely. There are battles in the UK 
to take Shakespeare off the syllabus at school. 
They don’t succeed, but persistently there are 
battles about this. It’s a bit embarrassing for 
us. I always say that just because I’m English 
- well, Welsh actually, but we’ll say English to 
keep matters simple - that doesn’t mean my 
mother read Shakespeare to me in the cradle. 
Some people assume because you’ve got the 
accent, you grew up doing Shakespeare. I 
promise you that is not the case. 

AC: How is the Winedale program different from 
the Shakespeare you’ve done before? 

MR: It’s hugely different. I’ve never done any- 
thing like this. It’s a very intense experience, 
isn’t it? Certainly in the first week I wasn’t sure 
it was the right choice. It was very alienating, a 
culture shock - you know, singing songs before 
breakfast. Totally immersing yourself, never 
being alone for a moment, making your own 
costumes, your own props - it’s tough. But now 
I’m into it. You have your down days where you

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think, “I just want to get out of here.” But the 
teamwork is incredible. Yeah, I love it. 

AC: Are you participating in everything the stu- 
dents do? 

MR; Yes, yes, making my own costumes, 
my own props. We all performed poems on 
the first night. At the moment, I’m teaching 
them the Welsh national anthem. Lear was a 
Romano-Celt, so that’s my argument. I said to 
James that as a Welshman, I think we should 
learn the Welsh national anthem, so he said, 
“Why, are you going to teach it?” Now he likes 
it so much that I hope we are going to put it in 
the show, which will please my dad a lot. 

AC: What would you say the students are gaining 
from your being here as an actor and director ? This 
is the first time that this has been done out here. 
MR: It’s difficult for me to answer that ques- 
tion. There are times when I’ve thought that 
perhaps this is not a good idea. But we did the 
dress rehearsal of Lear last Saturday. Terrifying, 
after a week. We rehearse a show for a week, 
then dress rehearse it in front of ex-Winedalers, 
then go to the second show for a week, dress 
rehearse, do the same thing with the third 
show, then return back to all the plays. And 
once you’ve got an audience out there, it’s a 
performance. It’s a very focusing experience. 
And there were 35 people there for the dress 
rehearsal of Lear. Oh, dear me, we had a few 
close calls, but we got through. James said 
afterward that he was glad that I was here, so I 
was relieved to hear that. 

So how do I help them? A lot of practical 
stuff. [At this moment, Rachel Sibley, a stu- 
dent, walks in.] Actually, you can ask her what 
the hell I’m doing here. 

AC: Hi Rachel. OK, would you mind telling me 
how it helps to have a professional actor here? 
Rachel Sibley: You’ve asked a very specific indi- 
vidual because I’m the Fool in Lear , so Matthew 
and I do a lot of work together. It’s interesting 



because we have James as the director - you 
know, as much as anyone is an official director 
out here - and Dan is also an assistant director, 
but Matt plays between the lines because he’s 
also in a play. We call him “Gags” because he 
keeps throwing gags into the scenes. 

MR: You always need gags. 

AC: You mean little onstage tricks to keep people 
on their toes? 

RS: He is an expert in that. We play with these 
improvised things a lot. But mostly, it’s helpful 
to have a professional here because many of us 
are not very familiar with a lot of the basics of 
theatre: interacting across distances, angling 
out - the little things that are really important 
onstage. Matt gives us a lot of tips, but without 
being too hands-on, because it’s a discovery 
process, discovering on your own. We talked a 
little bit amongst ourselves about the difference 
between acting on stage with Matt versus acting 
with one another. There isn’t that big a differ- 
ence really, except that Matt can really hold his 
own. Onstage, there are all these different levels 
of interaction, and you can rise up to a level 
or sink down to a level. Ideally, everyone in 
the scene works together, and you feel like the 
energy can reach a peak. Matthew helps us with 
this. He gave us this analogy, and it describes 
the phenomenon well: Are you passing on a 
tennis ball or a medicine ball to the person you 
are on stage with? The medicine ball is heavy 
and hard to handle, and it doesn’t help you 
out with your line. The tennis ball is very light 
and easy to move back and forth. So we talk 
a lot about that - well, actually we don’t talk 
about it as much as we grapple with it. Acting 
with someone like Matt, someone who is very 
comfortable, can oftentimes draw people out 
and makes it easier on all of us. 

AC: Matthew, is there anything that Winedale has 
illuminated for you that your former acting experi- 
ences have not? 

MR: Inevitably, yes, but how well 
I’m going to be able to put that 
into words at the moment I don’t 
know. One of the reasons I want- 
ed to come to the U.S. was to take 
a little sabbatical. In London, you 
become tired, a bit jaded, and 
you start doing it for the money. 
You start to encounter quite a 
bit of cynicism. But around here, 
well, cynicism very much doesn’t 
work. You don’t see it. The sheer 
exuberance and enthusiasm of 
Winedale reinvigorates any text 
that you come across. People are 
willing to throw themselves into 
any role - whatever the case. This 
has been enormously instructive 
for me. I’m playing a part that is 


ridiculous for me to play: an 80-year-old. But 
the last time it was done out here, it was done 
by a 22-year-old. So you think, all right, just do 
it - have a go, really. So it’s the courage, I think. 
Yes, I’ve learned courage. 

AC: At Winedale, each role has something to 
teach the student who plays it. Can you tell me 
something that Lear has taught you? 

MR: Ostensibly, Lear is about a king losing 
his kingdom, losing it to two of his daughters 
and to his own vanity. But that kingdom is 
anybody’s kingdom, anybody who is aging 
and facing loss. So the play is actually about 
all of us. An ex-Winedaler, Rob Matney, was 
here last weekend and saw Lear. He wrote to 
me, saying that the play made him consider 
the loss of his own kingdom at some point. 
Eventually, we will all have to hand over our 
power to someone younger than ourselves. 
The hope is to do it with as much decency 
and equanimity as you can - otherwise you 
are going to get in trouble. So that whole 
aging process has been a rather unpleasant 
learning curve this summer. At the moment 
Lear is very difficult for me. When you work 
on it out here, it is so intense and you have no 
perspective. So I don’t know yet what else I’m 
learning except that it is going to be fun one 
day. But at the moment, it is just terrifying. 
They all think that I’m not nervous, and I say, 
“Are you kidding?” 

AC: What do you like about playing Lear? 

MR: The last few years I’ve become really 
interested in Shakespeare’s use of poetry and 
the complexity of iambic pentameter. Lear is 
the most adventurous and dangerous use of 
iambic pentameter - there are very few regular 
lines. It breaks up all over the place. I couldn’t 
really have handled that breakup without hav- 
ing better understood the basic element: the 
iambic line. I’ve been learning about that for 
the past couple of years, and now I am getting 
to put it to the test. I’m finding that I can actu- 
ally handle the verse. I can’t yet get the age, but 
I can handle the verse. And it’s tremendous. To 
be able to speak 800 lines of wonderful poetry 
- it’s magnificent stuff. And in such a small 
space. I love the bam - it’s fantastic. 

AC: When you describe Winedale to friends back 
home, are there any recurring words or descrip- 
tions that pop up? 

MR: Yes, “magical” is a word I use a lot. 
“Idyllic.” “Hot.” “Isolated.” But I love it. I say, 
“Just imagine playing Shakespeare in an open- 
sided barn for the summer, and people are 
having picnics under the pecan trees.” 

AC: Do you think you’ll stay in Texas for long? 
MR: No, I’m going home next year. I never 
meant to stay longer than a year, but I love 
Austin. Tve made some very good friends here. 
We shall see. ■

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THE OBSTACLES 

by Eloy Urroz 

Dalkey Archive Press, 350 pp., $13.95 (paper) 

In 1996, when this debut novel was initially pub- 
lished, Mexican author Eloy Urroz was one of five writ- 
ers who issued the rather provocative Crack Manifesto 
that declared literary independence from a Latin 
American tradition leaning heavily on magical realism. 

This collective of heady young writers wanted to explore 
and expand the possibilities of fiction, vowing to create 
more complex work - often associated with the likes of 
Borges and Julio Cortazar - in hopes of laying the 
groundwork for a new movement. Appearing in English 
for the first time, The Obstacles is clearly a shot across 
the bow. Urroz weaves a labyrinth of interconnected 
narratives involving two teenage writers, one living in 
Mexico City and the other in a small coastal town in 
Baja California. In alternating chapters, we follow 
urbanite Ricardo and his longing for a neighbor girl, 
while his counterpart to the north, the orphan Elias, 
obsesses over a local prostitute. Each struggles with a 
love that is unattainable and accounts for but a pair of 
the “obstacles” to love that permeate the book from a variety of angles. And while the all- 
too-lengthy pontifications over love and its excesses are a unifying element of sorts, it is the 
complicated, nonlinear unfolding of the story that is so impressive. Is it one writer creating 
all the other characters? Or, is the writer creating one character and reading the publications 
of another? Perhaps both writers are actually characters in each other’s tale? What happens 
when the two writers finally meet? And what about this town of Las Remoras? The reader is 
continually struggling with reality, plot twists, dreams, and the intermingling of them all. The 
complete story is eventually laid out with the help of five different narrators, each with an 
essential part to tell and each nursing an inevitable broken heart. All the various strands 
come together surprisingly well, perhaps even a bit too neatly in light of all the elements 
involved. Urroz cites the works of Vargas Llosa and Cervantes as major inspirations for this 
type of complex storytelling. In the ensuing decade since this impressive debut appeared, he 
has written several other novels. If they are as compelling and audacious as this one, Urroz 
is a voice to seek out. - Jay Trachtenberg 


MY DIRTY LITTLE BOOK OF STOLEN TIME 

by Liz Jensen 

Bloomsbury, 305 pp., $23.95 

It must be hard to come up with a new conceit for 
a novel at this late moment in literary history. Liz 
Jensen is giving it the old college try, however, with 
her sixth, My Dirty Little Book of Stolen Time. Picking 
up where Mark Twain, Lewis Carroll, and H.G. Wells 
left off, Jensen adds a feminine voice to the dis- 
course of time travel by transporting Charlotte 
Schleswig, a shrewd 19th-century Copenhagen pros- 
titute, to modern-day London, where “even the 
Mongolians have heard of Johnny Depp!” 

It’s a clever enough gimmick, although we’ve seen 
it before on the page and screen (one recalls Brendan 
Fraser’s exclamations over “Negroes!” in the film 
Blast From the Past). Jensen’s Charlotte is hardly a 
naif, though; rather, she is misanthropic, opportunis- 
tic, and, at the novel’s outset, brazenly lacking in self- 
awareness. She has convinced herself that she is the 
daughter of royalty deposited at an orphanage and 
“adopted” by Fru Schleswig, who is depicted as a 
mouth-breathing, vacuous glutton. Her delusion is transparent, and there is nothing charming 
about her misanthropy. When she and her mother are hired to clean the mansion of the 
imperious and secretive Fru Krak, who may or may not have murdered her husband, their 
lives change forever - not because of the added income, but because of the abandoned time 
machine in the basement. 

Charlotte is forced to rely on her scrap and opportunism when she lands in London and 
discovers the fascinating and confusing world of beeping mobiles and flavored condoms, not 
to mention the love of her life, Fergus. There is, of course, no small measure of crises and 
escapades, modeled as it is on the 19th-century adventure novel. Charlotte’s voice is wry 
and true to the time period in which she was born, and the bits of modern slang thrown in 
add a bit of sly humor to the mix. However, the artifice grates before too long, and the reader 
wishes Jensen would dispense with the ampersands and just write the word “and” already. 
The conceit is just too precious to be truly enjoyable, despite the presence of a heroine who 
is anything but a lady. - Melanie Haupt

HEAT: AN AMATEUR'S ADVEN-

Knopf, 328 pp., $25.95 

Heat began as an article 
Bill Buford had done for 
the 2002 New Yorker Food 
issue. The theme was to 
describe what it was really 
like working in a profes- 
sional kitchen and how a 
professional chefs devo- 
tion to his craft differs from 
that of the amateur chef. Buford convinced 
Mario Batali to let him work in the kitchen at 
Batali’s three-star Babbo Ristorante, starting 
as a prep “kitchen bitch” and ending up on the 
line as an accepted member of the team: an 
accomplished professional chef. 

After a year in the Babbo trenches, he 
retraces Batali’s steps to Borgo Capanne to 
learn how to make handmade pasta from Betta, 
who was Batali’s first mentor during his three- 
year quest for the secrets of Italian cuisine. In 
England, he interviews Batali’s culinary muse, 
the eccentric genius Marco Pierre White. Buford 
returns to Italy to study the art of Tuscan butch- 
ery under Dario Cecchini and the “Maestro.” 

Along the way, Buford presents the first 
in-depth portrait of Batali: a celebrated chef 
and Italian food expert capable of superhu- 
man personal excess and legendary demonic 
despotism; a shrewd businessman, a generous 
friend, and the slave driver you’d loyally defend 
to your death. 

We can feel the passion that drives a man to 
be the best butcher in the world or to produce 
perfect handmade pasta for decades. We come 
to understand, through Buford’s missteps, 
how the true chef develops that mystical sixth 
sense of “kitchen awareness”: the ability to 
function at the highest culinary levels with little 
conscious thought. 

Heat is ultimately about the pleasures (and 
pains) of what it’s like to obsessively produce 
high-quality food in a professional environment; 
it profiles the kind of person it takes to do it 
every day and why it’s so important to them. 
Buford tells his tale in a revelatory and hilari- 
ous way that makes it a thrill for the reader: 

You feel like you’re a part of that obsession. 
With apologies to Anthony Bourdain, Heat is the 
intellectual’s Kitchen Confidential, a book about 
the business that you’ll read with relish. - M.V.

There is a “salad bar” for fresh bulk tofu, bamboo, pickled 
veggies, and such shredded salad items as jellyfish and wheat gluten. 

You’ll find an astonishing variety of sea critters housed in six huge, open-chest 
style freezers, each holding 25 to 30 bins of individual products. That doesn’t 
count freezers holding only shrimp, squid, and cuttlefish, the huge fresh fish sec- 
tion, or the live tanks of tilapia, Dungeness crab, lobsters, catfish, and clams. 

Need fresh, boneless chicken feet, duck heads, pig ears, or six different types 
of fresh fishballs? Not a problem! All of the bottled and canned good lines have 
expanded. The housewares section now comprises three aisles. For the vegans 
out there, there is a whole section of mock foods made from tempeh, wheat glu- 
ten, and soy. 

When you get ready to check out, there are 12 cashier spaces, two of which are 
express lines, with plenty of room for queuing. The new MT is a vast improvement 
over My Thanh, and a perfect way to spend a few hours wandering, shopping in 
slack-jawed amazement. - Mick Vann

Jamie and Bobby Deen have taken off without 
mom, Paula, in a program that is part travelogue and part 
product-promotion called Road Tasted (Tuesdays, 9pm).

They came through Central Texas this 
spring, making pies with Bud Royer at Royer’s Round 
Top Cafe (www.royersroundtopcafe.com) and whipping up 
some chili-spiked Aztec brownies with Austin baker Mary 
Louise Butters (www.buttersbrownies.com). When it came 
time for barbecue, the Deens dropped in on Skeeter 
Miller and company at the County Line (www.airribs.com) 
and chowed down on some of those gargantuan beef 
ribs. We’ll try to keep you posted on when this program is 
scheduled to air... Another new cooking-competition show 
features the ubiquitous Bobby Flay in something called 
Throwdown (Thursdays, 9pm). Here, the guests on the 
show were recruited by an ad on the Food Network Web 
site that encouraged respondents to write in describing 
their “culinary claim to fame,” in hopes of becoming the 
subject of a Food Network profile. Thirteen unsuspecting 
cooks were chosen, and production crews showed up to 
shoot them preparing their particular specialty, such as 
chowder, wedding cakes, chili, or jerk chicken. At some 
point during the shoot, Flay arrives out of nowhere in a 
black SUV and, much to the guests’ surprise, challenges 
them to a “throwdown” wherein he’ll compete with them, 
preparing his version of their specialty. The half-hour pro- 
grams end up being as much or more about Flay and his 
own preparation for the “throwdowns” as they are about 
the guest cooks, which I found disappointing. A segment 
featuring Terlingua International Chili Championship com- 
petition cook Cindy Reed Wilkins (www.cinchili.com) of 
Houston is scheduled to air on Thursday, July 26. Austin 
cookbook and children’s book author Angela Shelf 
Medearis prepared jerk chicken with Flay and received two 
swanky new Weber grills used in the program when it was 
over. The episode will air Aug. 10, and we’ll bet Flay got 
more than he bargained for with the sassy, media-sawy 
Medearis. She should end up with her own show.

After a fantastic trip to 
Brazil in 2004, I haven’t 
abandoned my almost 
obsessive quest for every- 
thing Brazilian. I was eager 
to check out Sampaio’s 
to see if this newcomer 
offered a little taste of 
things Brazilian that I have 
saudade (longing) for. The 
inviting space on Burnet 
Road is classy and modern 
yet comfortable and relaxed 
with a neighborhood restau- 
rant feel. The blue, glass- 
tile column in the center 
of the dining room divides 
the space from the bar, and 
with the green-and-yellow 
ceiling tones, it creates a stylized Brazilian-flaglike inte- 
rior. Cool Brazilian rhythms permeate the atmosphere, 
and the tropical patio is inviting even on a hot day, 
especially to enjoy a few tropical drinks after work. 

The restaurant’s distinctive cocktails are well-pre- 
pared and refreshing. A Brazilian Mojito ($7), made 
with rum, cachaga, fresh mint, and lime served in a tall 
glass topped with club soda, is the perfect foil for the 
summer heat. The frozen caipirinhas feature flavors like 
guava and passion fruit. The wine list is not extensive, 
but it is well stocked with inexpensive yet good bottles 
with an emphasis on Argentina, Chile, Spain, and Portugal. 

While the food is not strictly “authentic” Brazilian, 
it is still the closest that Austin has to the real deal. 
Since our first lunch visit was during a Brazil game in 
the World Cup, the place was full of effusive people clad 
in yellow and green. The cooks had been engrossed in 
the festivities, and they had not prepared a lunch spe- 
cial. Regardless of the distractions, what we ordered 
off the menu was very good. We started with Croquete 
de Salmao ($10), smoked salmon cakes topped with 
mango relish. We also sampled the Bobo de Camarao 
($12.95), jumbo shrimp in a dende (palm oil) and 
yucca sauce with tomatoes and bell peppers, served 
atop white rice. Although it was different from what I had 
had in Brazil, it was nevertheless delicious. However, 
the Churrasco Misto ($16) disappointed. The menu 
described two skewers of beef, chicken, sausage, and 
bell peppers served with a tomato vinaigrette and 
Chimichurri. Instead, they were drizzled with a creamy 
sauce and a tiny drop of Chimichurri on the side. Here, I 
would rather see a more traditional Brazilian churrasco, 


with good cuts of beef that showcase the 
natural flavor of the meat, rather than 
small mixed skewers. The Mexido de 
Galinha ($8.95) was a light dish of chicken 
sauteed with crimini mushrooms, corn ker- 
nels, and fresh cilantro tossed with white 
rice and topped with succulent fried plan- 
tain slices. The star of the lunch menu 
was the Pamonha de Porco ($11), perhaps 
best described as a “tamal” made with 
mashed yucca wrapped in a banana leaf 
and filled with the most tender, flavorful 
shredded pork, sauced with a hint of coco- 
nut curry. It is worth noting that this dish, 
as well as their feijoada, is not available 
at dinnertime. And, although the prices 
seem high for lunch, they are the same 
price - and size - at dinner. 

The dinner menu holds its own sur- 
prises. We started with a tasty appetizer 
that we had tried in Brazil, Coxina de 
Frango ($7), consisting of spiced shred- 
ded chicken wrapped in mashed yucca 
and fried until golden. The malagueta pep- 
per vinaigrette for dipping was fabulously 
spicy. We also enjoyed the Conchas ao Forno ($10), 
baked clams on the half shell topped with crispy bacon, 
peppers, and lemon butter. And the Salada da Casa 
($5.50) is one of the nicest salads I’ve had recently, not 
only in its appealing presentation, but the zesty flavors. 

(I am a huge fan of hearts of palm.) 

For our entrees, we tried three outstanding seafood 
dishes. The Camarao ao Molho de Cachaga ($18) 
features jumbo shrimp in a garlic and cachaga butter 
sauce; the Peixe Assado ($18) is grilled snapper with 
an Amazonian marinade and sauteed vegetables; and 
the Peixada Nordestina ($19), full of shrimp, mussels, 
and salmon in a spicy coconut broth, reminded me of 
the moquecas and ensopados I had during my wonder- 
ful stay in Bahia. Although I am a big fan of Milanesa 
($12), it was the weakest entree at Sampaio’s. The 
Italian tomato sauce and melted-cheese topping and 
side of white rice were nothing special. 

Sampaio’s shone again at dessert time. The 
Chocolate Flan ($7) with fresh strawberry puree was 
silky and creamy and everything I had hoped for. For the 
serious chocoholic, the dense Chocolate Mousse Cake 
($7) was chock-full of chocolatey goodness. And, if a full 
dessert is too much, one can satisfy the sweet tooth 
with a Batida de Coco ($7), a classic Brazilian cocktail 
made with cachaga, coconut cream, and evaporated milk. 

Overall, I enjoy Sampaio’s. The atmosphere and cock- 
tails are great, the service is friendly (if a little inexpe- 
rienced at times), and most of the dishes are delicious 
and plentiful for the price. I’d like to see Sampaio’s 
go for more “authentic Brazilian” without fear. I think 
Austin is ready for the real deal. - Claudia Alarcon 




MISUNG 888 

911 W. Anderson #114, 302-5433

The old 888 Cafe (not to be 
confused with 888 Vietnamese on 
Oltorf), now Misung 888, has gone 
traditional Korean. Owner Misung 
Park’s nephew tried a sushi/bento- 
box menu for a while, and from 
reports we received, it was excellent, 
but we couldn’t get it on the sched- 
ule before it had vanished. The new 
traditional Korean menu works well 
for us. You’ll see dishes here that 
are unavailable elsewhere in town. 

The restaurant interior has been 
redone, with dark wood covering 
the walls and a line of fairly private 
booths lining one side, the opposite 
wall covered with smoked mirror tiles 
to create a larger sense of scale. It 
now seats about 50 in a cozy atmo- 
sphere. Service is pleasant and effi- 
cient with no language problems for non-Korean speakers. 

The menu contains about 28 different offerings, all of which come with the tra- 
ditional Korean panchan accompanying items. 

The leadoff menu item, and the most popular according to staff, is the Spicy 
Pork Bone Soup With Potato ($16.99 to $32.99, depending on the size ordered). 
We saw a family feasting on it with glee, but it was too hot for us to eat soup 
that day. We chose instead BBQ Short Ribs ($16.99), Fried Pork and Kim Chee 
With Tofu ($12.99), and Fried Korean Style Pork Sausage ($14.99). All came with 
excellent panchan tidbits: a dish of sliced squid stewed with garlic and red pep- 
per; a dish of dried tiny anchovies stir-fried with garlic, salt, scallion, sugar, and 
chile (addictively good!); a very light and chunky blend of seasoned potato with 
scallion; and a delightful, fresh kirn chee. 

The BBQ short ribs arrive on a bed of sliced onion, caramelizing on a cast-iron 
platter, the dish presented as a large mound of thinly sliced beef-rib meat. The 
meat is marinated and deliciously sweet, garlicky, and piquant. It is so tender 
that it literally melts in your mouth, and the portion is large enough for two. 

The stir-fry of pork loin slices with kirn chee and tofu arrives as a bed of half- 
inch thick slices of medium tofu, covered with the stir-fry of thinly sliced pork, 
pickled Napa cabbage, garlic, red pepper, and scallion. It is delicious: salty and 
tangy from the cabbage, mildly spicy from the pepper, nutty from the tofu. 

The fried sausage is more like jap chae: a bed of stir-fried mung-bean noodles 
with scallion, zucchini and carrot slices, garlic, and Napa cabbage in a soy-based 
sauce. Tossed with it are slices of soon-dae sausage, made from rice, garlic, 
seasonings, and blood: the Korean version of butifarra sausage, if you will. 

We ordered it based on seeing another table chowing down on it with fervor. I 
can now say I’ve eaten it, but blood isn’t one of my favorites. It did season the 
noodles perfectly; we ate those and relished them, but most of the sausage 
remained uneaten. Our fault, not theirs. 

There are several dishes on our short list for the next visit: Grilled Freshwater 
Eel ($19.99), Spicy Snail With Dried Squid ($14.99), a spicy stir-fry of Octopus 
With Vegetables ($14.99), and Sliced Fish Cake Soup ($12.99). Portions at Misung 
888 are ample, and the taste is big and hearty. The staff is friendly and helpful. 
The prices might seem a little high at first glance, but the quality of the panchan 
more than makes up for it. We loved our visit and will return. - Mick Vann

When Web content seems dominated by “actual” home- 
movie footage of man-eating lions and enough potty humor 
to fill a season of South Park, it’s easy to get frustrated 
enough to (gasp) consider reading a book or something. 

Okay, okay, let’s not get too crazy. First, remember that the 
Internet is your friend. It’s made for you and by you and 
offers billions upon billions upon billions of entertainment 
options. So it’s nice to see smart, funny people doing the 
legwork for us. McSweeney’s recently launched another 
advance in the uphill battle to get an audience for short 
films: Wholphin, a quarterly DVD magazine. Each issue con- 
tains a variety of short films, docs, and instructional videos. 

Film curator and McSweeney’s editor Brent Hoff explains, WholphinDVD.com: more "miraculous movies" than "weird, beautiful sea creatures" 

“I’m obsessed with people finding weird, beautiful sea crea- 
tures like wholphins. We want to similarly find miraculous movies that are out 
there.” Like the name, the films are indeed both bizarre and cool. Though the 
Web site (www.wholphindvd.com) lacks some of the fun that comes with the DVD, 
there are online treats. Al Gore Documentary, directed by Spike Jonze, is a partic- 
ularly engaging and unique portrait, labeled by the site as the “22-minute docu- 
mentary that might have changed the entire course of the 2000 Presidential 
Election.” Funny, considering it’s only 13 minutes long. Also, Miguel Arteta and 
Miranda July’s Are You the Favorite Person of Anybody?, starring John C. Reilly, 

Mike White, and July, is thought-provoking and bittersweet. And at only four min- 
utes, that’s quite an achievement. Highlights from their Web-only programming 
include the Lynchian Facechasers (directed by Gabriel Judet-Weinshel), the endear- 
ing music documentary A Taste of Nate (Jim McGorman), and the simple yet hilari- 
ously subversive music video Nice Day (Mad Injection). As they’ve done with writ- 
ing, the creators of McSweeney’s have produced a well-curated and wholly unique 
outlet for short filmmaking. And speaking of smart, entertaining Web content, 
check out the failed WB pilot Nobody’s Watching on YouTube.com. The show’s fail- 
ure to get picked up is yet another sign that there’s no room on network televi- 
sion for programming that’s actually any good. But due to the pilot’s success on 
YouTube, NBC announced that they commissioned the lead actors to appear in 
“webisodes” and ordered new scripts for a proposed TV series. - Toddy Burton 




DVD WATCH 

SHAKESPEARE 
BEHIND BARS 

Shout! Factory, $19.98 

Little-seen, despite a 
Grand Jury Prize nomination 
at Sundance in 2005, this 
well-considered documentary 
about a Shakespearean troupe 
at Kentucky’s Luther Luckett 
Correctional Complex gets a 
fine DVD edition from Rhino 
spin-off Shout! Factory. The 
company seems to be expand- 
ing its range beyond kitsch 
and small-screen nostalgia into 
independent features, and the 
design of this disc portends well 
for the effort. Though it lacks 
subtitles, the disc’s three com- 
mentary tracks and 12 deleted 
scenes - royal treatment for a 
documentary underwritten by 
the BBC and released in only 
a handful of theatres - expand 
upon and enhance the film’s 
fly-on-the-wall revelations about 
life in prison. As director Hank 
Rogerson (Homeland) follows 
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the inmate players through a 
season of The Tempest, the 
Bard’s verse helps them grieve 
their mistakes and rehabilitate 
themselves. The parole board 
beckons - but will tragically 
elude - some of the actors; two 
others end up in solitary, which 
provides an apt lesson in prison 
justice. All of the guys are model 
inmates and repentant criminals, 
but they’re also murderers, cop 
killers, and drug dealers - one 


is a child molester undergoing 
four-stage rehab. Structured 
like a classic backstage story, 
the film offers an Ariel named 
Bulldog, a Prospero who’s serv- 
ing time for dropping a hair dryer 
into his pregnant wife’s bath, 
and a Caliban known in the 
yard as Big G. Curt Tofteland, 
the troupe’s volunteer director, 
drills the inmates in diction and 
dramaturgy - at one point dis- 
missing a passionless soliloquy 
with “Words ... words ... words!” 
- and helps them discover the 
play’s themes of redemption 
and forgiveness. Shakespeare 
doesn’t offer any excuses for 
the men’s mistakes, but its 
candid depiction of a successful 
program for prisoner rehabilita- 
tion suggests some cause for 
optimism about the justice sys- 
tem at last, while reminding the 
audience about the transforma- 
tive properties of art. One of the 
deleted scenes also introduces a 
character cut from the final edit: 
inmate Bruno, the painter and 
former stonemason who creates 
the play’s scenery. Two of the 


three audio commentaries fea- 
ture inmates from the program 
discussing their experiences; 
convicted sex offender Leonard, 
a natural actor with a Kevin 
Spacey quality, relives a trip to 
solitary at the center of the film. 
Leonard’s scenes, which contain 
a painful confession, complicate 
the film’s ethics, but Rogerson 
helps realize Leonard’s wish: “To 
redeem my life so that I am not 
remembered for the very worst 
thing that I have done.”

Team Players 

Guilds take the lonesome 
gamer out of seclusion ... 
kind of

Throughout the Eighties and Nineties, 
gamers would take a game system to their 
rooms, turn on, tune in, and drop out. Since 
most games allowed only two-player modes, 
they could socialize with only one other 
person; anyone else would have to wait for 
the others to finish and grab the controller. 
Massively multiplayer online games like Guild 
Wars and World of Warcraft manifest some- 
thing more sociable, offering unique virtual 
realms for hoards of subscribers. No more 
waiting for turns. 

So what does the human species do when 
a large population congregates in a single 
area? They form groups, or in an MMO’s 
case, guilds. Missions can be completed more 
successfully and efficiently in a group fash- 
ion. Without guidelines, however, these group 
efforts lend themselves to chaos, so the guilds 
grasp at producing these boundaries. 

A guild’s social structure is arranged as a 
pyramid. At the peak you have the members 
who possess the most points, have the high- 
est social status, and hold the power to put 
the others under the influence of their codes 
of conduct. As the pyramid widens out, each 
level down consists of class members with 
fewer points and less status. The newbies at the 
bottom work their way up the pyramid through 
grinding, trading, and selling goods. 

“We have to be able to be on call all of the 
time,” says Greg Leonard, a 33-year-old Austin 
gamer who’s been in the guild scene for six 
months and spends roughly 50 hours a week 


playing World of Warcraft. “If you can’t be 
counted on, then why are you here?” 

Leonard is in between guilds, with his sights 
set on one named Defiance, whose codes 
of conduct better suit his personal tastes. 
“Defiance is around my age; we have the same 
sense of brash humor. They don’t want some- 
one who’s going to get their feelings hurt when 
they get insulted,” Leonard says. 

Brad Woolwine, a local game designer by day, 
spends his after-work hours as an officer for the 
Trick Model guild in the same game. The codes 
of conduct for his guild start with the basics. “We 
can’t make racial slurs, and we have to be helpful 
to others, be nice to our guild members.” 

As they gain experience, guilders join in 
groups and tackle obstacles they couldn’t con- 
quer on their own. The achievements grant the 
guild members weapons and supplies, giving 
them a taste of the next level. “You have to 
have a 40-man team to take down some boss- 
es, so everyone helps each other out,” Leonard 
says. A team like this consists of 40 individu- 


als, isolated at home, staring into a screen that 
hosts the universe of their alter egos. 

Woolwine ’s home is completely dark except 
for one light in the computer room. The only 
thing clearly seen is Woolwine’s pale skin, 
glowing through the dark corridors. He’s in the 
middle of a game, his character surrounded by 
20 others of the same guild. The voice commu- 
nication plays through the speakers, relaying 
the jabber of his guild regulators barking orders 
like “Do I have to give a speech on ground- 
control people? No, no, no, let the mages do 
their job!” The authoritative voice resembles 
a football coach or a drill sergeant. The guild 
regulators direct every scenario they fall into, 
making it as orderly as possible, keeping the 
team from falling apart. Woolwine’s vision 
was keenly focused on the screen as his chair 
swiveled side to side in anticipation. He, too, 
commits 50 hours a week to this endeavor. 

Woolwine says that he’s made several close 
friends through his guild. “Even if this game 
ended, I would still talk to my guild members. 


We call each other by our real names, and some 
of them have my cell phone number. ” 

Leonard’s apartment is similar to Woolwine’s 
house but halfway underground. Same 
ghostly pallor and same solitary light source. 
Communication with his potential guild mem- 
bers is more crude and vulgar, but their work 
ethic parallels Woolwine’s guild. However, 
Leonard says his guild friends are online 
friends only. “I’ve never met them before, 
but I’ve heard of people who have traveled to 
meet their guild mates.” When not combating, 
Leonard taps his fingers on his desk anxiously, 
craving the next attack. 

As the game progresses, the obstacles, 
rewards, and social status of the players increas- 
es. The guilders work together, have scheduled 
raids, and have to think outside of the box for 
their team to continue pillaging the jungle of 
World of Warcraft. Through voice-communica- 
tion programs like TeamSpeak or Ventrilo, the 
guilders are constantly problem solving, becom- 
ing friends, and working in a community. “You 
really get to know the people in your guild 
through voice communication,” Leonard says. 

“It’s definitely a team sport; we commu- 
nicate more so than real sports teams do,” 
Woolwine says. “If one person drops the ball, 
all 40 players could go down. Everyone has 
to know what everyone else is doing. ” A team 
works together to complete a task without eye 
contact, hand signals, or reading the expres- 
sions on their teammates’ faces. Online group 
forces have eliminated physical relevance in the 
term “working together.” 

Guilders have found a way to appease their 
social human needs yet still live a secluded life- 
style. Through World of Warcraft, Defiance, and 
TeamSpeak, gamers can be an important part of a 
close-knit community, without ever meeting their 
brethren. The alternate cyber-world teaches them 
leadership skills and challenges their intellect all 
in the comfort of a computer chair. Why play 
outside when all 200-plus of your friends are in 
the only room with a light on? ■

TV EYE 

A Little 
Border Music

Illegals, wetbacks, mojados ... whichever 
label is deployed, the meaning is the same: 
someone who doesn’t belong. 

In recent times, the people those labels have 
been affixed to have become charged with 
everything from dismantling the American way 
of life to stealing bread from children’s mouths. 
For those who have been studying the distinct 
immigration experience of the U.S. -Mexico 
border, the renewed attention to the “immi- 
grant problem” is both familiar and frustrating. 
The wave of humans crossing from Mexico to 
the U.S. is not new. The level of visibility is 
what has changed. Again. 

In contrast to the criminalization of immi- 
grants typically found in the mainstream media, 
several small independent films have sought 
to put a human face on the experience. One 
of these films appears on PBS as part of the 
documentary series POV. Al Otro Lado (To the 
Other Side) by Natalia Almada, which makes 
its national broadcast premiere after playing the 
festival circuit, takes an interesting approach. 
She begins in Sinaloa, Mexico. As the drug 
capital of Mexico, Sinaloa is also the birthplace 
of the narcocorrido and home of the legendary 
singer Chalino Sanchez and monstrously popu- 
lar Los Tigres del Norte. After offering some 
cursory background on the corrido, the life of 
Sanchez, and the history of Los Tigres, Almada 
focuses on a 23-year-old singer and fourth-gen- 
eration fisherman Magdiel. Like many young 
Sinaloans, he is finding it difficult to make a 
living. The most obvious (and profitable) choice 
for him is to become a drug runner, but he’s 
a musician at heart. So, when a coyote offers 
to help him cross to the U.S. in exchange for 
writing a corrido about him, Magdiel accommo- 
dates. He dreams of being a successful musician 
like Sanchez, but as many who have studied 
the immigrant experience know, Magdiel must 
overcome a series of inhumane hardships that 
he, in his naivete, cannot fathom. 

Al Otro Lado is an important contribution to 
the understanding of the immigrant experience. 
Unfortunately, the broadcast version, edited to 
fit the 56-minute window, feels disjointed. Not 
having seen the original version, it’s hard to tell 
if the lapses come from editing to length, or if 


it’s an accurate reflection of the original. While 
Magdiel is an interesting central character, Al 
Otro Lado is most powerful when it veers from 
his story. In an aside, peeking at the work of 
citizen border-watchers like Chris Simcox with 
Civil Homeland Defense on the Arizona border, 
we see firsthand the human experience of bor- 
der-crossers. When Simcox finds four Mexicans 
hiding in the desert brush, the sense of despair 
among the Mexicans is palpable. When one 
of the men shows his calloused hands as evi- 
dence of the type of work he did in Mexico, it’s 
clear this is a man who is not afraid of work. 
If “stealing jobs from Americans” means get- 
ting something for nothing, this small moment 
proves that the charge is misplaced. In the 
same segment, Simcox’s earnestness also comes 
through. Encouraged by his president, he wants 
to do his part as a good citizen. It would prob- 
ably disorient Simcox to realize that he and the 
Mexicans he has collared have more in common 
than he thinks. And it is in this moment that 
Al Otro Lado reaches to the heart of the matter. 
Unfortunately, the moment is fleeting as we are 
pulled back to Magdiel’s story. 

In comparison, local filmmaker Heather 
Courtney’s two films covering similar ground 
(Los Trabajadores, Letters From the Other Side) 
are more successful. However, Almada’s work is 
a welcome and necessary contribution to what 
should be a long line of films that approach the 
subject from divergent perspectives. 

It airs Tuesday, Aug. 1, at 9pm on PBS. 

What Else Is On? 

It has been 40 years since Charles Whitman 
climbed to the top of the University of Texas Tower, 
armed and with one thing on his mind. Ninety 
minutes later, Whitman had gunned down 45 
people before being shot and killed by law enforce- 
ment. To mark the anniversary, local Fox affiliate 
KTBC will air a special 30-minute documentary 
on the event, Sniper ’66. Whitney Milam is pro- 
ducing the special, which includes “never before 
seen footage.” Also included are interviews with 
surviving eyewitnesses, Texas Ranger Ray Martinez 
(Ret.), KTBC newsman Neil Spelce, along with 
former UT President Larry Faulkner and Gary M. 
Lavergne, author of A Sniper in the Tower. According 
to KTBC, Sniper ’66 does not seek to sensational- 
ize the event but to “illuminate a time before mass 
murder in public spaces became almost routine. 
Before the tragedies of Columbine, Oklahoma 
City, and 9/1 1 desensitized the American public, 
Charles Whitman introduced Texas to domestic 
terrorism without a cause.” 

It airs Saturday, July 29, at 6:30pm on 
KTBC-Fox 7.

Once upon a time, a rumor that the Rolling 
Stones’ Voodoo Lounge tour would stop in Texas 
Memorial Stadium, for the first concert on the 
Longhorns’ home field since ZZ Top’s infamous 
1974 Barn Dance, got TCB his maiden front-page 
Daily Texan byline. Sadly, the show was not to be, 
and UT’s outdoor concert drought was instead bro- 
ken by the Eagles. Correcting a 12-year injustice, 
the World’s Wrinkliest Rock & Roll Band announced 
Tuesday that, provided Keith Richards doesn’t fall 
of any more trees, the fall 2006 leg of their A Bigger Bang 

tour will include the Stones’ first-ever Austin show Oct. 22 at Zilker Park. Ticket information 
and support acts are TBA, but since the promoter is none other than Austin City Limits Music 
Festival producers Capital Sports & Entertainment, even money says Lance Armstrong 

introduces the band. Equally likely is that CSE asks former Stones opener Los Lonely Boys to 
repeat, but the San Angelo trio made headlines of their own when bassist JoJo Garza was 
arrested on misdemeanor charges of family disturbance and possession of marijuana before 
the Boys’ Stubb’s show last Saturday. The trouble started when someone at the downtown 
Omni, where the band was staying, registered a noise complaint and police were called to 
Garza’s room. In a statement Monday, Los Lonely Boys’ attorneys said the disturbance resulted 
from a “misunderstanding” between Garza and his fiancee, the bassist was detained despite 
her protests, and she exhibited no evidence of injury. (They declined to comment on the mari- 
juana charge.) Garza was released on a personal bond in time to play the sold-out show. Finally, 
Brooklyn noisemakers TV on the Radio, replacing Donavon Frankenreiter, will join Los Lonely 
Boys and about 125 other acts at the ACL festival. Only single-day tickets remain for the Sept. 
15-17 event. 



STICK A FORK IN 'EM 

It’s probably safe to say that, unlike 
Austin’s Voxtrot and Spoon, Sound Team 

won’t be invited to play the Pitchfork Music 
Festival anytime soon. 

Last month, the influential 
indie-rock Web site award- 
ed the local sextet’s 
Capitol debut, Movie 
Monster, a middling rating 
of 3.7 out of 10, although 
the reviewer seemed 
much more interested in 
the forthcoming movie 
Snakes on a Plane than 
the album itself. The band 
responded with a short 
film on YouTube.com 
wherein a doll labeled 
“Sound Team” is repeat- 
edly stabbed with a pitch- 
fork, tossed off a cliff, and 
set on fire (though, oddly 
enough, not snakebitten). 

Juicy feuds like this don’t come along every 
day, so TCB broke out the good ol’ crystal ball.

BEYOND THE 
BACK ROOM 



The Back Room is 

eulogized plenty in the 
pages to come, with 
good reason. Consider 
this: The Riverside Drive 
venue, which opened in 
1973, is as old as 
doomed NYC punk 
shrine CBGB; moreover, 
both were ultimately 
felled by skyrocketing 
property values. But the 
Back Room’s true value 
goes well beyond 
money. It inspired a z 

degree of loyalty in its 1 

staff, performers, and | 

patrons practically s 

unheard of in the cut- ^ 

throat nightclub indus- 
try. Often to its financial 
benefit, but sometimes 
not, it was consistently 
willing to program genres 
and styles shunned by 
trendier venues. Because 
of this, it was one of the 
few clubs in town whose 
clientele comprised a 
true scene - and without 
bending over backward to 
make sure everyone else 
knew about it. 

Though the Back Room 
has booked as much 
mainstream rock and 
pop-punk as anything 
else for some time now, 
and though its most prof- 
itable shows over at 
least the past year have 
been hip-hop, it will forev- 
er be synonymous with 
metal. And the metal 
scene it nurtured for so 
many years is thriving 
like never before. Local metal is on TV with 
public access’ Pure Metal Sickness, on the 
radio with lOIX’s No Control, in print with 
The Edge , Whoopsy!, and Reloaded, and in 
the clubs at Redrum, Headhunters, 

Red Eyed Fly, and Room 710. The one 
place it’s not, it seems, is at the same 
dinner table as some of Austin’s more 
celebrated genres. 

“It’s booming. It really is,” says Tammy 
Moore, who began booking Redrum in 
January after two separate stints at the 
Back Room. She reels off a long list of 
bands populating this resurgent scene: 


Course of Ruin, 
Hatchetwork, Closed 
Hand Promise, By Any 
Means Necessary, 
Shrapnel, Mevyn, Images 
of Violence, Vesperian 
Sorrow, Pleasant Valley, 
Meet Fist. Most, if not all, 
she insists, deserve not just 
local but national attention. 
One side effect of the Back 
Room’s closing, Moore 
notes, is that it has forced 
the Austin music industry at 
large to finally pay attention. 
She just hopes it sticks. 

“That’s exciting to me, 
because one of the main 
things I want to happen is 
for the city to take the 
genre seriously,” she says. 
“These guys are real 
moneymakers.” 

Although the game side 
will remain open on a 
month-to-month basis for up 
to two more years, the Back Room’s musical 
side signs off this weekend with an all-day 
barbecue and rock show Saturday (see 
schedule) and one last local hip-hop blowout 
Sunday with Basswood Lane, Nac & Swift, 
Casino & Gutta Gang, C-Note, Rob G, 3rd 
Degree, and many more. In the end, like 
CBGB, it was just a building, albeit an unusu- 
ally long-lived one in a business where clubs 
come and go like the tides. What went on 
inside that building, however, for most if not 
all of the Back Room’s 33 years, provided a 
wealth of lessons the rest of our beloved 
music scene would do well to learn.

Inside the Back Room's Hairistocracy, 1988-1995

Never in its 30-plus-year run was it Austin’s classiest venue, but the Back Room definitely had balls; 
in the self-proclaimed Live Music Capital of the World, it adopted a simple enough name: “The Rock 
Club.” And it was, especially during the era celebrated in these pages, 1988 to 1995. It was the age of 
Dangerous Toys and Pariah, when Pearl Jam and Stone Temple Pilots were openers and Steve Earle 
and Jane’s Addiction played back-to-back shows the very same night. The game side isn’t just where 
we first saw Dragon’s Lair and Golden Tee, but where Bono, Tommy Lee, and Dimebag Darrell headed 
after sold-out shows across town. And it’s where so many would suck down habanero-infused chili with 
Jim Ramsey, Mark Olivarez, and Jason McMaster every Super Bowl Sunday. This was a place built upon 
traditions, secret handshakes, and real loyalty - not just a club, but a clubhouse. And although many of 
us stopped paying our dues years ago, many didn’t. For the Back Room’s loyal army of regulars, it’s the 
center of a lifestyle. Year after year, generations of bands and fans continued to step right up, all the 
way to Saturday’s last hurrah. Austin, say goodbye to “The Rock Club.” Another one bites the dust.

It’s Dec. 31, 1988, New Year’s Eve at the Back 
Room, and the cock-rock cognoscenti are out in 
full force. The pagan princes of glam-sleaze out- 
fit Gypsy Rogue have just finished their opening 
set, and the stage is a flurry of coming and going 
Marshall cabinets and Charvel guitars. In mere 
moments, Dangerous Toys will storm the stage. 
For now, the crowd buzzes and hums as the DJ 
blasts Guns n’ Roses through the PA: 

“ Welcome to the jungle, weve got fun and games, 
We’ve got everything you want, honey we know 
the names ... 

The comers are dressed to the elevens. It’s a 
sea of snakeskin and fishnet; skirts hiked high 
and bulging biceps exposed. This hodgepodge 
of beautiful people basks in black light refract- 
ed off the Day Glo-green chain-link fences and 
ceiling-high mirrors that are the Back Room’s 
motif of the era. 

Some are here to get laid. Some are here for 
the music. Some are here to get their loads on. 
I’m here for all three. 

“We are the people that can find, whatever you 
may need, 

If you got the money, honey, we’ve got your 
disease ... 

Anticipation is off the charts. Tonight’s 
headliner is Dangerous Toys, Austin’s own 
entry into the building post-G’N’R rock derby. 
A publishing rep signed the Toys backstage 
here at SXSW in March. They’ve spent most of 
summer and fall in Los Angeles recording their 
debut for Columbia. Tonight is their first show 
in almost six months. 

“You’re a very sexy girl, very hard to please, 

You can taste the bright lights but you won’t get 
them for free ... 

These are the halcyon days for the Back 
Room, the stuff of legend. Of spandex and 
strippers. Of cocaine and rattlesnake cowboy 
boots. Of backstage decadence and debauch- 
ery worthy of Behind the Music. Tales of 36-fret 
guitars, of really, really kickass hair. It was a 
time of booze-fueled, blues-fused hard rock, 
amplified - Marshall, of course - into a sound 
system so severe it made your testicles tingle.

The only Eighties metal cliche missing here 
is spandex, at least on the men. Then again, 
as the occasion signals, we’re only 365 days 
from sticking a fork in the decade. Spandex is 
pretty much dead by now (“you’re so 1983”), 
giving way to ripped, acid-washed 501s or that 
evergreen metal mainstay, leather. 

The Back Room’s new matching $5,000 
(each) Intellibeams creep and crawl around 
the wall and ceilings and over the crowd, like 
a police helicopter searching for a fleeing fugi- 
tive, or perhaps the skylight at a red carpet 
soiree. It feels a lot like that tonight. 

“Welcome to the Jungle, we take it day by day. 

You learn to live like an animal in the jungle 
where we play ... 

Stagehands continue to strike Rogue’s gear, 
making way for the Toys’ new stage setup 
purchased with some of that Columbia fat 
cash. A seemingly interminable row of Anvil- 
cased Marshall heads and cabinets line the 
back perimeter. 

The club goes dark, the DJ silent, and all 
that’s left is anticipation, hanging even thicker 
now. Anticipation of a new year. Anticipation 
of how high up the rock-star ladder this ragtag 
team of Texans can climb. On some level, it’s 
much more primal and guttural: anticipation 
of the onslaught of sound and lights mere 
moments away, the audiovisual overload of the 
imminent Rock Show. 

“And when you’re high you never, ever wanna 
come down, 

So down ...so down ...so down ... Yeah!” 

Four-fifths of Dangerous Toys dart from 
the darkness and become visible onstage. 
Guitarist Scott Dalhover, bassist Mike Watson, 
drummer Mark Geary, and “new guy” Danny 
Aaron launch into signature opener “Start 
the Party.” 

Four bars in, vocalist Jason McMaster emerg- 
es from the recesses of backstage in mirrored 
shades. He is the Back Room’s own golden 
god, a general returning from the wars of the 
Western shore, wiser and stronger for the 


battles. The one, rightful ruler of the East 
Riverside Hairistocracy. 

The Toys tear through a 75-minute set, paus- 
ing only for the briefest of chatter about their 
El-Lay adventures and to remind the crowd 
how much they are loved. And, of course, 
to ring in the New Year in a sea of confetti 
and flying corks and ham-handed, slobbery 
smooches. After midnight, they sprint to the 
finish with new songs from the forthcoming 
record, and old crowd favorites that are not, a 
proper sampling of this band on the cusp. 

Next, presumably, comes the encore, as the 
crowd demands. 

“DANGE ... russ ... TOYS! 

DANGE ...russ... TOYS!

Toys’ song selection for the encore is pecu- 
liar and entirely appropriate. Dalhover hits the 
instantly familiar, delay-rich riff that begins

life, absent irony, wink, or nudge. McMaster’s 
reddish hair and ample vocal talents are the 
spitting image of Axl. Dalhover reinvents 
Slash’s rather simple 12-bar solo as sweeping 
arpeggios. The otherwise note-for-note render- 
ing ends with a single, subtle personalization: 

“In the jungle, welcome to the jungle ... 

It’s gonna bring you down, Back Room!” 

The show ends two songs later, and antici- 
pation gives way to afterglow. But even that

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Final Countdown

Thirty-three years of Back Room shows and 
events can hardly be summed up in one timeline, 
but with the end of this established venue in our 
sights, it’s worth a try. Great roadshows and his- 
toric local shows have come and gone from the 
Riverside metal mecca, but more important is its 
spread of genres. What reads metal today had its 
turn in folk rock, alt-rock, and even a few bouts of 
country. Panned together from talks with regulars, 
bookers, and years of ads and notices, a spotlight 
review follows. Just remember, as the ad used to 
say, “A Neat Appearance Is Required.” 


Nov. 1973: Back Room opens its doors at 
2021 E. Riverside, now a Thundercloud Subs. 
For nearly a decade, the live shows include 
residencies by W.C. Clark, Stephen Doster, 
and Angela Strehli, among others. 

Late Seventies: Back Room moves to 2015 
E. Riverside and transforms the Copper Dollar 
biker bar into a massive game room. 

1981: Wayne Nagel takes 
over as talent buyer.

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is still rooted in a sense of what’s next. Toys’ 
eponymous debut LP drops in four months. By 
summer, breakthrough single “Scared” is No. 1 
with a bullet on MTV’s daily countdown, and 
Toys are touring the world with the Rock Elite. 
By Christmas 1989, Dangerous Toys will have 
sold 400,000 records. 

But for now, it’s Jan. 1, and when the sweaty, 
throbbing throng exits the Back Room between 
1:30 and 2am, almost no one will pay heed 
to the 8-by- 10-inch publicity photo of a rela- 
tively unknown band called Jane’s Addiction. 
However, someone has Sharpied a menacing 
penis onto the Nothings Shocking poster that 
hangs at the doorway. 

Glory Days 

People’s memories of those Back Room 
glory days, the late Eighties and early Nineties, 
almost universally come down to two things: 
the scene of Dangerous Toys, Pariah, and the 
dozens of other local bands that called the club 
home; and the roadshows. The conversation 
here invariably shifts to Jim Ramsey, the noto- 
rious promoter who booked the club between 
1986 and 1993. The refrain is always similar: 
“Whatever you thought of Ramsey, he made 
his mark there.” 

Ramsey made his mark on the Austin music 
scene long before setting foot in the Back Room. 
He opened Club Foot and put a bevy of talent, 
including U2, on its stage. He almost single- 
handedly willed South Park Meadows into 
existence alongside landowner Abel Theriot; 
the Police’s landmark 1983 stop was but one of 
his shows. He was part of the legendary “Ivory 
Tower” consortium that ruled the scene from 
the One Texas Center high-rise at South First 
and Barton Springs, built on the very founda- 
tion of the Armadillo. This loose-knit group 
included promoter legends Tim O’Connor 
and French Smith, omnipresent band man- 
ager Marc Proct, ticket man Brad Meyer (Star 
Tickets), and Steve Hauser, the Pace Concerts 
prodigy who went on to become a vice-presi- 
dent at William Morris Nashville. Save Liberty 


Lunch and niche venues likes Antone’s and the 
Cactus Cafe, they pretty much ran the town. 

Ramsey was the A1 Swearengen of the Back 
Room, not above pulling his (metaphorical) 
knife to get his way. Brash and cocky, Ramsey 
was capable of spewing venom and bile with 
the best/worst of them. To be sure, he was a 
forceful personality, but one who did seem to 
have a sense of the camp’s bigger purpose, for 
which he probably didn’t get enough credit. 
People remember Ramsey consistently placing 
in “Worst Thing to Happen to Austin Music” at 
the annual Austin Music Awards. They forget, 
or never knew, how many bands he helped 
along the way. 

I went to work for Ramsey for the first time 
a week after that New Year’s Eve Toys show, 
a week before the Jane’s Addiction show of 


January 13, 1989. My speed-metal group Zero 
Tolerance was then playing the club, and bar 
manager Mark Olivarez would hire me to spin 
records on nights the harder bands were play- 
ing (my late-night KTSB metal show focused 
on bands like Anthrax, Slayer, Megadeth, et al, 
more marginal, less sexy fare for the club at 
the time). I told Ramsey he was crazy to bring 
Jane’s Addiction to town without hanging fli- 
ers around campus. He saw the light, and we 
turned away 500 people that night. 

Before long, I was hanging fliers for most 
roadshows around campus in exchange for 
tickets. Over the ensuing months, that parlay 
grew exponentially. I DJed at the club, not just 
on metal nights, but eventually every night. I 
laid out the weekly Chronicle ad. I set up flea 
markets, battles of the bands, listening parties, 
and the like. 

Soon enough I was more or less booking 
the local talent at the Back Room, as Ramsey 
refocused his attention on bigger fish at 
City Coliseum, the Opry House, and the 
whopper of them all, Spring Break on 
South Padre Island. He started cutting 
me in on profits from his bigger shows. 
Between my weekly KUT gig covering 
City Council and all these rock & roll 
money streams, I was making pretty good 
money for a guy who drank too much, 
partied too much, and woke up around when- 
ever. By summer 1990, when we finally made 
our stand at Padre, I had dropped out of UT 
and was pretty much living in Ramsey’s spare 
bedroom. Who needs a degree, I thought, 
when you can make such good coin without 
actually working? 

Ever the gunslinger, Ramsey was the perfect 
henchman for owner Ronnie Roark’s perfect- 
storm business model. We could overpay for 
talent, undercharge for tickets - even lose 
money at the door - as long as we sold enough 
at the bar, which in turn ended up with 
liquored-up patrons pounding their quarters 
into the pool tables. The Door. The Bar. The 
Games. Three distinct yet intertwined revenue 
streams. And as long as two were profitable, we 
were golden. 


That’s why we had so many roadshows 
at the Back Room, and it’s the reason why 
people have so many “way back when” sto- 
ries that feature the likes of Maynard Keenan 
(Tool), Tom Morello, Andrew Wood (Mother 
Love Bone), Perry Farrell, Joey Ramone, Chris 
Cornell, and Layne Staley. Depending on who 
you ask, the stories tend to take on their own 
personality, due to both embellishment and 
the general, ahem, fuzziness of memories 
around that time. 

Take the October 1991 Pearl Jam show, the 
third date of the Ten tour. Eddie Vedder did 
his first “monkey man” kick, climbing onto 
one of the sprinkler-system pipes, got his hair 
caught in one of the sprayers, and eventually 
freed himself to finish the show. Andy Langer 
and I stood next to each other start to finish, 
sure at that moment we’d be doused by the 
sprinklers. We still agree it’s interesting how 
the confirmed paid attendance was less than 
50, but today hundreds of people swear they 
were there. 

What I remember with this show, as with 
most, is the little stuff. Here, it’s the intro- 
verted Vedder sitting in a backstage comer after 
the show, obviously uncomfortable with well- 
wishers’ comings and goings, staring at his feet 
while engaged in an hourlong conversation 
with Langer. 

My favorite star-fucker story was back in 1988, 
interviewing Mother Love Bone, including future 
Pearl Jammers Stone Gossard and Jeff Ament, 
who had just opened for Dogs D’Amour. I 
relaxed with band members backstage as vocalist 
Andrew Wood bounced in and out of the room 
at will, seemingly on an ADHD bender. The rest 
of the band remained (relatively) thoughtful and 
focused, even as three “band-aids” in pastel cot- 
ton sundresses - and not much else - bathed 
themselves around a 5-gallon watercooler as they 
passed around a huge Ziploc Baggie of magic 
mushrooms. Every time I’ve mn into Jeff and/or 
Stone in the last 18 years, they always remember 
that night. How couldn’t they? 

Many of my most vivid memories don’t 
have anything to do with metal, like the night 
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I was making pretty good 
money for a guy who drank too 
much, partied too much, and 
woke up around whenever.

WHERE MUSIC STILL MATTERS 
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Bill Clinton was elected in Nov. 1992, when 
Mary’s Danish played a free show for 1,000 
people. We left the big-screen projector TV on 
during the show to watch the election returns. 

Or the night I booked Glass Eye goof project 
Monniker to open for Porcelain Grind. I loved 
these little experiments. Most failed, like the 
time I put on the fledgling Hollywood Indians, 
fronted by a doe-eyed kid named Ethan 

The Back Room was always 
the seedy club on the 
wrong side of 1-35 with 
the wrong kind of music. 

Azarian, to open a 24-7 Spyz show. I hoped 
to exploit the feud the Indians had fueled via 
West Campus posters with the “Chomicle.” 

No one cared. Truthfully, these examples 
aren’t all that germane to the era. They are per- 
sonal indulgences. Afterthoughts. Asterisks. 

In that day and age, it really was about the 
metal. It was Pantera’s Phil Anselmo allegedly 
pistol-whipping a stripper with his penis, for 
seemingly no good reason - talk about a vulgar 
display of power - or paunchy Quiet Riot sing- 


Exit Pole 

In the early Eighties, teenage Back Room 
rat Jason McMaster learned from the likes of 
Armored Saint, Saxon, Nazareth, and Cheap 
Trick, and applied those lessons in Austin’s 
two most important hard-rock acts ever: semi- 
nal progressive metallurgists Watchtower and 
the gold-selling Dangerous Toys. Twenty years, 
and perhaps 20 bands, later, his is the undis- 
puted face of the Back Room. In fact, per- 
haps the only Back Room fixture more identifi- 
able than Me Master’s mug may be “The 
Pole,” the club’s huge load-bearing, view- 
obstructing onstage column. “If you’re tired at 
the end of the show, it’s an excellent crutch,” 
McMaster told the Chronicle in 2003. “I use it 
as part of the show, as every pole on a stage 
should be.” 

Austin Chronicle: How was the Back Room 
different from every other sleazy metal club? 

Jason McMaster: This one was home. 
Period. You play one sleazy metal club, you’ve 
played ’em all. Ain’t that the fuckin’ truth. But 
when you’re at home and you want to go to a 
sleazy metal bar, you went to the Back Room. 
It’s where the heart mended itself, bloomed, 
and got angry and happy, all in one shot-glass. 

AC: So a piece of you dies with the Back 
Room , right? 

JM: Not necessarily. Mark Olivarez said this 
first, but it truly is more about the people 
than the place. Relationships were made. 
People were born, and people died. People 
were discovered, and people faded away. 

There were people hired and fired. They 
moved away. They moved back. They had chil- 
dren. The circle of life continues either way. 

AC: But that clubhouse for like-minded peo- 
ple no longer exists. 

JM: True. And it’s closing down because of 
gentrification, not because the scene is dead. 
But people won’t let what they had there die. 
You had to be there. And if you weren’t, you

Pariah was the right band at the wrong time. 
When they busted out on the Back Room 
scene in 1988, they quickly established them- 
selves as the Dangerous Toys’ heir apparent. 
They could sell out the club on their own. 
They looked good, sounded great, and were 
the Back Room’s undisputed “next big thing.” 
But by the time their Geffen debut finally came 
out in 1993, it was a whole new world. 

In October 1992, 1 traveled to L.A.’s Conway 
Studios with Pariah to document the festivities 
for a Chronicle music feature. During my two 
days with the band, I met legendary A&R rep 
Tom Zutaut (who signed Guns n’ Roses and 
Tesla) and producer Tom Werman (Metallica, 
Motley Crue). 

The handling of Pariah was problematic all 
along. Throughout 1988, 1989, and 1990, 
the group built a relentless following among 
the Texas underground. Once Dangerous Toys 


missed a good time. Fuck, that place has 
smelled exactly the same for 20 years. 

AC: Describe the smell. 

JM: The night crew swabs the deck with 
ammonia to cover the beer smell and barf. So 
in the morning it smells like ammonia, but a 
few hours later that gets replaced by some- 
thing that smells like burning plastic. It could 
just be the fucking layers of paint, spit, and 
scum on the walls. 

AC: Will you miss the pole? 

JM: Originally, there was the corner-stage 
pole, stage left. And then when they moved 
the stage, there was the center pole, the way 
it is now. Fuck. I’ve molested two poles there. 
It’s funny, there was a blog the other day 
where people were talking about grabbing the 
pole when the bulldozers come. I felt a little 
ownership there. 


Pariah, ready for the major-label close-up that never came 


got signed, everyone wondered when Pariah 
would follow suit. Some feared that lightning 
wouldn’t strike twice for Austin, but it did in 
summer 1991, even as Geffen prepared for the 
release of Nirvana’s Nevermind. The Seattle 


AC: So you want it instead? 

JM: Nah. I’ve had my time with the pole. I’d 
like to have a brick though, to set next to my 
Liberty Lunch brick. This is that important. 

AC: You won't be there to see it close. 

JM: No. I’ll be in Canton, South Dakota, 
with Broken Teeth. The tour’s been booked 
since April. 

AC: Is that disappointing? 

JM: It is. When they announced this, I think 
they instinctively thought I’d be there to play 
the last show. It’s definitely an honor for the 
staff to suggest I’d be the last guy to come off 
that stage. But I’ve got obligations, and they 
respect that too. That obligation is to rock until 
I’m dead, and that’s what the fuck I’m doing. 

AC: That's what the Back Room would have 
wanted. 

JM: Damn right it is. - Andy Langer 


trio’s album came out that September, and 
everything changed. 

“Things were changing, and we were going 
with the flow,” recalls Pariah singer David 
Derrick. “We were playing whatever we thought 
was cool and weren’t afraid to jump whatever 
bandwagon. We were young and wanted to 
impress the label types. But, yeah, the scene 
was definitely swaying off from the hair bands 
as they called ’em. Called us.” 

But Pariah weren’t hacks. They had boat- 
loads of songwriting talent. But taking their 
new songs with the old, their repertoire was 
all over the road. By the time Pariah made it 
into the studio, there was no clear consen- 
sus about what to do with them. The band 
had grown musically and had written great 
songs but had been shelved to avoid com- 
peting with the Gunners’ Use Your Illusion 
double-dip. 

Nobody could even seem to agree if Pariah 
was a hair band or not. One thing that stands 
out more than anything is Zutaut in the stu- 
dio, decreeing from on high, “You are not a 
Lollapalooza band.” 

By the time the time was right, it was all 
wrong, and To Mock a Killingbird arrived much 
too late, more or less stillborn in summer 1993. 

One year after Killingbird finally did see the 
light of day, Quentin Tarantino’s Pulp Fiction was 
the most talked-about film on the big screen. 
Watching onetime Law & Order guest star 
Samuel L. Jackson opine how the TV business 
worked, you couldn’t help but think of Pariah. 

Paraphrasing, Jackson noted that some pilots 
become TV series while others become noth- 
ing. Through no fault of its own, To Mock A 
Killingbird was a pilot that became nothing.

A lot of people remember Kurt Cobain as 
the assassin of All Things Metal, and there is a 
sliver (pardon the pun) of truth there. Nirvana 
certainly captured the cultural Zeitgeist when 
Nevermind dropped in late 1991, though not 
really until “Smells Like Teen Spirit” went Top 
10 in early 1992. Kurt became the Anti-Axl,

DARYL “TOOLBOX” PETERS 
BOTTLESHOP 
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rejecting all the notions of rock-star excess and 
extravagance G’N’R came to symbolize. 

But the truth is that hard rock and metal were 
being “Seattle-ized” long before Nevermind. First 
came the aforementioned Jane’s Addiction show 
in January 1989. Later that year was a Voivod, 
Soundgarden, and Faith No More triple-header. 
In 1990, it was Alice in Chains busting on the 
scene with Facelift. Even in early 1991, Smashing 
Pumpkins’ Gish arrived months before Nirvana 
or Pearl Jam started to break big. 

Accordingly, a lot of the Back Room’s next 
wave of local headliners - Near Dark, Porcelain 
Grind, and Hush Scarlett among them - demon- 
strated decidedly alt-rock leanings. In the past, 
you might have heard a Montrose or Thin Lizzy 
cover to close out a Friday-night set. By then it 
was more common to hear “Mountain Song” 
or “Pigs in Zen.” And in 1992, right on sched- 
ule, the Back Room had its first bona fide local 
“grunge” headliner in Dig, who would eventually 
change their name to Seed and go on to release a 
record on Giant. In 1994, they enjoyed a respect- 
able 15 minutes on MTV’s Alternative Nation. 

Reflecting on the turn of that decade, there 
was no longer a single “metal” sound than 
there was a single “Seattle” sound that killed it. 
Wasn’t, for instance, Queensryche from Seattle? 

When Alice in Chains played the Back Room 
in 1990, they opened for Extreme. Perhaps 
Guns n’ Roses themselves took the first steps 
toward making things less posed and fake. 
Watch the difference in the way Guns n’ Roses 
carries itself between first video “Welcome 
to the Jungle” (spandex, poofy hair) and true 
breakthrough “Sweet Child o’ Mine” (not so 
much). By then, links to the glam-metal era of 
Poison and Cinderella were fading fast; even 
the mighty Crue had ditched the make-up. 

And what about Pantera? They were with- 
out peer among the poofy-hair set. But with a 
new singer and harder sound, they reinvented 
themselves and prospered among the first tier 
of Nineties aggro -metal bands. 

If there was a single vibe that resonated with 
these disparate bands on the rise, it was a rejection 
of the self-importance that came to typify Eighties 
metal. Rock-star indulgences - except, of course, 
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The Player 

From 1986 to 1993, if you needed anything 
Back-Room-related, from tickets to a sold-out 
show or a gig for your brother-in-law’s cock- 
rock band, booking agent Jim Ramsey was 
your man. With owner Ronnie Roark’s bless- 
ing, Ramsey’s calendars balanced some lb- 
20 road shows a month with an ever-rotating 
slate of developing local acts (often stacked 
six to a bill). Even a decade into a post-music 
life in advertising, he’ll easily go down as the 
guy who reigned over the Back Room’s glory 
days. Don’t believe us? Just ask Jim Ramsey. 

Austin Chronicle: A lot of folks identify the 
Back Room’s glory days as your days. 

Jim Ramsey: I think they were. Wayne 
Nagel introduced to me Ronnie Roark in late 
1985. I needed a club for road shows. I’d put 
bands like the Fleshtones at Duke’s Royal 
Coach Inn. And I’d done a lot of shows at 
Raul’s and Club Foot. As a promoter, it would 
be frustrating to see these clubs come and 
go. Wayne suggested the Back Room. Before I 
knew it, I’d cut a deal to put all my road 
shows there. For a while there, when it came 
to road shows, there were two venues: wher- 
ever I was and Liberty Lunch. And when I left 
in the spring of 1993, you could take a knife 
and cut it. The golden age of the Back Room 
road show was over. 

AC: What was your relationship with Ronnie 
Roark like? 



JR: It was great. Somebody needs to stand 
up and say if it weren’t for Roark, it never would 
have been there. Fie opened it up as a club 
and was dedicated to music all along. And 
had he not been willing to put up the money 
for road shows, they wouldn’t have happened. 
As long as the music wasn’t taking money 
away from the games and bar was breaking 


drugs - became contrived and were kicked to the 
curb by the so-called “Generation X.” 

And, don’t forget, there was another strain 
of metal with an even bigger Nineties influ- 
ence. Metallica’s self-titled fifth record, known 
ever after as the Black Album, was released 
two weeks before Nevermind. The Bay area 
band had enjoyed decent success with 1986’s 
Master of Puppets and 1988’s ...And Justice for 
All, but with “Enter Sandman” all over MTV’s 
pre-TRL countdown - before “Smells Like Teen 
Spirit,” we should note - Metallica redefined 
metal and took it into the mainstream in ways 
even Judas Priest and Iron Maiden hadn’t. 

The highly stylized stripe of metal rooted in 
partying and getting laid and looking good was 
on its way out. Ugly and loud as hell, Metallica 
had been battling those pretty-boy notions for 
a decade, finally and ironically becoming a 
multiplatinum phenomenon - Metallica has 
now sold more than 20 million copies world- 
wide - just as Nirvana did. 

In the end, what gets lost in hindsight is this 
overlapping period where metal was on the 
decline and alt-rock was on the upswing. But 
the two certainly co-existed, co-mingled, cross- 
pollinated, and overlapped, for a time anyway, 
at the Back Room. 

The Song Remains the Same 

What’s interesting about the Back Room’s 
heyday, roughly from Toys’ 1988 signing to 
Ramsey’s 1993 ouster, is that everyone who ran 
the show thereafter was around back in the day. 
Mark Olivarez was already running the bar when 
he took on the booking. Eventually, as general 
manager, he ceded those duties to Mike “Truth” 
Boudreaux, former head of security. Phil Nitch, 
the guy with the pirate fetish who succeeded 


Boudreaux as booking agent, ran sound back 
then. And when Olivarez moved up through 
the Roark organization, he promoted yet 
another long-hauler, Sean McCarthy, to GM. 

My own exit from the Back Room was rather 
inauspicious. When Olivarez left the club and 
briefly moved to Houston, he was replaced by 
Red Rose manager “R.T.,” who let me know my 
services were no longer “requested.” Ramsey 
said I could keep working for his other shows. 
It was personal by then, so I just took my toys 
and left the sandbox, focusing on my K-NACK 
radio gig and heading back to school to finish 
my degree. 

When Olivarez came back to Austin, he 
and I mended fences, and I did a little 
DJing - where I worked alongside onetime 
Big Boy/Junkyarder Chris Gates, then running 
sound - and some advertising layout, although 
Photoshop’s arrival rendered my skills obso- 
lete. I only re-entered the club for a month, but 
at least we ended on a positive note. 

One of the last shows I booked into the Back 
Room was, oddly, Spoon. Olivarez was back 
running the club, and my K-NACK radio show 
Homegroan had spawned a weekly live-music 
showcase, bouncing from West Campus pizza 
dive Zeppoli’s to Antone’s on Guadalupe, 
Babe’s on Sixth, Liberty Lunch, Electric 
Lounge, and the Back Room. 

I did five weeks there, including that Spoon 
show featuring original bassist Andie Maguire. 
While I doubt anyone regards that show as 
any kind of high point in Spoon’s career, ever, 
the Back Room appears twice as often in the 
Britt Daniel lyrical canon (“The Minor Tough,” 
‘Anything You Want”) as the Electric Lounge 
(“Waiting for the Kid to Come Out”). 

I’m not sure how history will remember the 
Back Room. As a hard-rock proving ground, 


even, he didn’t care. His gaming business 
was huge. Fie made a fortune out of games. 

AC: Business aside , the Back Room always 
had a pretty heavy family angle. 

JR: Sure. Just as there was a strong core 
following for the Armadillo or Liberty Lunch, 
there was a family aspect at the Back Room 
too. Absolutely. The thread was music. These 
were people that would see each other every 
night and then still want to spend their week- 
ends going out and picnicking or joining a 
busload of people to float the river together. I 
remember bungee jumping over the San Saba 
River with a bunch of the bartenders and 
doormen three weeks in a row. 

AC: Do you think part of the Back Room 
faithful’s us-vs.-them mentality came from the 
club’s location in a sketchy neighborhood? 

JR: A little bit. But, remember, in the mid- 
Eighties, Riverside was still all college kids in 
condos. I was there the other day, and the 
neighborhood has certainly changed. It’s not 
what it used to be. It was always kind of 
rough, but not this rough. 

AC: Will you miss it? 

JR: I’ll miss the Back Room of my era. I 
had a great time there. But I know the best 
thing that could’ve happened to my internal 
organs was to move on. I suspect my liver is 
still out there in the parking lot. 

AC: Maybe that’s the smell McMaster talks about. 

JR: Fried brain cells and Ramsey’s rotting 
liver? Exactly. - Andy Langer 


the club produced seven major-label contend- 
ers in 14 years. Besides the Toys and Pariah, 
Johnny Law and Lance Keltner were signed 
around the same time. Dig/Seed followed in 
1994, Unloco in 1999, and Ritalin/Riddlin’ 
Kids in 2000. The tally grows to eight if you 
count Junkyard, who played the Back Room 
and had Austin ties (Gates) but didn’t exactly 
come up there. Hard to imagine any other local 
clubs with such a solid batting average over the 
last 30 years. 

Even “getting signed” ain’t what it used to be. 
Nowadays, it’s nothing to record and release 
your own stuff, promote it on the Internet, and 
build your own world, but back then, it was 
the silver chalice. Like so much of the dust 
kicked up today, the rush of a major-label deal 
is another arcane notion that requires a lot of 
explaining to dispel the anachronism. 

Here’s the thing. For a place filled with so 
many cool people, which on any given night 
had the coolest show in town, the Back Room 
was never cool. Not really. It was always the 
seedy club on the wrong side of 1-35 with the 
wrong kind of music. In reality, the club had 
to try thrice as hard to overcome those precon- 
ceptions; we hired extra security so that unes- 
corted females never had to walk to their cars 
alone. Forget that it was an oasis where you 
could see so many of the day’s up-and-comers 
for a ridiculously cheap ticket, and that, for 
this brief moment, it ran neck-and-neck with 
Liberty Lunch for the coolest shows in town. 

In a world where perception equals reality, I 
suppose, that’s how history will remember the 
Back Room. Not quite larger than life, not quite 
getting its due, just that marginalized metal 
club over in the barrio. That will hereafter be 
the Back Room’s eternal albatross, but those of 
us who were there know different. ■

Never mind that he stripped buck Satan 
nekkid for the finale “Purple Head” and modestly covered his genitals with a straw cowboy hat to 
exit the stage. Ministry’s onslaught was less showy, though Jourgensen stepped up the punishing 
beat with brutal vocal menace, announcing that “Austin, Texas fucking rules!” (Whoa! Never heard 
that!) and laying waste to new songs like “Fear,” “LiesLiesLies,” and “No W” (“NWO” reordered, 
get it?). But the frenetic chanting of “Just One Fix” by an audience likely to be the next generation 
of hep C patients was creepy. Maybe the shock value of such things loses its worth with age, but 
Jourgensen was his own toughest act to follow. - Margaret Moser 


DANNY BARNES,

To some, a singer-songwriter 
has become the equivalent of 
a folk singer. But on Saturday 
night, Robyn Ludwick and 
Danny Barnes offered proof of 
just how far folk music really 
is from today’s typical singer- 
songwriter wankery.

After a short break, Barnes provided a distinctive and wide-ranging overview of 
his type of folk, running from guitar rags to death-metal banjo to a guitar tune composed with 
Robbie Fulks for a movie soundtrack. Concentrating on songs from his latest record, Get Myself 
Together (Terminus), he bobbed, weaved, and scatted his way through humorous originals like 
“Rat’s Ass” and “Breasts,” but also made some social commentary on “Wasted Mind,” while 
covering Tim O’Brien’s “I’m Running Out of Memory for You” and the Faces’ “Ooh La La.” Danny 
then generously lent center stage to Ludwick to end this night of 21st-century folk with a bluesy 
version of her own “Virginia.” -Jim Caligiuri

A June Associated Press account of a deposition by Michael Jackson, given for an upcom- 
ing trial in a lawsuit by a former business associate, reports that Jackson habitually car- 
ried no money and got none from his business manager and that his only source of occa- 
sional cash was from leasing the cows that grazed on his Neverland Ranch. Lawyer: "So all 
your cash, whenever you need cash to shop or whatever, comes from the cows?" Jackson: 
"Yes, believe it or not." Lawyer: "I don't, but that's OK. I don't have to." Jackson: "I'm 
telling you." 


LEAD STORY 

Allen Heckard filed a lawsuit in Hillsboro, 
Ore., in June against Michael Jordan and Nike 
founder Phil Knight for $416 million each, 
charging that they are responsible for his “pain 
and suffering,” and his “defamation,” in that 
nearly every day for 15 years, people have 
mistaken him for Jordan. Heckard admits to 
being a pretty good basketball player (though 
6 inches shorter than Jordan) and to wearing 
Air Jordans, and in fact curiously told KGW- 
TV that, all in all, being recognized as Jordan 
was a “positive” thing. He said he arrived at 
the “416” figure from multiplying his age by 
seven (though he appears to be in his 30s, not 
59). (Needless to say, Heckard filed the lawsuit 
without the benefit of a lawyer.) 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION 

• Are We Safe? 1) The Washington Times report- 
ed in June that a retired New York City police 
officer had nonchalantly passed through the 
main security checkpoint at Department of 
Homeland Security headquarters by show- 
ing as his only ID a long-obsolete Mexican 
consulate card. 2) Also in June, Delaware 
governor Ruth Ann Minner complained that 
Homeland Security’s secret telephone hotline 
to governors, intended for emergency commu- 
nication, was often tied up by telemarketers, 
and recommended that the department enter 
the number onto the government’s Do Not 
Call registry. 

• In June, federal judge Fernando Gaitan 
Jr. ordered Missouri to suspend executions 
until substantial changes are made in its pro- 
cedures, including specifying exactly which 
lethal drugs are to be used and in what quan- 
tity. Gaitan also pointed out that the doctor 
overseeing the state’s executions is dyslexic 
and may inadvertently be transposing the 
dosage numbers. 

• In April, a dead, decaying cow got caught 
on a tree branch at a dam near West Milford, 
WVa., and remained there for “several weeks,” 
according to an Associated Press report, gross- 
ing out neighbors, while five government juris- 
dictions declined repeated requests to move 
it. It was outside West Milford city limits; the 
state Department of Natural Resources handles 
only wild animals; the state Environmental 
Protection people found no ecological danger; 
the state Agriculture Department called it a 
local issue; and a regional Water Board also 
declined. Finally, on May 13, workers from the 
state Division of Highways, along with local 
volunteer firefighters, removed it. 


LEAST COMPETENT 
CRIMINALS 

1) On June 26, outside the Community Bank 
in Miami, two men robbed a Brinks-armored 
truck guard and made a clean getaway, and 
police have no leads. However, the one bag the 
men grabbed contained only the bank’s deposit 
slips. 2) Adam Curtis Hunter, 18, was arrested 
in Cookeville, Tenn., in June after smashing his 
car into a house and passing out nearby. When 
police arrived and found marijuana and drug 
paraphernalia, and discussed citing Hunter 
for driving while intoxicated, Hunter objected. 
According to the police report quoted in the 
Cookeville Herald- Citizen, Hunter said they 
won’t find marijuana “in his blood because he 
did not smoke it, he just sold it.”

in Helsenborg in May, but one officer appar- 
ently found him too likable and encouraged 
him to stay on the run.

day trips

Perini Ranch Steakhouse looks like an old ranch barn that has 
seen better days. From the oak-tree-shaded parking lot baked to a 
fine powder, the faded boards and tin roof of the restaurant can 
belie the culinary wonders happening on the other side of the walls. 

On the outskirts of Buffalo Gap, a little more than 15 miles 
south of Abilene, and almost a four-hour drive from Austin, Perini 
serves up what must be one of the best steaks in a state known 
for its beefsteaks. The dry pepper rub on the carefully selected 
cuts of meat cooked over a mesquite fire makes the difference. 
Don’t come in a hurry because each steak is cooked with due 
consideration by the ranch hands sweating over the hot coals. 

Perini is no poser when it comes to ranch cooking. Tom Perini 
started cooking from the back of a chuck wagon on his family 
ranch in 1973. By 1983, he opened his now-famous restaurant in 
a former hay barn on the ranch. 

Over the years, the business has grown with the accolades. 
While the outside of the restaurant may still look like an old barn, 
on the inside, it is more like visiting a rancher’s cabin. The estab- 
lishment has grown by adding more rooms, some with fireplaces 
and decorated with longhorn horns. Out back on the patio are pic- 
nic tables shaded from the evening sun. When every seat is filled, 
the restaurant and patio can hold more than 1,000 diners. The 
cowboy chic emphasizes the food, not the decor. 

Professional food critics around the state and the country have 
taken notice of the rustic restaurant on the range. Among the 
awards is a certificate, from a national magazine, calling Perini 
one of the 20 best steakhouses in the West. Southern Living mag- 
azine featured the steakhouse on its cover, and the Hill Country 
Wine & Food Festival gave Perini a Critic’s Choice award for his 
beef tenderloin. 

The house specialties are the grilled 16-ounce rib eye, pepper 
New York strip steaks, and the 8-ounce filet. Each is a beautiful 
cut of meat, tender enough to cut with a butter knife. It would be 
a shame to smother the subtle smoky flavor with a steak sauce. 

The menu also includes sandwiches, pork ribs, and catfish. The 
hamburger alone is a two-fisted affair with the ingredients laid out 
on the plate for custom assembly. You can also get a grilled chick- 
en breast or a sliced rib-eye sandwich. 

Nowhere is the restaurant’s attention to detail more evident 
than in preparation of the dinner salad that comes with the 
entrees or as a side. The salad comes with three kinds of lettuce 
and enough mushrooms, radish slices, and tomatoes to give it 
some substance and flavor. 
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The chef’s creativity really shows in the side dishes. One of his 
signature dishes is the Zucchini Perini, which is baked in an 
Italian meat sauce. The Green Chile Hominy comes with seasoned 
white hominy mixed with bacon, chilies, and Cheddar cheese; this 
might change your opinion of hominy. 

It won’t be easy, but you will want to save room for dessert. 

The Perini Ranch Bread Pudding is a new twist on an old favorite. 
The sourdough bread and pecans come soaked in a whiskey 
sauce that is not too sweet but very buttery. For the less adven- 
turesome, the strawberry shortcake is made with homemade bis- 
cuits. The more adventuresome should try the cheesecake topped 
with jalapeno jelly. 

Perini Ranch Steakhouse is about a mile south of Buffalo 
Gap off Ranch Road 89, the same road that leads to Abilene 
State Park. The staff is rustling up some grub Wednesday 
through Thursdays, 5 to 10pm; and Friday to Sunday, 11:30am 
to 10pm. Reservations are recommended for weekend evenings 
(325/572-3339). 

On Friday and Saturday evenings and Sunday lunch, the menu 
includes a buffet table with fried chicken, catfish, mashed pota- 
toes, and that wonderful bread pudding. Tom Perini can often be 
seen catering fine cowboy affairs around the state. The steak- 
house’s famous beef tenderloin and other products are available 
from www.periniranch.com.

Last week’s column got lost in the e-mail ether; sorry. See 
“Soccer Watch Online” for more, but the newsy part was: 

• Bruce Arena’s out as U.S. national team coach, and 

• The Italian match-fixing scandal verdict came in: four 
teams punished, three demoted to the second division. 

Well, not so fast on that second item. In the wake of 
appeals filed Wednesday, heard Saturday, and decided this 
Tuesday, penalties against all four teams have been slashed. 
As it now stands, Lazio and Fiorentina are reinstated to 
Serie A, albeit with 11- and 19-point deductions in next 
season’s standings. AC Milan’s point deduction is cut from 
15 to 8, and they’re cleared to compete in this season’s 
Champions League. Only Juventus would be demoted to 
Serie B, along with forfeiting the last two league titles; but 
their 30-point penalty is reduced to 17, giving them a shot at 
regaining Serie A after just one season down. 

Of course, all four clubs 
immediately announced that 
they’ll file further appeals. 

Juventus club president 
Giovanni Cobolli Gigli swore 
on the team Web site that 
“we will take our appeal to every possible court. I can 
assure you that we will not stop until justice has been done 
in the interests of our extraordinary fans, our shareholders, 
of the club, and of course of the championship.” 

Justice airitaliana - it’s truly a thing of exquisite beauty: 
gloriously choreographed, with thundering operatic bluster 
and dramatic posturing, mixed with baroque gentility, and 
minutiae argued in such convolutions that no one really 
knows what’s being contested any more. And in the end, 
they decide to let bygones be bygones, and everyone goes 
home happy. Bellissima. To me, one more appeal sounds 
about right: Water down the sentences about in half again, 
to where they’re just barely meaningless; maybe Juve still 
has to go down to B for a year, but they’ll get their champi- 
onships back (because, after all, the past matters far more 
than the future), and everything is sistemato - “systemized,” 
as they call it. Campioni del Mondo! - Nick Barba ro

Cuento is Spanish for story, those individual webs of words 
we all enjoy so much. It’s an appropriate title for a play that 
was, at least for me, so much about language. 

That I feel compelled to say about a third of the play is 
in Spanish should indicate my assumption that I’m writing 
for a primarily English-speaking audience, 
and that’s a cultural assumption. It could be 
read as a warning that, unless you speak 
Spanish, you may not understand this latest 
Teatro Vivo production and thus, not be able 
to enjoy it, but that’s certainly not the case. 
You may not understand every word being 
said, but you’ll understand everything that’s 
happening. Rupert Reyes, the writer, co- 
director, and one of the actors in the show, 
understands how to write comedy. More importantly, he 
understands how to present it. 

The first image of the play is of grandmother Petra examining 
her breasts for lumps. It appears that she has cancer and may 
be dying. Of course, life goes on, and soon after she’s in bed 
with her husband Rafael. It’s their anniversary, and it’s pretty 
clear what they’ve been planning, which includes references 
to Rafael’s “little buddy.” But all Petra wants to do is call her 
daughter Carmen and see her grandchildren. Eventually, she 
manages to manipulate a visit to care for the children while 



Carmen and her husband Michael go on a trip, but the children 
are spoiled and bratty, with little love for the Spanish language, 
which isn’t spoken in their house, or especially for Mexican 
food. Unbeknownst to all, the spiteful, evil Red plans on kidnap- 
ping the children to try to force Michael, who works for the dis- 
trict attorney, to release his brother from jail. 

It’s comic melodrama in the tradition of Neil Simon. Funny 
scene piles on top of funny scene, and the actors often deliver 
the material in exactly the way a pair of comedians would, 
standing on the stage presentationally, their bodies facing the 
audience while they speak to one another. One-liners drop like 
candy from a pinata, many of them from Reyes as Rafael, but 
constantly from Beatrice Fuentes and JoJanie Segura, who 
simply and joyously play two of Petra’s friends. And while the 
kidnapping part of the story could easily fall flat, J. Jimenez- 
Smith and especially Rudy Sandoval, as the kidnappers, are 
the same kind of righteous, bumbling idiots you find in films 
like Home Alone, and just as entertaining. 

Embedded in this cultural comedy is a message about 
choice. We make time for things that are important to us. 

We can’t depend on others to teach us on their own; we 
need to want to learn. I enjoyed the production tremendously, 
but there were moments when I found myself thinking that 
I wished I spoke Spanish because I wanted to enjoy it even 
more. While some of the more dramatic moments don’t quite 
come off, enough do, and the comedy always works to perfec- 
tion. These are not professional actors, but as a group they 
have a great sense of self and an accomplished sense of 
comic tempo. Whatever language they’re speaking, it’s a lan- 
guage I understand. - Barry Pineo

While the Swan of Avon was known to 
crib plots and characters from the writ- 
ings of others, you can safely bet that 
it wasn’t Scheherazade 
Shakespeare was chan- 
neling when he penned 
A Midsummer Night's 
Dream. Theseus and 
Hippolyta, the dense, 
fairy-infested forest, 
and those rough-edged 
craftsmen seem rather 
far removed from the 
sultans and sand dunes of The Book 
of One Thousand and One Nights. And 
yet, when transported to Arabia, the 

duke of Athens and his Amazon bride fit quite cozily in a caliph’s 
palace, the rude mechanicals look right at home in the bazaar, 
and those enchantments of the fairy world translate handily to the 
land of djinnis and magic lamps. All of which is to say that if you’re 
christening a new outdoor performance space behind a Middle 
Eastern eatery, as Tongue and Groove Theatre is in back of Ararat, 
An Arabian Midsummer Night's Dream is actually an ingenious and 
fitting way to go. 

Tongue and Groove artistic director David Yeakle and his sizable 
company work overtime at seasoning their transplanted Shakespeare 
with Middle Eastern spice. The sprawling playing space - five distinct 
areas spread over a full 180-degree arc - offers onion-domed turrets, 
faux palm trees, swaths of white sand, and, painted on a tiny house 
left of the main stage, a mural of the desert under a starry night sky. 
Laura Cannon outfits the cast in earth-toned cotton tunics, trousers, 
and robes set off by brilliantly hued sashes, sheaths, and fezzes of 
the lushest fabrics, many of them luxuriantly patterned. Titania and 
her fairy train - transformed as if by magic into a harem of midriff- 
baring bellydancers adorned in all manner of sparkly, jangly baubles, 
bangles, and beads - enhance their supernatural allure with the 
spellbinding charm of that ancient art form (especially as embodied 
in the sinuous, sensuous shimmying of choreographer Mimi Kayl- 
Vaughan). Puck’s speedy circumnavigation of the globe is made on a 
flying carpet (enchantingly depicted via shadow puppetry and a fully 
fleshed airborne puppet created by Conor Hopkins). By and large, 


these elements, offered under a darkening summer sky, succeed in 
transporting us viewers at least halfway ’round the world to a place of 
somewhat exotic delights. 

Alas, the play itself isn’t always fully present once we arrive. Yeakle 
has edited away a good half of the script, compressing the charac- 
ters more into types, which actually serves to play up the Dream's 
fairy-tale feel and give him room to play the comedy as commedia - 
one of Yeakle’s specialties - as well as keep the story moving briskly 
along. Unfortunately, the levels of experience among the 19 perform- 
ers are so varied that the production overall has difficulty realizing 
the director’s vision, much less breathing life into Shakespeare’s 
text. For every full-bodied performance such as Felizdia McDonald’s 
sensual, beguiling turn as fairy queen Titania, there’s one that strains 
against the text or ends up creating an inadvertently abrasive char- 
acter. Veterans such as Mark Stewart and Elizabeth Doss, skilled at 
playing classical verse and comedy, are given relatively little to do, 
which puts more of a burden on the less proficient performers, some 
of whom force the comedy, causing it to go flat, and some of whom 
simply can’t be heard (although a rather loud kitchen fan that runs 
throughout the show contributes substantially to this problem). 

This may not be the place, then, to go for savoring this oft-told 
tale as Will set it down in Elizabethan England. But there’s enough 
goodwill and visual splendor here - not to mention flashes of genuine 
grin-inducing magic - to make you feel that you’ve whiled away the 
1,002nd night with Scheherazade. - Robert Faires

Disappearance” 

Okay Mountain, through July 29 

Four large photographs by Adam 
Schreiber hang on one wall. The first 
looks like splatters of a milky substance 
on a glass surface with 
a dark background. The 
next features a cream- 
colored control panel sit- 
ting on a similarly hued 
surface. The third image 
echoes the first: A pair 
of shoes seems to float 
above black flooring with 
blips of white reced- 
ing in an even pattern. 

The final image consists of a group 
of silicon wafers lying at the end of a 
machine that can be confused with a 
metal detector. 

The back wall features six photos 
from Anna Krachey. Three focus on land- 
scape in which the real estate either is 
developing or has been abandoned mid- 
construction. The other three suggest 
some unknown narrative as they include 
female figures in snippets of differing 
scenarios. Andy Mattern has four large 
photos, each one capturing a nighttime portrait of a lonely building. 
The lights are central and suggest an interior glow. In a niche created 
by the movable wall hang the works of Bryan De La Garza. Numerous 
Polaroid photos flank the projection of a video. Both mediums have a 
similar appearance. They are gritty and colorless like documentaries. 
They have immediacy to their image but also capture a moment in a 
reminiscent gaze. 

The agenda is quiet in this summer group show. The portraiture 
and the landscape are easily recognizable, but just beneath the 
surface lies the title of the exhibition, “Active Disappearance.” In 
Schreiber’s work, the focus of the camera pops from the picture 
plane in a 3-D optical trick. The main constellation of splatters, the 
control panel, the shoes, and the wafers appear to hover just slightly 


over their backgrounds. Krachey points her camera at scenes devoid 
of explicit action. The elements of construction reveal periods of tran- 
sition. Mattern captures the personality of a location during the most 
inconspicuous time. At night, with its lighting and the absence of 
activity, the building’s personality is illuminated. De La Garza provides 
snapshots of random people in unglamorous situations. They present 
authentic, very real portraits but also elevate these common, maybe 
lowly moments into a historical record. 

The four artists focus their attention onto differing subject mat- 
ter, but they all present change. Obsolete technology, encroachment, 
real estate development, and individual histories all look back at a 
moment that is passing. It’s not nostalgic, but matter-of-fact. A mem- 
ory that fades is a memory forgotten. Frozen in time, the memory 
sits silently on the surface. - Salvador Castillo

D: Chris Paine. (PG, 92 min.) 

Opening with a mock funeral for General Motors’ EV1 
electric car, this multifaceted documentary seeks the culprit 
responsible for its demise and finds plenty of blame to go 
around. Arriving as it does on the heels of Al Gore’s surprise 
Hollywood hit, An Inconvenient Truth, which 
has caused the issue of global warming to 
enter the popular Zeitgeist, Who Killed the 
Electric Car? seems like the obvious if cir- 
cumstantial follow-up. Naturally appealing to 
environmentalists and techno motorheads, 
this film’s story also unfolds like a good mur- 
der mystery, broadening its scope into areas 
such as grassroots organizing, corporate 
conspiracies, and governmental interference. 

The history of the electric car presented here 
is also a largely California-based saga due to the state’s pas- 
sage of the Zero Emissions Mandate in 1990 to deal with 
its smog problem. It required 2% of all new vehicles sold in 
California by 1998 to be emission-free. GM and the other 
American auto manufacturers began working on prototypes 
to fulfill the mandate, and by 1996 GM released the EV1, a 
completely electric-powered car that required no gasoline or 
motor oil. Despite consumer happiness with the vehicle, the entire 
fleet of EVls was recalled by GM in 2001, and the film explores the 
reasons why. The film interviews owners, auto makers, legislators, 
and engineers to find out why the car posed such a threat to the 
status quo and the welfare of the many auto-related industries. Most 
notably, the film uncovers the duplicitous GM campaign in which it 
agitated against the Zero Emissions Mandate while also complying 
with the law by building the required cars. Talking out of both sides of 
its mouth, GM waged war against its very own product, and numerous 
examples of this corporate dodge are enumerated in the film. Also 
highlighted is the current Bush administration’s oil-friendly stance 


and the demise of the EV1 that coincided with the Republican return 
to office and their alternative promotion of hydrogen fuel. Public atti- 
tudes against the perceived shortcomings of the electric car are not 
left off the hook either. The film devotes too much time to the emotional 
insights of laid-off EV1 sales-specialist-turned-activist Chelsea Sexton. 
And the sing-songy narration by Martin Sheen won’t do much to woo the 
unconvinced. Yet you’ll leave the film wondering why you’ve never seen 
a TV ad for an electric car, or why GM is all about selling Hummers 
these days. - Marjorie Baumgarten

AMERICA: FROM FREEDOM 
TO FASCISM 

D: Aaron Russo. (NR, 105 min.) 

Filmmaker Aaron Russo and a swelling 
movement of angry Americans make the 
case in this documentary that there is no 
law on the books that requires Americans 
to pay income taxes. Although Russo’s 
film is grounded in Libertarian theory, the 
producer-turned-filmmaker presents some 
very provocative information in the film’s 
first half, which argues that there is no 
legal basis for the payment of income 
taxes. He looks at the origins of the 16th 
Amendment and concludes, as many other 
tax resistors have over the years, that the 
amendment was never legally ratified by 
the states before its implementation in 
1913. Russo speaks with former Internal 
Revenue Service workers who’ve grown 
disenchanted with the agency’s inability 
to cough up a specific statute to support 
their endeavors and also speaks with vari- 
ous experts, authors, and average citizens. 
Russo spars with former IRS Commissioner 
Sheldon S. Cohen, who tries to explain 
what is meant by “voluntary compliance” 
and the meaning of various Supreme Court 
rulings that he finds inapplicable to the 
IRS. Yet the majority of Russo’s speakers 
are supporters of his cause - a cause that 


this former music promoter, former Bette 
Midler manager, producer of the films The 
Rose and Trading Places, and failed can- 
didate in the Nevada governor’s race is 
championing with this self-produced film. 

His efforts have been rewarded with a gen- 
uine grassroots campaign of viewer sup- 
port, and in one of the odder examples of 
politics making strange bedfellows America: 
From Freedom to Fascism is being distrib- 
uted by Cinema Libre Studio - the inde- 
pendent company that has also released 
such left-identified fare as Uncovered: 

The War on Iraq, WMD: Weapons of Mass 
Deception, The Future of Food, and Tim 
Robbins’ Embedded Live. In between his 
experts’ testimonies, Russo also highlights 
several cases of resistors’ legal battles 
with the IRS that cast the agency as a bully 
that relies on intimidation and fear to get 
what it wants. However, just as the film’s 
arguments start growing persuasive, Russo 
(who also narrates the movie) undermines 
his work by freefalling into a tangled web of 
all-out conspiracy-mongering. The Federal 
Reserve is taken to task for being the work 
of a rich cabal of banking interests. The 
decline of the gold standard and the secre- 
cy and lack of auditing of Fort Knox are 
also seen as conspiratorial. Next, the film 
segues into the evils of the USA PATRIOT 
Act, electronic voting machines, national 
ID cards, and the new world order. It con- 
cludes with an impassioned plea for civil 
disobedience, but not before allowing Texas 


congressman Ron Paul to have the last 
word. (The Libertarian-turned-Republican 
Paul, a central Texas representative and 
physician, is known in the House as Dr. No 
for his consistent voting against anything 
not required by the Constitution.) Though 
the technical credits and music used in 
America: From Freedom to Fascism are a 
bit substandard for a theatrical release, 
it’s good to see that passionate cinematic 
rabble-rousing does not rest solely in the 
hands of the left. - Marjorie Baumgarten

THE ANT BULLY 

D: John A. Davis ; with the voices of Julia Roberts , 
Nicolas Cage , Paul Giamatti, Meryl Streep , Zach 
Tyler Ei sen , Bruce Campbell , Lily Tomlin , Cheri 
Oteri, Larry Miller. (PG, 88 min.) 

Consider the allure of the ant: Nowhere 
else can the budding entomologist deci- 
pher the physiological underpinnings of the 
family formicidae with such rapt attention, 
intuitively employing not only the more tra- 
ditional methods of anatomical study, but 
also such kidhood staples as the magnify- 
ing glass, the power-jet watering hose, and 
the vulcanized Stride Rite sole. Call these 
pint-sized explorers ant bullies if you must, 
but this interspecies backyard battleground 
is often also the birthplace of scientific 
wonder. (And pipsqueak sadism, of course, 
but the two are frequent if uncomfortable 
allies in the youthful war on ignorance.) 
That Warner Bros, has chosen to craft an 
animated film around childhood’s fascina- 


tion with all things small and squirmy is 
interesting - the project is adapted from 
John Nickle’s children’s book - but it 
makes for a strange time at the movies. 

The story is both simple and worthy of an 
issue of EC Comics’ Weird Science : 10- 
year-old beanpole-cum-bully-target Lucas 
(Eisen), who regularly takes out his feelings 
of victimization on the anthill in his front 
yard, finds himself a part of that very colo- 
ny when ant-wizard Zoc (Cage) shrinks this 
towering “destroyer” down to more man- 
ageable size. Despite the colony’s brief flir- 
tation with devouring their suddenly edible 
arch-foe, the Queen Ant (Streep) mandates 
that he be trained to “become an ant,” if 
not in leg count then certainly in spirit. This 
Lucas does, with commendable results 
and thanks in no small part to his ant 
“mentor,” Hova (Roberts), climaxing in an 
airborne third-act battle with Giamatti ’s sto- 
gie-chomping exterminator. Director Davis 
has previously helmed the televised Jimmy 
Neutron: Boy Genius and is no slouch in 
the animation department. The Ant Bully 
glows with vibrant greens and violets and 
moves with all the resolute forward motion 
of, well, an ant. Unfortunately it’s also as 
seemingly arbitrary in its meanderings, with 
various vocal work coming in out of left 
field (Ricardo Montalban as the head of 
the ant council is more or less wasted) and 
a storyline that just doesn’t add up to all 
that much we haven’t seen before, or done 
better, and frequently both. Kids will likely 
dig the triumph of the little guys, geeks 
will convulse with knowing glee at the nod 
to classic sci-fi flick Them!, and adults will 
puzzle over the script’s oddly brazen social- 
ist politics (this is like Entomology 101 as 
taught by Noam Chomsky). It all adds up 
to a peculiar whole: fun I suppose, but not 
what you’d call a picnic. - Marc Savlov

FREE ZONE 

D: Amos Gitai; with Natalie Portman, Hana Laszlo, 
HiamAbbass. (NR, 90 min., subtitled) 
AFS@Dobie. Free Zone’s opening 
sequence - an unbroken, 10-minute-long 
shot of Portman weeping in the back of 
a rainswept automobile - so thoroughly 
sums up the seemingly self-perpetuating 
emotional, political, and spiritual states of 
the Israeli-Palestinian conflict as to render 
the other 80 minutes of this film utterly 
superfluous. Still, Israeli filmmaker Gitai 
has much on his mind during the remain- 
ing running time, and while his film is 
frequently as frustrating (and very nearly 
as protracted) as its real-world counter- 
part, the maelstrom of chaos churning at 
the heart of his story should serve as a 
lesson to Westerners who wonder - or, 
more likely, don’t wonder very much at 
all - “What the hell’s wrong with those 
people?” Gitai, who directed the Israeli 
segment of the ambitiously global anthol- 
ogy film 11 '9 ”01; September 11, here 
limits his players to a mere trio, all of 
them women. Portman plays Rebecca, an 
American who has arrived in Israel only 
to have her soldier-fiance leave her in the 
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lurch (and, stingingly, stranded beside the 
Wailing Wall). Unmoored, she begs a ride 
from Hana (Laszlo), the wife of a man who 
makes his living retrofitting armor onto 
passenger cars. Hana is on a mission 
to Jordan, where she hopes to collect a 
debt of $30,000 from “the American” with 
whom her husband conducts business. 

After a drive that’s part travelogue and part 
snooze (during which Rebecca marvels 
at the eerie proximity of “the things you 
only see on television”), Hana reluctantly 
accepts some equally reluctant assistance 
from Leila (Abbass), a Palestinian woman 
as flighty as Hana is stoic. Together the 
three skirt the edges of a regional calamity, 
both literally and figuratively, as they thrust 
and feint there way through an ideological 
quagmire that, as in the real world, seems 
to be at once glaringly simple to resolve 
and maddeningly devoid of an exit strategy. 
Gitai’s film is lashed to current events even 
more than when it was initially released 
(in Europe and the Middle East; it’s also 
been much ballyhooed as the first Israeli 
feature to be shot in an Arab country), and 
it’s impossible to separate what you see 
on the theatre screen from what awaits 
you at home on CNN. This gives the film 
an almost surreal patina of hyper-reality 
and makes for a bizarre viewing experience 
made all the more so by the actors’ blithely 
matter-of-fact conversations. Gitai is plainly 
hoping to expand on the arguments that 
fuel the ongoing barrage of Middle East 
ordnance, but the milieu he chooses 
- essentially one long, queerly prosaic car 
ride to nowhere - robs the film of much 
of its dramatic force. Of course, he’s also, 
apparently, presenting the Arab-lsraeli con- 
flict as the world’s most annoying dysfunc- 
tional family road trip, which renders the 
proceedings almost as exhausting as the 
real thing. Even with Natalie Portman in the 
back seat, that’s a hell of a ride and twice 
as combustible. - Marc Savlov

and precious little substance, drowning in a 
chromium murk (courtesy of Collateral’s director 
of photography Dion Beebe), which manages to 
make this most garish of Floridian playscapes 
into a dreary, overcast hellscape, alternately 
queasy and threatening. For another, Farrell and 
Foxx, as libidinous detective Sonny Crockett and 
his marginally more grounded partner detective 
Ricardo Tubbs, have all the mumbly chemistry 
of a late Mickey Spillane hangover. There’s style 
to burn, but its not the kind you’d want to have 
on your walls, unless crimson back-spatter is 
the “new black.” The script, from Mann, has 
the formerly five-o’clock-shadowed duo chasing 
down a rogue drug cartel and Sonny falling for 
sexy Asian money launderer/moll Li, but the real 
emphasis here is on globe-hopping. The film jets 
(and “go-fast” boats) from stateside to Cuba to 
Colombia to elsewhere with the only noticeable 
result being that you may well want to book next 
year’s summer holiday in old Flavana - the place, 
in Mann’s universe, anyway, has lost little of the 
sleazy charm on display in 1964’s slice of Soviet 
agitprop Yo Soy Cuba, and I hear tell the cigars 
are to die for. There’s plenty of death in Miami 
Vice as well, predictably so, with double-crosses 
galore and a token appearance by the Russian 
mob and the Aryan Brotherhood, two criminal 
enterprises not known for their sartorial splashi- 
ness. Even former style avatars Crockett and 
Tubbs appear to be dressing down these days, 
trading in their goofy Eighties Italianate pastels 
for more somber hues worn with the deadly 
air of men on their way to a funeral, preferably 
their own. Miami Vice’s one saving grace, and 
it’s a slim one indeed, comes from Mann’s tried- 
and-true, ultra-choreographed ballistics ballets, 
including one deafening, third-act rain of cord- 
ite and lead that threatens to make you leave 
the theatre limping. And that’s the good news. 
Perhaps vice isn’t what it used to be, or maybe 
Crockett and Tubbs just aren’t all that interest- 
ing when removed from their appropriate time 
slot, but this may well be the dreariest and most 
monochromatic time you’ll have at the movies all 
summer. - Marc Savlov

You’d think that the director behind 
Ghostbusters and a writer/producer for The 
Simpsons could get together and make one 
hilariously outrageous movie. Well, think again. 
While director Reitman and writer Don Payne col- 
laborate to provide intermittent laughs, in the end 
this high-concept farce crashes down pretty low. 
There’s no doubt that Thurman is one super-hot 
superhero, and Wilson’s endearing befuddlement 
and adorable “aw, shucks” smile can temporarily 
distract from the absence of a good joke or an 
inspiring moment. But ultimately, the star-power 
smoke screen withers, and you’re left with a silly 
film, a couple of decent jokes, and an entirely 
too-predictable plot. Thurman performs double 
duty as all-powerful superhero G-Girl and her alter 
ego, Jenny Johnson. Meanwhile Wilson’s Matt 
Saunders balances his failures with women and 
his floundering job. And really, would someone as 
darling as Wilson have so much trouble getting 
a date? Come on, people. Anyway, Matt hooks 
up with Jenny and learns two secrets about her. 
One, she’s actually a superhero who can throw 
missiles across the sky while shooting laser 
beams out of her eyes, and two, she’s insanely 
neurotic. But only after he dumps her does Matt 
finds out how truly crazy she is. Think Fatal 
Attraction meets X-Men and you basically have 
the gist. Some small saving graces exist in the 
supporting cast. But like the rest of the film, they 
too are hit or miss. As the supervillain, Izzard

SCOOP 

D: Woody Allen; with Scarlett Johansson, 

Allen , Hugh Jackman , Ian McShane. 

(PG-13, 96 min.) 

Woody Allen’s previous film, Match Point, 
seemed to signal a rebirth of sorts for 
the aging auteur. Apart from the opening 
credits, Allen’s signature style was absent, 
save for thematic similarities to his bril- 


liant Crimes and Misdemeanors, and the 
film itself was as taut and involving as 
any thriller in years. Allen attributed the 
breath of fresh air to a change of settings 
(New York to London) and to his discov- 
ery of a new muse in actress Johansson. 
Judging from his follow-up, Scoop, the 
novelty of these elements wore off quickly. 
Allen’s second British film with Johansson 
finds the director falling back into the 
rut he carved for himself with every for- 
gettable comedy since the underrated 
Deconstructing Harry. Unlike Match Point, 
his fingerprints here are apparent from the 
first scene, during which recently deceased 
journalist Joe Strombel (McShane) rides 
a Grim Reaper-driven boat to the afterlife. 
Bored, Strombel makes small talk with the 
victim of a notorious London serial killer 
and discovers that the murderer is likely 
famous playboy Peter Lyman (Jackman). 
Strombel is livid: The story of the year just 
fell into his lap, but he can’t pursue it. Not 
to be dissuaded, he jumps off the boat and 
manages to materialize in front of a plucky 
young journalism student, Sondra Pransky 
(Johansson). At the moment, she is volun- 
teering in a magic show put on by neurotic 
illusionist Sid Waterman (Allen). Strombel’s 
ghost shares the tip and demands that 
Pransky and Waterman find the evidence 
to write an article exposing the criminal. 
Once she meets the charming Lyman 
though, Pransky finds herself falling for 
him. Johansson’s performance as a naive 
college student is a stretch, and while 
Jackman tries hard, he can’t overcome the 
fact that his part only exists to serve the 
plot. Allen puts forth an inspiring amount 
of energy, but he’s certainly not breaking 
new ground with this caricature that he’s 
played many times before. However, Allen 
executes the screwball setup with impec- 
cable comic timing, and the murder-mystery 
plot unfolds with the same subversion 
of audience expectations that made the 
third act of Match Point such a nail-biter. 
Still, it all feels inconsequential. There are 


plenty of opportunities for Allen’s acute 
philosophical musings on death, love, and 
fate, but he aims only for laughs. Often, he 
gets them, especially in several scenes in 
which Waterman pretends to be Pransky’s 
rich father at cocktail parties. But Scoop 
suffers from the same problem as much 
of Allen’s recent work: Even when the witty 
banter clicks, it seems stale. In fact, it 
often seems possible that Allen already 
used some of the jokes verbatim in one of 
his three dozen previous films. Years ago, 
when Allen’s inimitable comedy style still 
seemed fresh, Scoop may have joined the 
ranks of Sleeper and Take the Money and 
Run as a comedy classic. Today it provides 
a pleasant diversion, but will likely be 
forgotten by most along with other recent 
efforts like Small Time Crooks and Curse of 
the Jade Scorpion. - Brian Clark

Kevin Smith regains solid footing with this 
sequel. Twelve years have passed since we left 
counter clerks Dante Hicks (O’Halloran) and Randal 
Graves (Anderson) at the New Jersey Quick Stop 
and next-door video store. Their thoughts and 
conversations are still as raunchy and witty as 
they were when they were in their 20s, and their 
aspirations are just as absent as they were a 
decade ago. They now work at Mooby’s, a themed 
fast-food joint. The addition of Dawson as the res- 
taurant manager almost single-handedly elevates 
the quality of Smith’s movie, which is predominantly 
performed by his usual ragged repertory corps. 
Another newcomer, Fehrman, is also a standout and 
Jay (Mewes), as one half of the Smith’s recurring 
pot-dealing duo Jay and Silent Bob, has never been 
sharper or funnier. Smith’s filmmaking technique 
has matured a bit, along with his characters; yet 


Randal and Dante, despite approaching middle age, 
remain as profane and scatalogical as ever - if not 
more so.

But what got to me wasn’t the 
character’s predicament, but the sheer gall of the 
filmmakers and star, who, by this point in the film, 
have managed to turn a splendid (if obvious) story- 
line into something that feels as phony as a prefab 
cardboard casket. Written by Sandler’s stable of 
former SNL scribes and directed by Waterboy’ s 
Coraci, Click’s melodramatic “family first” message 
evokes depressingly by-the-n umbers emotional- 
ism: It’s a message movie whose real message 
isn’t “Stop and Smell the Roses, Jackass,” but 
“How to Manipulate the Audience in 12 E-Z Steps.”

There’s no question about it: This is the Al Gore 
2.0 version. The figure presented in this documen- 
tary is not the Al Gore whom people found too stiff 
and impersonal during the 2000 elections. The film 
is essentially a document of Gore’s traveling slide 
show about the global-warming crisis, a presenta- 
tion he’s been perfecting in auditoriums across the 
globe over the last few years. The show is lively 
and heartfelt - a persuasive call to action, although 
it’s not without some wonkish climate charts and 
graphs. Nevertheless, as a film, An Inconvenient 
Truth is a treasury of information. Guggenheim fills 
out the slide-show material with some personal 
background about the former vice-president that 
allows Gore to expand on his cause in more emo-

While Lady in the Water manages to be both per- 
plexing and glaringly obvious, it’s also a commend- 
able effort to create a modern fairy tale from the 
seabed up. However you feel about Shyamalan’s 
end result, you can fault neither his ambition nor 
his peculiar vision, which commingles elements of 
fantasy, horror, and the real world (itself increasing- 
ly fantastical and horrific) to craft a surreal, slightly 
off-kilter twilight tone that Rod Serling would rec- 
ognize in a heartbeat. Lady in the Water, however, 
is murky where it most requires clarity, and the 
spindliness of its mythic pilings leaves the whole 
of the film tilting wildly toward the silly. Giamatti’s 
powerful performance very nearly snatches Lady in 


the Water from the jaws of hokum - performances 
are bang-on and characters fascinating right across 
the board, even Shyamalan’s own - but ultimately 
Lady in the Water capsizes under the weight of its 
own goofy story.

“Please, I hate when it’s ‘I talked to a sick 
Peaches,’ or whatever,” she weakly insists. But she 
makes no bones about qualifying her performance 
in this interview: “I’m fucking sick as a dog.” 

Peaches (real name Merrill Nisker), the 
39-year-old Canadian who makes Berlin her 
home, is currently on tour in support of her 
third electro-punk album, Impeach My Bush (XL 
Recordings), an overtly political album that is 
straightforward in its rhetoric regarding sexual 
politics but could easily be a broader political 
allegory as well. “Two Guys (for Every Girl)” could 
read as an argument for protecting the right to 
choose, as well as watching two dudes get it on. 

“Fuck or Kill” could be about exercising the right 
of free speech and booty. What you say, P? 

“I’d say it’s as political as any of my other 
albums. It’s questioning power roles and author- 
ity, just like I always have,” she huffs. 

Moving on. Some might wonder what business a Canadian 
girl who lives in Berlin has singing about American politics, but 
Peaches’ reasons are more personal than one might expect. 

“My sister lives in New York and has multiple sclerosis,” she 
explains. "[On July 20], Bush vetoed any more funding for stem 
cell research, and speculation has shown that stem cells could be 
the best way to find a cure for that and also Parkinson’s. Also, I 
figure if you have a public voice at all, you should use it.”

Q. Sometimes I crave raw cabbage and, despite 
its reputation for causing gas, it actually makes my 
gut feel better. Is this because it contains “ vitamin 
U” or some other substance? Would taking vitamin 
U capsules provide even more benefit? 

A. “Vitamin U” was the name given in 1952 
to a substance found in cabbage juice by Dr. 
Garnett Cheney. Even though you will find pills 
confidently labeled vitamin U for sale, there is 
no consensus among nutritionists or biochem- 
ists on what it actually is. 

There is no disagreement that drinking a 
quart of cabbage juice per day is an excellent 
remedy for peptic ulcers, but the identity of the 
“magic” ingredient remains unknown. Among 
the guesses are that it is allantoin, which is also 
found in comfrey root, long used in folk medi- 
cine both externally and internally. Other guesses 
are that it is a chemical relative of the amino acid 
L-methionine. The respected Merck Index lists 
vitamin U as methyl-methionine-sulfonium chlo- 
ride. Russian research found that when a large 
amount is given an hour before an aspirin dose, 
it protects the stomach from the ulcer-promoting 
effects of aspirin. Wikipedia, the online diction- 
ary, lists vitamin U as an even simpler form of 
methionine, S-methylmethionine. 

Simply put, vitamin U is not acknowledged 
by mainstream nutrition as a vitamin, and so it 
joins about a dozen other obscure “vitamins” 
identified only by a letter. Some nutrients that 
started out as “unknown substances” with only 
a letter to identify them are now verified as an 
essential nutrient. For instance, what was origi- 
nally termed “vitamin H” is now known to be 
the B-vitamin biotin, and “vitamin M” is folicin, 
a form of the B-vitamin folic acid. In some cases, 
because the active ingredient has been later 
found to actually be several different substances, 
it is easier just to keep the letter. For instance, 
bioflavonoids as a group are still called “vitamin 
P” because there are a great many of them with 
similar biological effects, and it would be diffi- 
cult to single out one bioflavonoid and call only 
that one “vitamin E” 

Although he did not use the term “vitamin 
U” to describe what he found, Dr. William 
Shive from the Clayton Foundation Biochemical 
Institute at the University of Texas at Austin, 
found that a high concentration of the amino 
acid F-glutamine was part of the reason that cab- 
bage juice is capable of healing ulcers. It appears 
that a specific food may have more than one 
component with a beneficial nutritional effect, 
and that all these components would probably 
work better together to provide more benefits 
than might be expected from any single ingredi- 
ent. 

All these observations tend to confirm what 
Roger J. Williams termed the “teamwork concept” 
of nutrition. With antioxidant supplementation 
this concept has been repeatedly demonstrated to 
be valid. We find that three or more antioxidants 
used together perform better and with fewer side 
effects than supplementation with a single anti- 
oxidant. Fikewise among the B-complex vitamins, 
vitamin B-2 is required to change vitamin B-6 into 
the form actually used by our body cells. 

Whole foods will supply at least some of 
virtually all essential nutrients (there are excep- 
tions, for example there is no vitamin B-12 in 
plant foods). Thus a variety of whole foods is the 
best assurance that you will receive the nutrients

ILLEGAL DUMPING - DOGGY STYLE 

My neighbor’s pet keeps using my yard as a toilet. Is 
there anything I can do (legally) to stop him from let- 
ting his pet go in my yard? 

It is a beautiful day. You walk out your front 
door. As you bend over to pick up your morning 
paper, you smell something foul: your neighbor’s 
doggie doo doo. There are several legal actions that 
you can take to remedy this situation. 

First, try talking to your neighbor. Assuming you 
have already tried and failed, the second option is 
to check with your homeowners association to see 
if there are any rules about cleaning up after pets. 
You may be able to file a complaint with the associa- 
tion, resulting in a notice or even a fine. This will 
certainly get your neighbor’s attention. 

Third, assuming you live in Austin, you could 
call the city of Austin and/or the police depart- 
ment and file a complaint for a violation of Austin 
Municipal Code, section 3-4-6. Section 3-4-6 
states that “an owner or handler shall promptly 
remove and sanitarily dispose of feces left on public 
or private property by a dog or cat being handled 
by the person, other than property owned by the 
owner or handler of the dog or cat.” A violation of 
this section is a Class C misdemeanor, meaning that 
it is punishable by a fine. 

You could also complain to the police of crimi- 
nal trespass; however, you will have to notify your 
neighbor either orally or by posting a sign stating 
that entry on your property is forbidden. You should 
make sure that the sign you post complies with your 
homeowners association rules. And obviously, if you 
speak to your neighbor in person, remember the rule 
my mother always recites: You will catch more flies 
with honey than with vinegar, so be nice! 

Finally, you could file a civil lawsuit against your 
neighbor for trespass. If this route is chosen, be 
aware that it will likely cost you more in attorney’s 
fees than you will get in damages. But please, before 
you walk into an attorney’s office for advice, check 
the bottom of your shoes!
